THE  PRESIDENTS  ADDRESS. 

Officers  and  Members  of  the  Thirtieth  Annual  Convention:  One  year 
ago,  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Denver,  you  placed  in  my  keeping,  by  unani- 
mous vote,  the  greatest  trust  in  the  gift  of  our  organization  and  today 
I  render  an  account  of  my  stewardship. 

I  have  tried,  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  by  faithful,  persistent  and  im- 
partial labors,  to  show  my  deep  sense  of  appreciation  of  the  honor  con- 
ferred andi  the  confidence  reposed  in  me. 

We  have  not  accomplished  all  that  we  would,  but  with  the  hearty 
support  of  the  officers  and  members  of  our  Order  we  have  tried  to  do  our 
best.  Our  order  is  built  upon  the  foundation  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and 
Loyalty  and  the  purest  of  patriotism.  Such  is  the  foundation,  but  con- 
cerning the  superstructure,  which  we  have  made  with  our  own  hands, 
what  shall  we  say  of  it?  Whether  our  building  is,  and  shall  be,  of  gold 
or  wood,  depends  very  largely  upon  our  personal  efforts.  We  rejoice  that 
we  have  the  priceless  heritage  of  being  free-born  American  women,  and 
we  are  proud  of  the  privilege  of  membership  in  this  great  organization. 

Let  me  urge  you,  my  sisters,  in  the  words  of  a  famous  writer,  to  take 
your  place  in  the  onward  march  of  history.  Let  the  glory  of  the  morn- 
ing rest  upon  your  lives;  learn  and  change;  turn  and  overturn;  but  al- 
ways see  to  it,  that  the  sunshine  chases  the  shadows,  and  that  the  transi- 
tion be  ever  from  bad  to  good,  and  from  good  to  better. 

The  Work  of  the  Year. 

As  you  hear  the  reports  of  the  several  officers  you  can  determine 
what  progress  has  been  made  along  the  different  lines  of  our  work  for 
the  past  year.  My  correspondence  has  been  heavy,  at  times,  and  I  have 
endeavored  to   answer   all   communications   promptly.      There   have   been 
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issued  from  this  ofiii  9  six  General  Orders,  one  Memorial  Day  Order,  three 
circular  letters,  one  Department  Roster,  and  thirty-P\o  commissions. 

Recommendation  No.  1.-  -That  if  Department  Roster  is  printed,  it 
be  printed  in   the   form   of  General  Orders. 

National  Convention, 

One  great  pleabure  early  in  the  year  was  the  attendance  at  the  Na- 
tional Convention  at  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  and  those  who  w<  at  on  the  of- 
ficial train  had  a  very  delightful  time.  With  the  ^Department  Command- 
er of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  his  staff,  the  Department  Pres- 
ident of  the  Ladies  of  (he  Crand  Army  and  Delegate^  your  Department 
President  and   Delegates,    we  formed   a  jolly  crowd. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  Department  Commander,  his  Chief  of  Staff 
and  Adjutant  General,  iflfg  established  joint,  headquarters  with  them  in 
Chattanooga.  How  the  people  did  look  and  turn  and  look  again  at  our 
Colorado  and  Wyoming  hadgttK,  no  doubt  thinking  we  .were  a  long  way 
from  home.

Membership, 

The  outlook  is  bright  for  increasing  our  membership.  We  made  a 
gain  of  fifty  members  last  year  and  I  bope  the  gain  the  coming  year  may- 
be treble  that  number. 

Recommendation  No.  2:  That  the  per  capita  tax,  and  the  represen- 
tation to  the  Department   Convention,  remap    the  same. 

Recommendation  No.  3:  That  the  Department  President  in  her 
General  Orders  issued  the  first  of  each  quarter  shall  say,  "All  Corps  are 
on  the  Roll  of  Honor  for  quarter  ending   *    *   *  except  Corps  No.   *    *    *." 

Disbanded. 

I  regret  to  have  to  report  that  two  Corps  have  disbanded.  One  on 
May  16,  191a,  and  one  on  June  11,  1913. 

Relief  Work. 

The  chairman  of  the  Relief  Committee  has  been  very  faithful  in  the 
discharge  of  her  duties.  The  work  has  been  well  performed,  both  in  the 
Corps  and  the  Department. 

The  amount  contributed  by  the  Corps  in  cash  and  other  than  money 
was  $3,142.05. 

Amount  spent  from  Department  Relief  fund  during  the  year,  $52.00. 

Finances. 

After  paying  the  liabilities  of  the  preceding  administration  and  the 
$250.00  voted  to  furnish  cottages  at  Monte  Vista,  it  left  us  rather  short 
of  funds.  This  has  been  a  subject  of  deep  concern  and  worry  the  entire 
year  to  the  Department  Treasurer  and  myself,  and  we  have  studied  the 
subject  most  diligently.     No  extravagance  has  been  indulged,  but  the  de- 
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mands  made  on  the  Treasury  have  been,  at  times,  more  than  the,  supply, 
and  has  kept  the  funds  at  low  tide  most  of  the  year. 

As  the  railroad  pass  is  a  thins  of  the  past,  official  visits  of  the  De- 
partment President  and  Inspector  have  been  made  much  more  expensive. 
The  price  of  supplies  has  advanced  and  we  now  pay  express  on  the  same — 
before  they  were  sent  prepaid.  Thus  you  can  see  the.  difficult  and  serious 
problem  we  have  had  before  us  during  the  year,  and  with  the  Department 
Treasurer  I  have  had  to  manage  as  carefully  as  possible,  using  our  best 
judgment  to  meet  necessary  demands.  The  condition  of  our  finances 
warrants  the  strictest  economy.  The  cost  of  printing  the  report  of  the 
Annual  Convention  has  become  a  heavy  tax  upon  the  resources  of  the 
Order.  That  the  expenses  of  the  Journal  may  be  somewhat  lessened,  1 
make 

Recommendation  No.  4:  That  hereafter  the  tabulated  report  of  In- 
spector, Chaplain  and  I.  and  J.  Officer  be  not  printed  in  the  annual  report, 
but  the  same  be  placed  on  hie  at  Department  Headquarters  for  future 
reference. 

Aides. 

The  Aides  are  expected  to  be  of  valuable  assistance  to  Corps,  and  the 
Department  as  well.  Their  work  necessitates  a  combination  of  tact  and 
energy. 

Inspector. 

The  Department  Inspector  kindly  gave  way  for  the  Department 
President  to  inspect  as  many  Corps  as  possible  at  the  time  of  her  official 
visit  to  the  same,  thereby  lessening  the  expense  to  the  Department. 

Army  Nurses. 

We  extend  greeting  to  our  Army  Nurses. 

These  noble  women  came  from  every  section  of  the  country  and 
were  willing  to  give  their  all  for  the  sick,  the  wounded  and  the  dying. 
They  went  where  death  was  behind  them  and  before  them,  making  no 
distinction  between  friend  or  foe.  Oft,  breathing  a  short  prayer  and 
sending  the  last  sad  message  to  loved  ones,  you,  like  the  G.  A.  R.'s  are 
entitled  to  our  love  and  respect.  One  of  our  Army  Nurses  in  our  Depart- 
ment, Eunice  Vipond,  died  April  G,  1914.  Mary  L.  Carr  reports  that 
during  Mrs.  Vipond's  service  she  was  assigned  as  a  special  nurse,  where 
dangers  lurked  among  those  whose  wounds  had  become  diseased.  Fear- 
'  lessly  she  administered  to  the  wants  of  those  men  made  wrecks  by  war 
and  bravely  she  performed  her  duties  without  thought  of  self  or  hope 
of  reward. 

"Life's  work   well  done;

Recommendation  No.  5:  That  decision  No.  38  be  changed  from 
$168.00  to  $108.00;  further,  that,  when  Nurses  go  out  of  the  Depart- 
ment for  one  quarter  or  more,  the  pension  shall  not  be  paid  during  that 
time. 
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Memorial    Day. 

This  one  sacred  day  of  I  he  year,  when  we  meet  to  honor  our  heroic 
dead,  and  place  flags,  or  strew  flowers  over  their  resting  place.  A  time 
when  the  children  love  to  help  jjfi,  to  thus  honor  the  boys  of  the  sixties 
and  the  flag  they  gave   us.      They   have  entered  the  valley   ol    rest. 

Fraternal  Relations. 

The  Fraternal  fnmniship  existing  between  I  he  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  and  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  the  kindred  organizations, 
leaves  nothing  to  be  desired.     The  love  is  being  strengthened,  each  year. 

General  Orders  have  been  exchanged  with  Department  Commander 
of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  the  Department  President  of  the  Daughters  of  Vet- 
erans. 

Soldiers'  ami  Sailors'   Home. 

On  October  IS  and  l'.i,  I  a  I;;,  it  was  my  privilege  to  visit  the  Sol- 
diers' and  Sailors'  Home  at  Alonte  Vista.  1  found  the  surroundings  of 
the  Dome  very  delightful.  The)  have  a  fine  greenhouse  which  supplies 
flowers  for  the  sick  ami  for  funerals.  An  extensive  Vegetable  garden, 
which  supplies  fresh  vegetables  in  summer  and  helps  till  the  root  cellar 
in  winter.  They  seemed  syejl  ph  ased  with  Commandant  Hogle  and  lie 
is  kind  and  courteous  u>  the  comrades.  Everything  possible  seems  to 
be  provided  for  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  the  veterans.  The  sick  and 
infirm  are  tenderly  can  d  for  and  they  are  made  as  comfortable  as  pos- 
sible in  their  declining  years.  While  my  visit  to  ihe  Home  was  one  of 
interest,  I  do  not  consider  it  necessary  for  the  Department  President  to 
make  an  annua]  visit  for  the  purpose  of  securing  information  as  to  the 
needful  help  to  be  given  to  the  Home  by  the  Corps.  Full  information 
can  be  secured  from  the  Commandant  of  the  Home,  regarding  assistance 
to  be  tendered  by  the  Corps;   and  1  therefore  make 

Recommendation  No.  0 :  That  the  legislation  of  the  Twenty-seventh 
Department  Convention,  making  it  obligatory  for  the  Department  Presi- 
dent to  visit  the  Home,  be  rescinded,  and  that  visits  to  the  Homes  be  not 
made  at  the  expense  of  the  department. 

The  report  on  Soldier's  Home  at  Buffalo,  Wyoming,  vx  ill  be  given  by 
Past  Department  President  Theresa  A.  Jenkins,  who  was  elected  at  the 
last  Department  Convention,  to  investigate  and  report  at  this  Conven- 
tion what  assistance  could  be  rendered  by  the  Corps  of  this  Department 
that  would  bring  comfort  and  pleasure  to  the  veterans. 

Ollieial  Visit. 

It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  visit  3G  Corps  and  am  sorry  I  could 
not  visit  every  Corps  in  the  Department.  Traveling  night  and  day  is 
tiresome  but  delightful  in  beautiful  weather.  I  was  received  with  great 
cordiality  and  most  hospitably  entertained.  The  members  are  loyal  to 
the  cause  and  striving  to  do  their  best  for  the  soldiers.  Friendships  have 
been  formed  which  will  never  die.  Warm  and  loving  thanks  are  given 
for  all  your  kindness  in  my  behalf.

"Like  Ships  that  Pass  in  the  Night,"  many  of  our  dear  sisters  have 
slipped  from  their  moorings  and  have  sailed  over  the  unknown  sea  to 
the  unknown  shore.

the  prompt  and  cheerful  manner  they  assisted  me  in  making  this  admin- 
istration a  success,  I  wish  you  well,  and  trust  the  same  loyalty  and  sup- 
port you  have  given  me  will  be  accorded  my  successor.

May  He  who  has  guided  us  safely  through  the  year 
guide  and  keep  you  all  safely  to  the  end.     As  I  bid  you  Godspeed  in  our 
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grand  and  glorious  work,  be  ever  faithful  to  the  welfare  and  interest  of 
our  beloved  Order  and  work  together  in  Friendship,  Charity  and  Loyalty.

No.  15,  Greeley.) 

"It  singeth  low  in  every  heart, 

We  hear  it  each  and  all — 
'A  song  of  those  who  answer  not, 

However  we  miay  call; 
They  throng  the  silence  of  the  breast; 

We  see  them  as  of  yore —

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Since  we  last  met,  one  more  name  has  been  added  to  the  list  of  Past 
Department  Presidents,  who  have  passed  around  the  bend  in  the  road  of 
life  and  have  gone  out  of  our  sight.  Five  of  our  early  leaders  have  gone 
from  among  us.  Women,  who  were  efficient  and  capable  and  whose  loss 
in  all  lines,  of  activity,  which  has  lor  its  object  the  betterment  of  human- 
ity, is  greatly  felt.  We  name  them  over  reverently  and  drop  a  tear  to 
their  memory.      Mesdarnes  Telford,  Dwinell,  Johnson,  Dodge,  Howard. 

Mrs.  Climena  Grover  Howard  was  the  fifth  Department  President  and 
the  fifth  of  the  patriotic  band  to  enter  the  Silent  Land.  She  was  born  in 
West  Bethel,  Maine,  April  28,  J  839,  and  died  in  Greeley,  Colo.,  October 
11,  1913.  She  spent  her  girlhood  in  her  native  town,  receiving  her  early 
education  in  that  place.  Later  she  attended  the  State  Normal  School  at 
Bridgewater,  Mass.,  and  graduated  from  that  institution.  For  two  years 
she  was  a  teacher  in  Abington,  Mass.  In  September,  3  805,  she  was  mar- 
ried to  Oliver  Howard,  a  graduate  of  the  Bridgewater  State  Normal  and 
a  soldier  in  the  late  Civil  War.  Shortly  after  their  marriage,  they  went 
South  and  taught  in  the  Freedmen's  Schools  in  North  and  South  Carolina 
for  two  years.  In  1871  they  came  to  Greeley,  Colo.,  which  place  was  their 
continuous  home  for   forty-two  years. 

Mrs.  Howard  was  a  woman  of  more  than  ordinary  ability,  of  high 
intellectual  attainments,  a  writer  of  some  note,  a  contributor  especially 
to  ehildren"s  magazines.  Later,  1).  Lothrop  &  Co.  collected  and  published 
these  articles  in  book  form. 


While  her  home  and  home  interests  received  her  first  attention,  yet 
her  heart  was  ever  open  to  the  needs  of  the  community,  and  she  gave 
freely  of  her  time  and  strength  to  aid  every  worthy  cause.  She  was  one 
of  the  early  members  of  U.  S.  Grant  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  The  Corps' 
President  in  3  889  and  Department  President  in  1891.  Her  illness  was 
of  short  duration  and  just  at  the  dawn  of  the  bright  October  morn  her 
spirit  entered  into  the  life  eternal. 

Charles  Kingsley  was  once  asked  to  what  he  attributed  his  beautiful 
life.  He  replied,  "I  had  a  friend."  Mrs.  Howard's  life  was  enriched  with 
many  friends,  drawn  to  her  by  her  lovely  character,  her  modest  demeanor 
and  her  unswerving  loyalty.  It  was  my  privilege  to  be  associated  with 
her  in  Corps,  club  and  church  work  for  thirty  years  and  I  ever  found  her 
to  be  true  and  just  and  faithful  to  every  undertaking,  and  lenient  to  those 
who  differed  with  her.  One  of  the  strongest  characteristics  of  her  nature 
was  her  inability  to  hold  enmity  against  anyone.  She  was  essentially  a 
woman  of  peace.  All  discord  jarred'  upon  her  sweet  nature.  While  she 
did  not  expect  perfection,  she  was  to  their  virtues  kind;  to  their  faults 
ever  blind.  Her  life  was  indeed  a  benediction  and  many  lives  have  been 
enriched  by  her  friendship. 
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"Tlie  friends  we  hold  most  dour  can  never  die; 

They  pass  from  us  to  the  other  shore, 
Yet  still  they  live.      Death  cannot  break   the  tie 

That  hinds  our  hearts  to  them  forevermore. 
The  parting  is  but  as  we  bid  good-night 

To  the  loved  guests  we  hope  to  meet  at   dawn, 
Though  through  the  night  hours  hidden  from  our  sight,

We  cannot  think  of 
them  as  one  whose  work  is  ended,  it  will  go  on  forever  in  noble  lives 
inspired  by  their  own  beautiful  personality  and  they  are  not  dead,  but 
live  in  the  fuller  life,  belonging  to  all  who  have  toiled,  not  for  them- 
selves, but  for  God  and  humanity,  and  we  realize  our  deep  sense  of  loss 
in  the  passing  on  of  our  beloved  friends  and  co-workers  and  acknowledge 
our  indebtedness  for  their  valuable  and  unselfish  service,  cheerfully  and 
graciously  performed. 

Tennyson's  words  say  what  we  wish  for  them  and  what  we  believe  is 
theirs: 


'If  Sleep  and  Death  be  truly  one, 
And  every  spirit,  folded  bloom 
Through  all  its  intervital  gloom,

For  knowledge  is  of  things  we  see, 
And  yet  we  trust  it  comes  from  Thee 
A  beam  in  darkness:   let  it  grow. 
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Their  office  there  to  rear  and  teach, 
Becoming  as  is  meet  and  fit 
A  link  among  the  days  to  knit

Your  attention  is  called  (o  two  important  facts — that  at  the  National 
Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  held  in  Chattanooga,  Tenn.,  the 
following  decision  was  passed: 

"That  express  and  freight  charges  be  prepaid  by  National  on  all 
orders  amounting  to  ten  or  more  dollars,  from  departments  of  less  than 
1500  members." 

This  Department  having  a  membership  of  over  lilteen  hundred,  all 
express  and  freight  charges  on  supplies  have  had  to  be  paid  from  Depart- 
ment Funds.  At  the  same  Convention  the  National  Per  Capita  Tax  was 
also  raised  one-half  cent  on  each  member,  making  two  and  one-half  cents 
paid  National  Treasurer  per  member  per  quarter.  While  a  half  a  cent 
per  member  is  not  a  large  sum,  our  per  capita  to  National  this  year 
has  increased  from  10  to  $12  per  quarter.  As  it  is  now  impossible  for  a 
Department  President  and  Inspector  to  receive  transportation  on  the 
railroads,  the  cost  of  inspection  and  official  visits  with  increase  of  per 
capita  tax  to  National,  and  the  paying  of  freight  and  express  charges  has 
been  a  heavy  drain  on  our  finances.  The  unsettled  condition  of  parcel 
post  and  express  rates  have  caused  considerable  annoyance  and  some  in- 
crease in  cost  of  supplies  shipped  to  Corps.  I  have  tried  at  all  times  to 
send  supplies  to  the  best  advantage,  always  trying  express,  parcel  post 
and  mail  to  see  which  was  the  cheapest  and  in  many  instances  1  have 
found  that  parcel  post  has  worked  to  the  greater  expense  of  the  Corps. 
I  have  had  more  or  less  trouble  with  supplies  being  lost.     Three  months 
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the  National  Treasurer  hunted  for  supplies  sent  me  from  Pittsburg  and 
many  of  my  packages  to  corps  have  gone  astray.  One  patient  Corps 
waited  a  year  for  supplies  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  notified  me.  Had 
they  sent  me  a  postal  1  could  easily  have  traced  the  package.  As  it  was 
1  sent  new  supplies  and  after  much  writing  and  hunting  found  the  lost 
package  on  the  plains  of  Wyoming.  1  therefore  offer  the  following  rec- 
ommendation: 

"That  Corps  Treasurers  notify  Department  Treasurer  immediately 
upon  receipt  of  supplies,  or  if  the  same  have  not  been  received  at  the  end 
of  ten  days  after  ordering  the  Corps  Treasurer  notify  Department  Treas- 
urer." 

In  looking  over  past  decisions  of  the  Department  1  find  Decision  No. 
15:  "That  Corps  Treasurers  in  cities  give  tlieir  street  and  number  on 
quarterly  reports."  1  earnestly  urge  the  Treasurers  throughout  the  De- 
partment to  comply  with  ihis  decision  and  suggest,  that  lie  Department 
President  call  attention  to  this  decision  in  General  Orders  when  referring 
to  quarterly  reports. 

To  the  Department  President  my  sincere  thanks  are  clue  for  cour- 
tesies and  kindnesses  extended  throughout  the  year. 

The  relation  of  Department  Secretary  and  Treasurer  has  been  most 
cordial  and  pleasant  and  my  thanks  are  also  extended  Mrs.  Walsh  for 
many  courtesies.

Colorado  Springs  No.  4. — (Last  Flag  Day  at  the  close  of  an  open  meet- 
ing with  patriotic  program,  all  went  in  a  body  to  the  Princess  theater 
and  presented  Mr.  Thompson,  the  manager,  wiith  an  all-wool  bunting  flag 
9x12,  to  be  used  in  the  theater.  On  the  evening  of  Flag  Day,  and  on  Feb- 
ruary 14,  and  Feb  22,  they  joined  the  G.  A.  R.,  Circle  Ladies,  D.  of  V., 
and  went  in  a  body  to  churches  and  Young  People's  Societies.  The  G.  A. 
R.  with  their  guns  and  the  W.  R.  C.  with  their  flags.  She  writes  that 
lasting  impressions  of  Loyalty  and  Patriotism  were  made  on  the  young 
people.  A  similar  trip  was  made  to  a  church  in  Colorado  City,  and  to 
two  churches  in  Colorado  Springs.

George  Washington  No.  4  2.- — The  Patriotic  Instructor,  Hannah 
Olney,  taught  eighteen  members  of  her  corps  a  flag  drill.  The  Drill  Team 
will  present  the  Flag  Drill  at  the  Department  Convention.  The  Corps 
bought  a  dozen  small  flags  for  the  comrades  who  ride  on  Memorial  Day. 

The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  is  taking  the  initiative  in  a  new 
forward  movement  in  an  effort  to  teach  patriotism  by  means  of  Patriotic 
Instructors'  Institutes.  The  first  institute  was  held  in  Minnesota;  January 
8,  1913.  Devi  Longfellow,  National  Patriotic  Instructor  of  the  G.  A.  R., 
sent  me  programs  and  wrote  that  1  could  hold  an  institute  and  that  I 
would  be  surprised  at  the  enthusiasm  it  would  arouse.  My  first  institute 
was  held  in  November  and  tbe  second  in  February.  Prof.  O.  B.  Drake 
furnished  songs  and  flag  drills.  There  were  addresses  upon  "How  to 
Teach  Patriotism  in  the  Public  Schools,"  "Value  of  Citizenship  Under  the 
Constitution,"  "Meaning  and  Cost  of  the  Flag."  The  assembly  room  was 
crowded  with  citizens,  G.  A.  R.  and  W.  R.  C.  and  great  interest  was  shown. 

A  school  in  Yuma  wrote  me  that  they  had  been  teaching  the  W.  R. 
C.  flag  salute;  and  that  they  would  like  live  class-room  flags.  Mrs.  Fan- 
nie D.  W.  Hardin,  Past  -National  Secretary,  Corps  No.  6,  and  Corps  No. 
35  supplied  the  flags.  The  Rev.  ingraham,  pastor  of  the  M.  K.  Church  of 
Yuma,  presented  them  on  Friday,  May  15th,  with  a  little  historical  sketch. 
The  teachers  made  acceptable  talks,  and  all  gave  the  flag  salute.  Several 
of  the  rooms  responded  with  patriotic  songs. 

1  have  written  over  three  hundred  letters  and  visited  thirty-seven 
class  rooms.  During  my  term  of  office  1  have  found  places  for  seventy- 
four  flags. 

The  Daughters  of  IS  12  presented  to  the  public  library  of  Denver  a 
bronze  tablet  made  from  portions  of  the  "Maine,"  and  unveiled  it  with 
imposing  ceremonies.  I  was  invited  to  represent  the  Department  in  Pa- 
triotism. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Logan  county  asks  for  fifty  flags 
of  wool  bunting  on  staffs.  J  wanted  to  buy  flags  32x4  8,  and  could  not 
supply  them  for  lack  of  funds.  The  superintendent  would  like  patriotic 
primers  and  selections  also. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  St.  Clair,  Department  President,  for  my  appoint- 
ment to  this  office;   and  for  her  readiness  to  help  me  in  every  way. 

The  Patriotic  Instructor  of  No.  i),  Cheyenne,  has  visited  fifty  school 
rooms  and  presented  fifty  flags.  All  school  buildings  have  been  furnished 
with  large  flags  on  staffs.  I  recommend  that  the  prize  flag  be  given  to 
Blanche  Stubbs  for  Cheyenne  Corps.

REPORT  OP  ALTERNATE-AT-LARGE  TO  THE  NATIONAL 
CONVENTION. 

Denver,   Colo.,   June   1,   3  914. 
Mrs.   President  and    Members  of  the  Convention: 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  report  of  the  Thirty- 
first  National  Convention  held  in  Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  September  17- 
19,  1913. 

The  official  train  of  the  Colorado  and  Wyoming  W.  R.  C.  and  G.  A. 
R.   left  Denver  Thursday  evening,   September   11    for   Chattanooga,   Tenn. 

Owing  to  the  lateness  of  the  hour  Ave  did  not  know  just  how  many 
were  in  our  party,  but  the  next  morning  we  soon  found  that  our  Depart- 
ment Commander  Brooks  and  sexeral  members  of  his  staff  were  with  us 
and  that  our  party  numbered  about  twenty. 

Before  leaving  home  our  Department  President  ha  1  made  me  the 
Alternate-at-large,  assuring  me  that  all  the  delegates  were  going. 

We  arrived  in  Chicago  on  Saturday  morning  and  had  time  enough 
to  view  the  city  and  rest  ourselves  before  proceeding  on  our  journey.  It 
was  a  beautiful  morning  and  we  certainly  enjoyed  our  stopoff  in  the 
Windy  City.  We  left  Chicago  at  12:30  and  all  the  afternoon  we  were 
riding  through  beautiful  farm  lands  whicb  looked  quite  different  from 
the  burned  looking  crops  through  parts  of  Kansas  and  Nebraska.  Dark- 
ness overtook  us  at  Terre  Haute,  Indiana,  and  a  little  later  on  we  crossed 
the  Ohio  river,  which  looked  pretty  big  and  dangerous  in  the  night  time. 
When  we  awoke  on  Sunday  morning  we  were  in  Alabama  and  soon  were 
in  Tennessee,  as  the  route  cut  off  a  small  part  of  Alabama.  This  was  a 
beautiful  green  hilly  country,  mountains  not  very  high,  but  so  pictures- 
que. To  those  of  us  who  were  raised  in  the  west  it  seemed  so  strange  to 
see  so  many  different  kinds  of  trees.  All  at  once  we  were  riding  along  the 
banks  of  the  Tennessee  river  and  it  wasn't  very  long  until  we  had  arrived 
at  our  destination,  Chattanooga. 

We  found  the  city  tastefully  decorated.  Committees  were  on  hand 
to  assist  the  visitors  in  every  possible  way.  Our  delegation  was  a  little 
ahead  of  most  of  the  delegations,  so  we  had  little  trouble  in  finding  our 
Headquarters  and   getting  located. 

The  headquarters  of  the  Colorado  and  Wyoming  G.  A.  R.  and  W.  R. 
C.  were  at  the  Read  House,  an  old  hotel  which  bad  been  used  for  a  hos- 
pital during  the  war.  We  were  quite  fortunate  in  one  way,  we  arrived 
before  the  rain,  although  the  clouds  looked  as  if  it  might  pour  at  any 
minute. 

Sunday  afternoon  a  party  of  us  took  a  sight-seeing  auto  for  Chick- 
amauga  Park.  When  we  first  started  it  looked  as  if  we  might  never  re- 
turn alive  as  the  car  went  so  fast,  but  we  did.  This  was  the  grandest 
ride  and  scenery  imaginable.     This  is  a  National  Military  Park.     The  U. 
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S.  Government  having  purchased  the  entire  Chickamauga  battlefield,  em- 
bracing 15  square  miles.  All  over  the  park  are  stone  markers,  telling 
the  names  of  the  regiments  who  were  stationed  there,  and  many  of  them 
tell  the  names  of  those  killed.  One  place  where  we  stopped  while  the 
chauffeur  explained  about  some  particular  point  was  the  Georgia  monu- 
ment erected  in  1  SOU,  and  inscribed  on  it  were  these  words,  "To  the  last- 
ing memory  of  all  her  sons  who  fought!  on  this  field,  those  who  fought 
and  lived  and  those  who  fought  and  died  and  those,  who  gave  much  and 
those  who  gave  all."  Most  of  this  park  lies  in  Georgia;  At  one  place  on 
the  drive  we  could  see  seven  states.  All  over  the  park  are  large  monu- 
ments erected  by  different  suites.  Chickamauga  Was  one  of  the  most 
fiercely  contested  battles  of  the  Civil  War,  and  it  did  not  seem  possible 
that  we  were  riding  over  ground  where  all  was  so  awful  in  September, 
1863,  just  fifty  years  ago  to  the  day. 

On  our  return  trip  through  the  park  Ave  ascended  Missionary  Ridge, 
another  famous  and  memoiable  phe-e.  The  view  from  this  place  is  won- 
derful and  grand.  The  Tennessee  River  and  Chattanooga  on  one  side  and 
the  beautiful  green  mountains  on   the  other. 

.Monday  morning  it  commenced  to  rain  and  it  rained  all  the  rest  of 
the  week,  so  we  were  glad  we  tool;   our  ride  before  the  rain  started. 

Monday  evening  we  attended  a  reception  which  was  one  of  the  most 
important  social  events  of  the  week.  It  was  a  reception  by  the  citizens 
of  Chattanooga  to  the  officials  of  theC.rand  Army  ami  kindred  organiza- 
tions.     It  was  held  in  an  immense   lent,  called  '"Tent  Boynton." 

Before  going  to  the  reception  our  .Department  President  received  a 
telegram  from  Mrs.  Dydia  Young,  delegate  at  large,  saying  that  on  ac- 
count of  Comrade  Young's  illness,  she  would  be  unable  to  attend  the  con- 
vention. We  were  \  ery  sorry  indeed,  and  I,  especially,  because  now  it 
would  be  my  lot  to  write  the  report  for  this  convention. 

Tuesday  we  wanted  to  go  to  Lookout  Mountain,  but  if  was  raining, 
and  as  they  say  along  the  coast,  "the  log  was  in,"  we  did  not  go  for  we 
knew  we  could  not  see  anything. 

The  Department  President  and  myself  visited  many  of  the  headquar- 
ters, and  so  many  of  those  we  met  would  say,  "Oh,  yes,  Colorado!  We 
had  such  a  good  time  when  the  Encampment  was  in  Denver." 

Tuesday  afternoon  1  boarded  a  car  and  visited  one  of  the  National 
Cemeteries.  Such  a  beautiful,  peaceful  spot,  surrounded  by  a  stone  wall 
about  five  feet  high  and  completely  covered  with  ivy.  There  are  12,87  6 
bodies  buried  in  this  cemetery,  and  of  this  number  4,91!!)  are  unknown. 
It  was  indeed  a  sad  place,  to  see  so  many  of  those  little  white  stone 
markers  all  numbered,  and  to  think  so  many  of  them  are  unknown.  All 
over  the  cemetery  are  large  markers  with  Quotations  from  O'Hara's 
poem.  I  will  quote  one  verse  which  seemed  so  appropriate  lor  such  a 
place. 
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"Rest  on  embalmed  and  sainted  dead, 
Dear  as  the  blood  ye  gave; 
No  impious  loot  step  here  shall  tread 
The  herbage  of  our  grave." 

Tuesday  evening  occurred  the  big  campfire  at  the  auditorium.  It 
was  different  from  most  camp  fires,  for  there  were  so  many  present  who 
wore  the  gray.  There  were  2  8  numbers  on  the  program,  but  all  were  so 
interesting  we  forget  we  were  tired  and  that  the  hour  was  late.  One  of 
the  best  numbers  on  the  program  was  singing  by  the  Bryant  Post  quar- 
tette of  Minneapolis,  four  old  comrades  and  all  good  singers. 

Wednesday,  September  17,  was  the  day  of  the  parade  and,  oh,  the 
rain.  At  first  we  thought  we  just  could  not  sit  on  the  grand  stand,  but 
about  the  time  the  parade  was  due,  the  rain  wasn't  so  bad,  so  we  braved  - 
it  and  watched  the  boys  go  marching  by.  We  cheered  and  cheered  until 
we  were  so  hoarse  we  could  scarcely  speak.  Colorado  and  Wyoming  had 
22  comrades  in  line  and  we  were  all  so  proud  of  our  delegation.  One  fea- 
ture of  the  parade  which  created  applause  all  along  the  line  was  a  Con- 
federate marching  between  two  Federals  with  arms  around  each  other. 
Another  was  a  living  flag  composed  of  boys  and  girls  dressed  in  red, 
white  and  blue. 

The  W.  R.  C.  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  National  Presi- 
dent, Geraldine  E.  Prisbee,  on  Wednesday  at  3:30  p.  in.,  in  the  First 
Methodist  Church,  which  was  tastefully  decorated  with  flags  and  banners. 
After  the  formal  opening  the  National  President  read  her  address,  which 
was  quite  long,  but  very  interesting. 

Memorial  services  were  held  for  Past  National  Officers  and  members 
of  the  Order  who  had  died  during  the  year.  Services  began  with  prayer 
by  the  National  Chaplain,  followed  by  singing  "Rock  of  Ages."  Memorial 
address  for  Past  National  President  Calista  Robinson  Jones  was  pre- 
pared by  Fannie  E.  Minot,  Past  National  President,  but  on  account  of 
her  absence  was  read  by  Abbie  A.  Adams,  Past  National  President.  Song, 
Belle  C.  Harris,  Past  National  President,  "Beautiful  isle  of  Somewhere." 
Memorial  for  Past  National  Chaplain, .  May  L.  Douglas,  read  by  Mrs. 
Harris.  "Our  Past  Department  Presidents,"  read  by  Cora  A.  Merritt,  Na- 
tional Secretary.  "Our  Deceased  Members,"  read  by  Lodusky  J.  Taylor, 
Past  National  President.  Instrumental  music,  "Trinity  Chimes  and 
Taps,"  by  Ada  G.  Mohr,  Past  Department  President  of  New  York.  By 
this  time  it  was  ten  minutes  of  seven  and  the  Convention  adjourned  to 
meet  at  9  a.  m.  on  Thursday. 

Wednesday  evening  occurred  the  reception  of  the  W.  R.  C.  to  the 
Commander-in-Chief  in  the  ball  room  at  the  Patten  Hotel.  It  was  a  very 
pretty  affair  and  certainly  well  managed.  We  all  went  home  in  a  pour- 
ing rain. 

Thursday  morning,  still  raining.  Convention  called  to  order.  Usual 
opening  ceremonies.  Colonel  Wallace  Foster,  a  good  friend  of  the  W. 
R.  C,  was  introduced  and  made  a  few  remarks  and  was  given  permission 
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to  remain  during  the  session,  as  he  was  deal'  and  coLild  nut  hear  what  we 
were  saying.  The  forenoon  was  taken  up  with  greetings  and  presenta- 
tions. An  admiral's  flag'  v,  as  shown  us  supposed  lo  i^ave  been  on  Dewey's 
flagship  in  Manila  Buy.  Roll-call  showed  105  voting  members  present 
and  of   this  number  seven   were   Iron;   Colorado   and  Wyoming. 

Five  candidate.s  were  nominate  J  for  National  President,  but  all  with- 
drew except  Mrs.  Ida  S.  Meliride,  who  was  duly  elected.  .Mrs.  McBride 
is  a  very  sweet  appearing  woman,  the  wife  of  a  veteran,  mother  of  two 
veterans  as  well  as  the  daughter  of  a  veteran.  Her  grandfather  served  in 
the  war  of  %&%■&,  and  her  great-grandfather  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 
I  will  not  mention  the  other  officers  as  we  have  hat  them  in  general 
orders. 

The  souvenirs  given  the  delegates  were  little  bullets  from  one  of  the 
nearby  battlefields  and  tied  with  red,  white  and  blue  ribbon.  These  bul- 
lets  were   pierced   and  a   tiny  view   of   Lookout  Mountain   inserted. 

Thursday    evening   ni    ibe   Auditorium    occurred    the    campfire   of   the 
patriotic    instructors.      This    is    the    second    time    that    such    a    meeting    has 
n.d    instructive   addresses    were   made   by    promi- 
C.  members. 
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Friday  morning  we  went  up  on  Lookout  Mountain. 
nooga  at  G  o'clock  in  the  morning.  It  took  us  afrou!  lie 
to  the  foot  of  the  mountain.  We  boarded  the  incline 
landed  at  the  top.  Tin;-  is  supposed  to  be  the  longest  incline  in  the 
World.  It  is  long  enougb.  The  last  !  (Ml  or  &00  feet  are  almost  perpen- 
dicular-—  7  2  per  cent  grade  We  were  indeed  early  birds  for  the  souve- 
nir fiends  were  nol  yet  abroad.  The  top  of  the  mountain  is  a,  regular 
plateau;  highest  elevation  is  li  1  _! t>  feet  above  the  sea.  Many  beautiful 
homes  are  here  and  it  is  a  summer  resort  for  many  people;  has  its  own 
government  and  laws  and  is  quite  independent  of  Chattanooga.  Before 
entering  the  Lookout  Mountain  Park  we  visited  a  museum  where  we 
found  all  kinds  of  war  relics.  We  registered  in  an  immense  book  which 
weighed  275  pounds  and  is  wide  enough  for  four  people  to  register  at  one 
time.  From  the  museum  we  walked  to  a  large  gate  and  down  to  the 
edge  of  the  rocks  which  were  very  high.  It  does  not  seem  possible  that 
soldiers  could  ever  have  scaled  those  rocks.  When  we  left  town  it  was 
so  hazy  and  cloudy.  When  we  arrived  on  top  of  the  mountain  the  sun 
was  shining,  although  we  could  not  see  the  town  on  account  of  the  clouds. 
We  were  above  the  clouds;  the  view  was  simply  grand.  We  could  see 
for  miles  and  miles.  After  some  little  time  the  clouds  overhanging  the 
city  commenced  to  lift  and  I  think  1  never  saw  a  prettier  sight.  It  was 
grand.  One  can  easily  imagine  where  the  "Battle  Above  the  Clouds"  re- 
ceived its  name.  Before  we  were  ready  to  descend  we  could  see  all  the 
surrounding  country  and  the  beautiful  Tennessee  River,  where  it  winds 
around  and  makes  the  famous  Mocassin  Bend. 

No  words  of  mine  can  describe  the  view  from  what  is  called  Umbrella 
Rock.      We  bought  several   souvenirs   made   from    laurel    wood   grown    on 
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the  mountain.     We  came  down  the  mountain  on  the  electric  car  and  felt 
easier  in  our  minds  than  if  we  had  gone  on  the  incline. 

We  arrived  at  the  convention  just  a  few  minutes  late.  Several  dele- 
gations were  welcomed  and  responses  made  which  were  quite  interesting. 
Our  own  Miary  L.  Carr  was  chairman  of  Committee  on  Resolutions,  it 
took  quite  a  while  to  act  on  these  resolutions.  I  will  not  go  into  detail, 
as  you  have  had  general  orders  and  know  what  was  done.  I  might  say 
that  the  principal  ones  were  in  regard  to  the  admission  of  honorary  mem- 
bers the  Grand  Army  comrades. 

"They  shall  be  admitted  to  the  meetings  of  any  Corps  at  any  time, 
without  form  or  ceremony,  except  during  opening  ceremonies,  initiation 
and  discussion  of,  or  action  upon  matters  of  discipline.  The  Grand  Army 
button  shall  be  the  only  identification  required  for  admission  of  honorary 
members." 

The  other  resolutions,  which  are  very  important,  are  in  regard  to  in- 
structions given  the  investigating  committees  proceeding  to  the  altar  and 
in  regard  to  the  Guard  balloting,  and  hereafter  using  black  cubes  instead 
of  black  balls. 

The  Department  of  Tennessee,  which  consists  of  Ave  Corps,  served 
lunch  Thursday  and  Friday  to  all  the  delegates  and  it  was  delicious. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  features  of  the  convention  was  the  pre- 
sentation of  a  beautiful  silk  flag  to  the  church  where  the  convention  was 
held,  by  the  Patriotic  Instructor,  and  the  responses  by  the  pastor  and 
superintendent  of  the  Sunday-school,  and  at  the  conclusion  of  the  re- 
marks the  singing  of  the  song  entitled,  "Hats  Off  When  the  Flag  Goes 
By." 

We  did  not  adjourn  for  supper  Friday  evening;  business  went  right 
along.  The  most  interesting  report  on  the  last  evening  was  Isabel  Wor- 
rell Ball's  "Desecration  of  the  Flag."  The  installation  of  officers  started 
at  11  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  it  was  almost  midnight  when  the  convention  ad- 
journed. 

The  31st  National  Convention  will  long  be  remembered,  for  it  was 
the  first  time  that  a  G.  A.  R.  and  W.  R.  C.  Convention  had  ever  been  held 
so  far  south. 

We  left  Chattanooga  with  a  feeling  of  regret.  We  wished  we  could 
have  stayed  longer  and  visited  more  of  the  historical  places,  but  duty 
called  us  homeward  and  we  boarded  a  train  feeling  we  had  been  well  re- 
paid for  our  trip. 

And  now,  Mrs.  President,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  appointing  me 
Alternate-at-large  and  thus  giving  me  the  privilege  of  attending  the  Na- 
tional Convention  and  having  such  an  enjoyable  trip.  I  thank  you  for  all 
the  courtesies  you  have  extended  to  me  and  shall  never  forget  our  pleas- 
ant associations  with  each  other.

Sadie  M.  Likens,  who  was  elected  at  the  29th  Annual  Convention  as 
our  representative  to  help  select  furniture  for  the  cottages  at  the 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Monte  Vista  tendered  her  report.

Officers  and  Members  of  The  Department  Convention  of  the  W.  R.  C. 

One  year  ago  I  was  elected  by  the  Convention  of  the  W.  R.  C. 
to  serve  with  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home 
at  Monte  Vista,  in  any  way  they  might  suggest. 

It  has  been  stated  that  the  Legislature  had  not  appropriated  money 
to  furnish  the  eight  cottages  that  had  been  built,  and  steps  had  been 
taken  to  secure  funds  for  the  purpose.  Our  own  Department  had  cheer- 
fully voted  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  our  Comrades  appropriated 
a  similar  amount,  one  cottage  had  been  furnished  by  Byron  L.  Carr 
Post,  one  by  Washington  Lost  and  Corps,  The  Daughters  of  Veterans, 
one  as  a  Memorial  to  Farragut  Post  and  Corps  by  Farragut  Corps,  and 
one  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  with  a  door  plate 
•on  each  cottage  telling  by  whom   furnished. 

All  money  received  for  this  purpose  was  promptly  turned  over  to 
the  Board  of  Managers,  and  there  is  now  a 'small  sum  on  hand  which 
will  be  used  toward  the  furnishing  of  those  now  under  construction. 

One  member  from  each  of  the  Woman's  organizations  had  been 
elected  or  appointed  to  serve  with  the  Home  Board  as  requested,  and 
we  were  notified  that  a  meeting  of  the  Board  would  be  held  June  25th 
and  requested  to  be  present. 

Directly  after  calling  to  order  the  Chairman  (Comrade  Hurd)  re- 
quested us  to  organize  at  once  and  be  ready  for  duty,  which  was  done, 
with  officers  as  follows: 

Sadie  M.  W.  Likens,  President;  Cora  E.  Smith,  Secretary,  for  Ladies 
of  G.  A.  R.;  Caroline  Tanner,  Treasurer,  for  Daughters  of  Veterans, 
who  served  a  few  nnonths  until  her  marriage,  then  her  place  was  filled 
by  Adabelle  Llegarty,  for  the  Daughters.  Comrade  Hurd  said  we  should 
be  known  as  the  "Conference  Committee  with  the  Board  of  Soldiers' 
Home." 

This  was  an  all  day  session.  Many  matters  were  discussed  and 
readjusted. 

I  called  a  meeting  September  13th  to  discuss  and  arrange  matters 
so  that  we  might  meet  our  duties  promptly,  which  consisted  of  selecting 
furniture  for  cottages,  investigating  those  wishing  admittance  to  cot- 
tages, answering  letters  of  inquiry,  ways  and  means  of  entertainment 
for  the  Comrades  in  the  Home;  help  and  food  problems.  Many  questions 
have  come  up  and  been  disposed  of. 
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Committee  received  one  letter  stating  that  Comrades  were  not 
allowed  time  enough  to  eat,  but  we  found  there  was  no  limit  to  the 
time  required  for  meals. 

Two    meetings    were    called    at    the    Home    but    we    were    not    able    to 
attend. 

The  members  of  the  Board  have  been  most  courteous  at  all  times, 
requesting  our  presence  at  every  meeting,  inviting;  us  to  the  Home  on 
all  Holidays,  and  extending  other  courtesies. 

It  was  our  desire  as  a  Committee  to  visit  the  Borne  once  at  least 
during  the  year,  but  owing  to  illness  in  the  iamily  of  our  Secretary,  and 
the  going  away  of  our  Treasurer,  your  representative  was  the  only 
one  who  went.  Through  the  kindness  of  the  Hoard  half  rates  were 
procured. 

On  May  5 tli  I  wtnt  to  the  Home.  Had  the  pleasure  and  benefit 
of  making  inspection  with  Colonel  Wads  worth.  National  Inspector, 
who  has  had  wide  experience,  and  from  whom  I  gathered  many  useful 
suggestions. 

We  found  the  Home  in  a  good  condition  as  far  as  management  was 
concerned  — only  twenty-six  in  the  Hospital.  Together  we  visited  the 
Cottages,  talked  with  the  women,  found  all  contented  and  happy  save 
one,  her  only  complaint  seemed  based  on  being  homesick   for  Denver. 

The  National  Inspector  said:  "No  fault  to  find;  with  the  manage- 
ment; it  only  lacks  money.  Buildings  need  paint.  Some  new  floors 
are  needed,   and  some   other   improvements   should    be    made. 

We  were  there  at  the  time  of  the  Commandant's  wedding,  and  rejoice 
that  the  bride  is  a  lady  of  refinement  and  culture,  and  willing  to  do 
all  possible  for  the  comfort  and  pleasure  of  the  Comrade's,  having  had 
charge  of  the  music  in  the  Sunday  services  and  at  other  times  when 
needed.  She  has  taken  great  interest  in  the  Home  since  coining  to 
Monte  Vista  four  years  ago.  The  Chapel  and  Commandant's  cottage 
were  beautifully  decorated  with  white  geraniums  and  green  from  the 
Home  greenhouse. 

All  the  Comrades  attended  the  ceremony  at  the  Chapel. 

You  will  remember  that  foundations  were  laid  for  fourteen  cot- 
tages, eight  finished  last  year.  The  other  six  are  rapidly  nearing  com- 
pletion. It  may  be  our  women  will  be  called  upon  to  assist  in  the  furn- 
ishing of  them,  as  no  appropriation  for  that  purpose  has  been  made. 

We  have  always  wished  to  help  and  not  hinder  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Soldiers'  Home.  To  work  with  them  has  been  a  pleasure 
and  we  thank  you  for  the  honor  and  opportunity  conferred.  ,

As  it  was  difficult  to  get  reports  from  all  the  Corps  last  year,  I  ask 
that  you  will  begin  at  once  to  keep  an  accurate  account  of  the  patriotic 
work  done  by  the  instructor  now  in  office,  and  hand  the  same  to  the  in- 
coming Instructor.  Read  pages  72,  73,  105,  106  and  12  1  of  the  Red  Book. 
Keep  a  strict  account,  of  all  money  paid  for  patriotic  work,  as  building 
monuments  for  soldiers,  repairing  cemeteries  where  soldiers  are  buried, 
etc. 

In  visiting  schools,  give,  in  a  letter,  the  number  of  class  rooms 
visited,  as  form  V  only  calls  for  number  of  schools. 

Patriotic    Instructors   should    present   a   written    report    to   the    Corps 
semi-annually.     The  Patriotic  Instructor  shall  see  that  the  Woman's  Re- 
lief Corps  appropriately  observe  the  following  special  days: 
Citizens  Sunday      First  Sunday  in  October. 
Lincoln's  Birthday — February    12. 
Peace  and  Arbitration  Day — May  29. 
Flag  Day— June  14. 
Independence  Day — July  4. 
Washington's    Birthday — February    22.  - 
Grand  Army  Day — August   15. 

I  would  suggest  that  on  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  Day  there  be  a 
union  service  of  Posts  and  Corps,  and  a  campfire  program  be  provided, 
consisting  of  army  stories  of  the  heroic  men  and  women,  with  appro- 
priate patriotic  songs.

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STANDING  DECISIONS  OF 
DEPARTMENT  CONVENTIONS 


1.  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  the  same,  15  cents  per  mem- 
ber, per  quarter. 

2.  That  rituals  and  badges  (new  ribbons  being  supplied  the 
latter)    belonging  to   disbanded   Corps,    be  sold   at    regular   prices. 

3.  That  the  President-elect  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  decis- 
ions of  the  Convention   within   fifteen  days  after  the  adjournment. 

4.  That  the  rate  of  representation  to  Department.  Convention  remain 
the  same — one  delegate  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one  for  the 
major  fraction  thereof. 

5.  That  a  Corps  delinquent  for  three  quarters  be  regularly 
disbanded. 

6.  That  all  orders  for  supplies  be  properly  made  on  requisition 
blanks,  with  the  accompanying  money  sent  made  payable  by  either 
postoflice  or  express  order,  and  sent  direct  to  the,  Department  Treasurer. 

7.  That  the  Roll  of  Honor  be  re-established  to  the  fifth  of  the 
month,  after  each  quarter. 

8.  That  the  Corps  Secretary  file  and  preserve  quarterly  reports 
for  at  least  one  year.  At  the  expiration  of  the  year,  all  reports  can 
be  destroyed. 

9.  That  the  Department  Secretary,  in  distributing  quarterly  blanks 
to  Corps  Secretaries,  shall  indicate  in  red  ink,  on  line  15,  Form  A, 
"number  remaining  suspended  last  report,"  which  shall  not  be  changed, 
the  same  to  be  a  copy  of  column  16,  on  consolidated  report  of  previous 
quarter. 

10.  That  the  amount  of  funds  in  the  Department  Treasury  at  the 
close  of  each  administration  be  published  in  the  first  General  Orders 
issued  by  the  new  President. 

11.  That  Corps  hereafter  organized  be  given  the  vacant  number 
on  the  roster,  commencing  with  the  first  vacant  number,  and  that  the 
date  of  organization  be  added,  to  the  roster. 

12.  That  a  general  order  containing  the  address  of  the  Department 
Chaplain  be  sent  to  all  Corps  Chaplains. 

13.  That  Corps  sending  for  supplies  shall  not  include  postage  in 
the  footings,  as  the  requisitions  and  books  must  agree,  and  postage  not 
being  supplies,  cannot  be  entered  on  the  books  of  the  Department 
Treasurer. 

14.  That  it  is  not  permissible  for  Corps  to  have  any  entertainments 
on  Memorial  Day  for  money-making  purposes  which  will  desecrate  the 
sacredness  of  the  day. 

15.  That  Corps  Treasurers  in  cities  give  their  street  and  number 
on  quarterly  reports. 
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16.  That  Corps  Treasurer's  name  and  full  address  he  printed  in  the 
Department  Roster. 

17.  That  the  number  of  (Several  Orders  be  optional  with  the 
President,  and  if  questions  or  importance  arise,  information  be  given 
Corps  through  circular  letters. 

18.  That  four  copies  of  Department  General  Orders  be  sent  to  each 
Corps,  one  for  the  President,  one  for  the  Treasurer,  <>ae  for  the  Secretary, 
and  one  for  the  Department  Aide. 

19.  That  the  p§|ja^ttaeiU  receive  bids  for  printing  and  give  the 
contract  to  the  lowest  reliable  bidder. 

20.  That  the  retiring  Department  President,  send  the  Journals 
direct  to  those  entitled    lo  them. 

21.  That  the  names  of  all  Past  Department  Secretaries  and  Treas- 
urers, with  the  year  the;,  served,  be  printed  in  tin  J  up,uniK.nt  Journal 
in   future,   following   the  same   method   as   the   .National. 

22.  That  two  copies  of  thtj  Department  Journal  he  sent,  to  each 
Corps  President,  one  for   President,  one  tor  filing  in   Porps  room. 

2$;  That  all  Department  Journals  that  can  be.  procured,  previous 
to  the  years  of  1902  ami  |#fl«,  be  hound  in  volume  ..■outlining  five  years, 
more  or  less>  and  be  placed  in  public  library  at  Denver,  and  that  here- 
after three  copies  of  Department  Journal  he  hound  in  volumes  of  five 
years  for  preservation  at  Department  headquarter^  and  ai  the  Denver 
and   Cheyenne  public  libraries. 

24.  That  the  name;,  oi  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of 
each  administration,  with  the  names  of  the  corresponding  officers  of  the 
Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  from  the  organization  of  the  W.  R.  C.  in 
this  Department,   he  printed  in  the  Journal.

The  Thirty-First  convention  of  tlie  Department  of  Colorado 
and  Wyoming,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  Auxiliaiy  to  the  craud  Army 
of  the  Republic,  met  in  La  Junta,  Colorado,  June  IKlt,  10th  and 
11th,  1915.

"It  is  pleasant  for  friends  to  again  gather  together  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  and  carrying  on  the  work  of  giving  comfort 
to  our  comrades  and  their  dependent  ones.  We  realize  that  the 
ranks  of  the  Grand  Army  are  rapidly  decreasing,  and  that  we  must 
not  be  idle  for  there  still  remains  much  work  to  be  done.  Again 
we  thank  you  for  your  cordial  welcome."

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ADDRKSS  OF   DEPARTMENT   PRESIDENT 

Officers  and  Members   of   the  Thirty-First   Department  Convention: 

We  assemble  today  in  the  Annual  Convention  which  marks 
the  closing  of  another  year  that  will  soon  pass  into  the  history  of 
the  Department  of  the   Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

Thirty-one  years  ago  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  the  present 
month,  the  representatives  from  the  five  small  Corps  in  this  Slate, 
met  in  the  City  of  Denver  and  perfected  a  Department  organiza- 
tion of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  Those  who  were  chosen  to  fill 
officials  positions  entered  with  zeal  upon  the  work.  The  task  be- 
fore them  was  to  make  lhe  auxiliary  acceptable  to  the  few  Posts 
in  the  cities  and  those  scattered  far  and  wide  among  the  'mining 
camps,  or  on  long  stretches  of  prairie,  which  in  man)  instances 
could  only  be  reached  by  long  and  wearisome  travel  of  si  age.  The 
work  of  aiding  the  veterans  who  were  ^oineaeeker;  in  this  great 
west,  was  a  source  of  great  anxiety  as  the  resources  at  command 
were  meagre  and  the  laborers  few. 

While  the  early  nhTory  of  the  Order  and  its  achievements  are 
recorded,  we  who  in  later  years  have  followed  these  pioneer  women 
i«  officials  positions,  little  realize  what  burdens  were  borne,  what 
discouragements  were  encountered  anil  what  ol'M.o!>:-  were  over- 
come in  establishing  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  this  section  of 
the  Great  West.  With  an  abiding  faith  of  future  success,  they 
pushed  steadily  forwant  in  the  line  of  duty,  and  as  1  review  the 
record  of  the  past  tnirty  years,  a  feeling  of  gratitude  tills  my  heart 
for  these  brave  women  who  laid  the  foundation  of  the  work  in  this 
Department  and  who  "huihled  better  than  they   knew.' 

In  entering  upon  ihe  duties  of  my  official  position,  it  was  with 
a  determination  to  give  to  the  work  my  best  efforts,  and  while  all 
has  not  been  accomplished  as  1  desired,  1  have  given  to  the  work 
the  best  there  was  in  me.  Into  the  days  and  weeks  have  come  a 
full  measure  of  work  and  the  time  has  passed  so  swiftly  I  can 
hardly  realize  that  it  is  one  year  today  since  we  gathered  in  that 
beautiful  prairie  town  of  Fort  Morgan,  of  Eastern  Colorado. 

Department  Officers 

The  Department  officers  have  been  most  efficient  and  have 
been  willing  and  ready  to  serve  me  and  the  Order  at  all  times.  The 
work  of  each  member  of  my  staff  has  been  most  commendable  and 
I  wish  it  was  possible  to  mention  each  individually  and  tell  of  the 
assistance  and  encouragement  given  me  during  Lhe  year,  but  a  brief 
survey  of  a  few  of  the  officers  work  is  all  that  time  and  space  will 
permit  and  I  refer  you  to  the  reports  of  each  officer  and  urge  your 
careful  consideration  of  the  same. 

The  Senior  Vice  President,  living  in  Denver,  I  have  found  it  most 
convenient  to  detail  her  to  perform  work  when  it  was  impossible  for 
me  to  leave  Headquarters  and  she  has  promptly  responded  to  all 
calls  of  duty. 

The  Secretary,  my  own  daughter,  and  a  member  of  my  household, 
has  been  exceedingly  helpful  at  all  times  and  relieved  me  of  much 
care  in  my  official  work. 

The  location  of  the  Department  Treasurer  so  near  Headquarters, 
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has  been  most  fortunate  for  the  interests  of  the  Department  along 
economic  lines,  as  communication  by  telephone  has  been  of  great 
benefit  to  both  offices  and  the  business  transacted  has  been  carried 
on  with  little  expense  to  the  Department.  The  important  office  ot 
Treasurer  has  been  filled  in  a  most  acceptable  manner  and  the  work 
of  the  Department  Treasurer  is  to  be  highly  commeLled. 

Finances 

The  stringent  financial  condition  under  which  my  predecessor 
labored  was  not  unknown  to  me  when  I  assumed  the  office  of  Presi- 
dent. This  demanded  my  first  attention  and  after  consulting  with 
the  Department  Counselor  and  with  her  hearty  approval  a  letter 
was  written  each  member  of  the  Council  asking  permission  to  ap- 
peal to  the  Corps  Aides  for  help  in  raising,  money  for  the  General 
Fund.  This  met  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  the  Council  and 
the  Department  Inspector  and  her  Assistant  were  instructed  td 
present  this  matter  to  the  Corps,  which  was  done  at  the  time  of  the 
annual  inspection.  14  Aides  out  of  the  42  appointed  respond- 
ed to  the  appeal  and  $60.85  was  raised.  The  question  was  fre- 
quently asked  the  Inspectors  and  many  letters  came  to  Headquar- 
ters asking  the  cause  of  this  deficit  in  the  Treasury  and  why  the 
money  on  deposit  in  the  International  Trust  Company's  bank  was 
not  used?  That  there  may  be  no  reflection  on  previous  administra- 
tions, I  wish  to  give  here  the  cause  of  indebtedness,  as  stated  to 
the  Department  Council: 

First — Increased  cost  of  supplies  from   National  Treasurer. 

Second — Payment  of  freight  and  express  from  National  Treas- 
urer to  Department  Treasurer,  heretofore  paid  by  National. 

Third — Unsettled  condition  of  parcel  post  and  express  rates. 

Fourth — Increased  cost  of  paper  and  type  which  increased  the 
cost  of  printing  General  Orders,  Journals  and  Stationery. 

Fifth — Elimination  of  passes  or  transportation  to  Department 
President  or  Department  Inspector. 

And  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  Department  covers  an 
Immense,  territory,  comprising  two  large  states,  where  Corps  are 
widely  separated  and  Railroad  rates  are  exhorbitant  in  the  moun- 
tain towns. 

Sixth — Increase  of  per  capita  tax  to  National  Organization  of 
one  half  cent  per  member  which  amounts  to  ten  or  twelve  dollars 
increase  in  expenses  per  quarter  to  Department.  While  this  half 
cent  per  member  is  a  small  increase,  yet  it  draws  heavily  upon  the 
limited  resources  of  a  Department  having  many  small   Corps. 

Seventh — By  decision  of  the  last  National  Convention  Requisi- 
tion books,  which  have  been  free  to  Departments  and  Corps,  were 
transferred  to  price  list  and  the  Department  paid  for  these  books, 
sending  them  free  to  Corps,  which  added  another  item  to  the  Depart- 
ment expenses. 

The  $500.00  placed  on  deposit  in  the  International  Trust  Com- 
pany's bank  at  the  close  of  the  25th  Department  Convention,  was 
placed  there  by  vote  of  the  Convention  and  it  is  only  through  this 
body  that  money  can  be  taken  therefrom.  The  2  9th  Department 
Convention  voted  $250.00  from  this  fund  on  deposit  to  assist  in 
furnishing  the  cottages  at  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Monte 
Vista.  It  was  further  hoped  that  an  appeal  direct  to  the  Corps 
would  relieve  the  financial  distress  of  this  Administration  and  act- 
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Vug  on  advice  of  Department  Council  a  letter  was  written  to  the 
Corps  in  February  tor  a  donation  of  five  cents  per  member  and  $.'>!» 
was  thus  raised. 

We  are  nearing  the  close  of  the  Quarter  when  the  funds  ot 
our  treasury  are  usually  low,  and  as  there  was  not  sufficient  funds 
on  hand  to  pay  current  and  convention  expenses,  1  instructed  the 
Department  Treasurer  to  borrow  enough  money  to  pay  all  indebt- 
edness, which  she  did,  giving  her  personal  note  to  the  Boulder  bank 
for  the  same,  I  therefore  offer: 

Recommendation  No.  t.  That  enough  money  be  taken  from  the 
International  Trust  Company's  bank  at  Denver  to  pay  the  note  at 
the  Boulder  bank,  that  the  new  administration  may  start  the  year 
entirely  out  of  debt  and  I  further  offer: 

Recommendation  No.  2,  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  the  same, 
15c  per  member  per  quarter  and  that  the  representation  to  the  De- 
partment Convention  remain  one  delegate  for  every  fcwejatj  members 
and  one  for  every  major  fraction  thereof. 

Inspection 

The  strictest  economy  was  observed  in  planning  the  Inspection) 
The  Department  Counselor,  Ann  M.  St.  Clair,  offered  valuable  sug- 
gestions, resulting  from  her  own  experience  in  visiting  the  Corps  in 
the  Southern  part  of  the  state,  and  acting  on  her  suggestion,  "a  cir- 
cuit ticket"  was  obtained  by  the  inspector  which  greatly  lessened  the 
expense  of  inspection.  As  the  expense  of  Inspecting  the  Corps  in 
Wyoming  was  great,  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  leave  this  work 
for  the  Department  President  in  making  official  visits  and  as 
Pagosa  Springs  Corps  could  not  meet  at  the  time  the  Inspector  dc 
Siicd  the  four  Corps  in  Wyoming-  and  the  one  in  Colorado  were  In- 
spected by  plank.  The  remainder  of  the  Corps  in  the  Department 
were  thoroughly  inspected  by  Department  Inspector  Mattie  B 
Stewart  and  her  assistant,  Past  Department  President  Jennie  McG'ill. 
These  officers  proved  very  competent  and  their  report  contains 
much  of  interest  to  the  Order  and  should  be  carefully  studied 

Official  Visits 

I  regret  I  was  unable  to  visit  all  the  Corps  in  the  Department* 
but  the  long  distances  to  be  traveled  and  the  financial  condition  of 
the  Department  made  it  impossible  to  reach  many  of  the  distant 
Corps.  Inspection  taking  place  at  the  close  of  the  yea r,  the  instruc- 
tions and  suggestions  made  by  Department  Insi .  ector  are  often  for- 
gotten, or  not  made  known  to  the  new  officers.  I  began  my  offi- 
cial visits  early  in  the  year  and  found  I  could  assist  the  new  offi- 
cers in  the  work  and  in  mahy  places  Where  I  could  not  have  a  meet- 
ing with  the  Corps,  1  met  with  the  officers  and  instructed  them  ia 
the  Ritual  and  found  it  very  satisfactory,  as  they  were  anxious  to 
learn  and  asked  many  questions  they  had  failed  to  ask  the  Inspec- 
tor. In  company  with  the  Department  Commander,  I  visited  J.  P. 
Reynolds  Corps  in  Cheyenne  and  installed  the  new  officers  and  in- 
tended to  visit  Laramie  and  Rock  Springs,  but  the  sudden  death  of 
the  Post  Commander  of  Laramie,  pi  evented  a  joint  meeting  of  Post 
and  Corps  and  I  was  requested  to  cancel  the  date  of  meting,  which 
I  did  and  owing  to  a  severe  snow  storm,  and  the  long  distance  to 
be  traveled  I  did  not  go  to  Rock  Springs. 
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The  Soldiers   Homes 

Upon  the  urgent  request  oC  Colonel  Hogle  and  the  Members  of 
the  Board  of  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home,  1  visited  iMonte  Vistar 
spending  two  days  at  the  Home,  going  into  every  detail  of  the  work. 
I  feel  much  praise  is  due  Colonel  Hogle  and  the  Board,  for  the  care 
given  the  comrades.  I  had  the  pleasure  of  attending  a  compfire 
in  the  remodled  assembly  hall,  which  was  partially  destroyed  by 
fire,  and  addressing  the  comrades  on  the  anniversary  of  Lee's 
Surrender  at  Appomattox.  Throughout  the  year  the  board 
of  Commissioners  have  faithfully  recognized  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  and  both  Mrs.  Lehow  and  myself  have  been  notifed  of  and 
invited  to  every  meeting  of  the  Commission  and  our  advice  and  help 
solicited.  As  the  Department  Inspector  is  only  a  few  miles  from 
the  Home  and  as  it  seems  necessary  for  the  Department  President, 
or  the  Committee  on  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  Board,  to  visit 
the  Home,  i  offer: 

Recommendation  No.  37  that  decision  No.  5  2  be  rescinded  and 
as  a  substitute  I  recommend: 

The  visits  to  the  Home  at  Monte  Vista  by  the  Department 
President  or  member  of  the  Board  be  paid  when  on  official  business 
and  the  Department  Inspector's  Railroad  fare  Le  paid  from  the  near- 
est point  of  Inspection  to  the  Home  (which  amouuts  to  $1.50  from 
Alamosa. 

For  several  years  Corps  have  contributed  to  a  fund  for  the  pur- 
chase of  flowers  for  the  cemetery  at  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home. 
As  the  Home  has  a  good  green  house  on  the  grounds  and  as  wild 
flowers  can  be  obtaind  in  abundance  near  the  Home,  Commandant 
Hogle  has  asked  the  Department  to  discontinue  the  sending  of  flow- 
ers and  if  possible  to  purchase  flags  for  the  3  30  graves  of  comrades 
in  the  cemetery,  I  therefore  offer 

Recommendation  No.  4,  that  decision  40,  be  changed  to  con- 
form to  this  request. 

No  visits  were  made  to  the  Home  at  Buffalo,  Wyoming,  but 
from  reports,  f  learn  the  Home  is  in  good  condition.  The  state  of 
Wyoming  makes  generous  appropriations  for  this  Home  and  the 
Veterans  and  their  wives  are  well  provided  with  the  necessities  of 
life.  The  Corps  of  Wyoming  are  most  liberal  in  donations  a* 
Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  times. 

Visits  of  the  Commander  in  Chief 

An  invitation  was  extended  by  the  Department  Commander  O. 
S.  Reed,  to  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  to  assist  him  in  the  reception 
and  entertainment  of  General  and  Mrs.  Palmer  when  the  Command- 
er-in-Chief made  his  official  visit  to  Denver  in  February.  All  ar- 
rangements for  the  reception,  I  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Department 
Senior  Vice  President  Julia  E.  Killam,  and  the  same  were  success- 
fully carried  out.  A  most  pleasing,  informal  reception  was  held  in 
the  Brown  Palace  Hotel  on  the  evening  of  February  Sth,  followed 
by  a  campfire  at  the  United  Presbyterian  church.  A  Colorado  Flag- 
wag  presented  the  Commander-in-Chief  and  a  boquet  of  sweet  peas 
to  Mrs.  Palmer  on  behalf  of  the  Department,  by  the  President. 
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Committee  on  Soldiers'  ami  Sailor:-*  Home  Hoard 
No  action  was  taken  .at  the  lip th  Department  Convention  in  re- 
gard to  the  appointment  of  a  member  to  act  on  the  Committee  of 
the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  Board  and  tor  some  time  1  hesitat- 
ed to  act  in  the  matter.  Alter  a.  correspondent  with  Colonel  A.  W. 
Hogle,  Commandant  ol'  the  | Lome,  and  at  his  suggestion  tiiat  a  mem- 
ber should  be  appointed  to  represent  the  Order  to  advise  with  t D vj 
Board,  I  appointed  Eloise  S.  Lebow,  Past  Department  President,  and 
the  work  she  has  accomplished  has  been  helpful  ami  sat  isl-jUory. 

Legislative  Committee 
Your  attention  is  eaReu  to  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee,  which  was  appoii. led  to  present  a  bill  to  the  legislature  for 
the  appointment  of  a  woman  on  the  Soldier  and  Sailors'  Home 
Board,  also  to  aid  the  Grand  Army  in  securing  the  passage  of  a  bill 
providing  that  the  ni.U.'.,  of  a  veteran  might  remain  at  the  Home 
after  his  death.  The  strenuous  work  of  this  committee  required 
much  time,  tact  and  patience.  At  the  Department  Convention  held 
in  Ft.  Morgan,  resolutions  in  regard  to  the  preservation  ui  the  flags, 
banners  and  records  of  disbanded  Posts  were  presented  by  the  De* 
paitmcnt  Encampment  of  the  Grand  Army  and  endorsed  by  the 
Thirteenth  convention  and  ihe  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Relief 
Corps  was  empowered  to  act  in  the  matter. 

This  part  of  the   work   not    L-ing  completed,    1    offer 

Recommendation  No  5,  that  the  present  Legb  l:di,i-  Committee 
he  made  a  standing  Committee. 

Iieliel    Work 

Five  per  cent  of  the  per  capita  tax,  each  quarter,  is  transferred 
jto  the  Department  Relief  Fund.  $•"»(). 00  has  been  spent  by  the 
Chairman  of  this  Relief  and  there  remains  a  balance  ol  $32.00  in 
the  fund.  It  has  been  eustomary  to  appoint  the  Chairman  of  the 
Department  Relief  Committee,  from  Denver,  as  many  veterans  and 
their  dependent  ones  are  often  stranded  there,  helpless  and  homeless. 
The  efficient  chairman  has  been  most  faithful  in  the  discharge  of 
her  duties.  She  has  been  ever  watchful  of  the  needs  of  the  aged 
and  afflicted  comrades.  Her  report  will  prove  interesting  to  the 
convention. 

Patriotic   Work 

Annie  S.  Mills  has  served  this  Department  three  years  as  the 
Patriotic  Instructor,  and  during  that  time  the  work  has  been  raised 
to  a  high  standard,  and  the  Corps  have  responded  enthusiastically 
to  her  instructions  and  suggestions.  This  year  she  has  held  several 
Patriotic  Institutes  and  has  spoken  before  the  State  and  County 
Teachers  Associations  and  her  work  was  recognized  in  the  Report 
of  the  National  Patriotic  Instructor  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re 
public  at  the  Encampment  in  Detroit.  During  the  time  she  has 
served  the  Department,  we  have  been  warm  personal  friends  and 
her  loyalty  to  her  Country  and  Flag  has  been  extended  to  me. 

There  is  a  growing  interest  in  all  Patriotic  anniversaries  and 
public  exercises  are  held  on  these  days  under  the  auspices  of  Posts 
and  Corps.  The  50th  Anniversary  of  the  surrender  of  Lee  at  Ap- 
pomattox was  generally  observed  by  the  GVand  Army  of  the  Repub- 
Jic  and  its  auxiliaries;   in  many  cities  and  towns  of  the  Department,

gaged in  a  murderous  war. 

Press  Correspondent 

Many  Corps  Press  Correspondents  have  promptly  '  reported 
Corps  work  to  the  weekly  papers.  The  work  of  the  Order  through- 
out the  Department  has  been  presented  to  the  Public  in  a  concise 
and  intelligent  manner  by  the  Department  Press  Correspondent, 
through  the  kindness  of  the  Pueblo  Chieftain. 

I.  &  I.  Officer 

The  lack  of  funds  prevented  the  Department  I.  &.  I.  Officer 
vfsiting  localities  where  there  was  a  fair  prospect  of  Corps  being 
organized.  Through  correspondence  she  has  aroused  an  interest 
in  our  work  and  we  hope  two  Corps  at  least,  will  materialize  in  the 
near  future. 

Senior  Aide 

The  Senior  Aide  has  been  most  earnest  in  her  effort  to  pro- 
mote the  welfare  of  the  Order  through  the  Corps  Aides.  Her  per- 
sonal appeal  for  special  work  by  the  Aides  for  financial  assistance 
for  the  General  Fund  was  must  earnest  and  the  good  accomplished 
is  an  evidence  of  her  interest  and  loyalty  to  the  Order. 

Aides 

The  appointment  of  an  Aide  in  each  Corps  is  an  honor  and  a 
benefit  to  that  Corps.  The  acceptance  of  the  appointment  is  an  evi- 
dence of  willingness  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  position.  To  in- 
crease the  membership,  restore  delinquent  members  and  assist  the 
Department  President  is  the  duty  of  an  Aide. 

The  Aides  through  whose  personal  efforts  the  general  fund  of 
the  Department  was  materially  increased,  are  deserving  of  special 
mention  and  their  helpfulness,  is  hereby  acknowledged.

This  Department  is  the  home  of  three  army  nurses  to  whom 
pensions  are  paid  from  our  pension  fund.  Two  of  these  nurses  are 
visiting  out  of  the  Department.  Hattie  Harris  is  in  Colifornia  and 
writes  how  much  she  appreciates  tie  pension  we  gP  e  her.  Serepta 
Patterson  recently  lost  her  husband  and  is  now  with  a  sister  in 
Oregon,  where  she  is  receiving  tender  care,  as  she  is  entirely  help- 
less. Our  dear  Susaanah  Sprague  is  in  Denver  and  is  well  for  a 
woman  of  her  age.  It  was  a  pleasure  to  have  Mrs.  Sprague  with 
us  on  the  official  train  to  Detroit,  where  she  attended  the  National 
Nurses  Association,  these  nurses  being  the  guests  of  the  City  of 
the  Straits.

Kinley  No.  47  of  Palisade,  has  written  to  know  how  to  proceed  to 
disband.  Most  of  tfyese  women  are  war  wive.-,  of  the  veterans  and 
not  able  to  attend  Corps  meetings.  I  have  urged  them  to  hold  to- 
gether for  the  sake  of  the  few  comrades  in  Palisade,  as  there  is  no 
Post  at  this  place  and  to  assist  in  the  Memorial  Day  work  They 
write  they  will  not  be  lost  to  the  Order,  as  rn-ost  01  them  will  joint 
the  Corps  at  Grand  Junction.  They  have  tahen  no  action  on  dis- 
banding, and  are  still  in  good  standing.  Pagosa  Springs  Corps  No. 
10,  is  not  very  strong,  but  1  believe  will  hold  together.  William 
Nelson  Corps  at  Douglas,  Wyo.,  at  one  time  thought  of  surrender- 
ing the  Charter,  but  the  last  letter  received  says,  "We  intend  to 
hold  together,"  and  I  hope  it  will'7 be  possible  for  a  Department 
officer  to  visit  them  and  give  them  assistance. 


Our  Dead 

Forty-six  members  of  our  Order  have  died  during  the  year.  Of 
this  number,  Margaret  Berwick-Anderson,  was  a  Charter  member 
of  the  National  Organization  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and 
Past  Department  Senior  Vice  President,  Marion  B.  Sutton  and  Helen 
R.  Eldridge,  were  Past  Department  Secretaries,  Cynthia  D.  Caldwell, 
Emma  R.  Johnson  and  Mary  E.  West  were  Past  Department  Chap- 
lains. Tributes  to  the  loyalty  and  faithfulness  of  these  dead  have 
been  prepared. 
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National    Convention 

The  trip  to  the  National  Convention  held  at  Detroit,  Mich.,  was 
one  of  the  delightful  events  of  the  year.  An  invitation  was  extend- 
ed to  the  Pepartment  President  and  her  delegation  to  accompany  the 
Department  Commander  and  staff  on  the  official  train  and  the  jour- 
ney was  a  most  pleasant  one.  Department  Relief  Corps  Headquar- 
ters were  established  with  the  Grand  Army  at  the  Hotel  Griswold, 
where  many  acquaintances  were  made  and  many  pleasant  hours 
spent.  I  secured  a  room  at  a  private  residence  with  other  delegates, 
near  the  church  where  the  Convention  was  held  and  three  Past  De» 
partment  Presidents,  three  delegates  and  the  Department  President 
attended  every  session  of  the  National  Convention.  The  Depart- 
ment of  Colorado  and  "Wyoming  was  honored  by  the  appointment 
of  the  Department  President  as  National  Inspector,  which  was 
greatly  appreciated.

surrender  their  charters,  were  it  not  for  the  loyal  and  patriotic  de- 
votion of  the  Corps.

This  organization  should  be  given  the  strong  support  of  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps.  The  time  has  come  when  they  can  render 
needed  help  to  the  Grand  Army  in  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day 
and  Patriotic  Anniversaries.  Through  the  energetic  efforts  of  the 
Commander  of  the  Sons  of  Veterans  in  this  Department,  three  new 
camps  have  been  organized  this  year — one  in  my  home  town,  with  a 
large  Charter  membership,  which  bids  fair  to  become  a  powerful

Mor- 
gan, Susie  Carr  McGwire,  Department  Treasurer,  submitted  the 
following  recommendation,   which  was  adopted  by  the  Convention: 

That  Corps  Treasurers,  notify  the  Department  Treasurer,  im- 
mediately, upon  the  receipt  of  supplies,  or  if  the  same  have  not 
been  received  at  the  end  of  ten  days,  after  ordering,  the  Corps 
Treasurer  should  notify  the  Department  Treasurer. 

As  Department  Treasurer,  1  am  pleased  to  report  many  of 
the  Corps  Treasurers  'have  done  this,  and  I  hope  all  Corps  Treas- 
urers will  observe  this  fine  recommendation,  as  it  gives  the  Depart- 
ment Treasurer  a  better  opportunity  for  locating  delayed  or  lost 
packages. 

To  our  efficient  Department  President,  I  wish  to  express  my 
sincere  admiration,  for  her  loyalty  to  her  staff  and  her  zealous 
efforts  for  the  success  of  the  Department.  Our  associations  have 
been  most  agreeable,  and  I  extend  sincere  thanks  for  all  courtesies 
and  kindness. 
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To  Lois  McGwire  Graves,  Department  Secretary,  who  has  so 
faithfully  and  ably  discharged  all  the  duties  of  tier  office,  and  with 
whom  1  have  been  so  pleasantly  associated,  1  wish  to  express  my 
sincere  thanks. 

To  the  Auditing  Committee  and  all  other  associates  in  office, 
I  extend  thanks  for  all  courtesies  shown  me. 

To  the  Department  that  reposed  so  much  confidence  in  me, 
as  to  elect  me  Department  Treasurer,  1  publicly  acknowledge  my 
appreciation  of  the  honor.

Dear  Madam:  In  compliance  with  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
of  our  Order,  1  have  the  pleasure  to  submit  the  following  report  of 
the  Inspector  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and    Wyoming: 

I  visited  twenty-seven  Corps;  Assistant  Inspector,  Jennie  Mc- 
Gill,  ten;  and  five  Corps  were  inspected  by  blank's..  1  wish  to  thank 
Jennie  McGill  for  her  work  and  we  all  know  that  those  Corps  were 
properly  inspected.  I  also  wish  to  thank  the  members  that  sent  in 
their  reports;  they  were  all  very  neat  and  carefully  filled  out. 

The  work  has  been  a  great  pleasure  as  well  as  an  education 
and  the  more  places  we  visit  the  more  we  appreciate  the  greatness 
of  the  work  we  have  undertaken.

Colorado  and  Wyoming-  W.  R.  O. 
Dear     Madam.        I      hereby     submit     to     the     Thirty-First     Annual 
Convention,    Department    of   Colorado   and    Wyoming,    the    following 
report  for  the  year's  work: 

I  attended  the  Teachers'  Institute  at  Golden,  and  gave  a  short 
talk  to  the  teachers,  urging  them  to  have  a  flag  in  every  clasS- 
room,  and  offered  u>  hel.i  provide  the  flags  which  .couldn't  other- 
wise be  obtained.  file  first  call  was  from  near  Golden,  and  Corps 
No.  5,  provided  that  flag.  Tin-  Ui.mroft  and  Midway  schools  ashed 
for  two  large  and  two  small  flags.  The  Department  could  uoi  supply 
them  and  J  was  aided  by  the  "Patriotic  Order  of  America."  Mrs. 
Eva  Reynolds  and  Mrs.  Emma  P.orger  made  the  presentation  for 
Camp  2.  I  prepared  the  program  for  Citizens'  Sunday,  a  .ml  pre- 
sented a  silk  flag  to  the  Baptist  Sunday  School  ai  Arvada  for  the 
Department.  Rev.  Marquis,  of  Fmampment,  Wyo.,  asked  for  four 
class-room  flags  and  one  for  a  church.  I  wrote  to  the  Patriotic 
Instructor  of  Custer  Corps  of  Laramie  and  that  Corps  presented  the 
five  flags.  Rev.  Marquis  made  the  presentation  of  the  flags,  with 
appropriate  patriotic  exercises  by  tire  pupils.  Several'  Patriotic  In- 
structors of  Corps  \yr,,!;.  \\n-  suggestions  and  programs  no  anniver- 
saries, I  always  sent  something,  but  regret  that  the  .Department 
is  not  better  supplied  with  Patriotic  material.  Our  Patriotic  selec- 
tions are  inadequate  for  Peace  Day,  Citizens'  Sunday,  o rut  Grand 
Army  Day.  In  the  interest  of  Peace,  1  have  read  "In  the  Van- 
guaid,'"  by  Katrina  Trask,  several  times  before  large  gatherings. 
Through  the  year  1  have  talked  and  practiced  that  Peace,  rounded 
upon  Eraternity,  Chanty  and  Loyalty.  A  circular  liter  was  sent 
out  March  3  5,  asking  that  Patriotic  Instructors  speak  upon  the 
desecration  of  the  Flag.  A  paper  was  sent  each  Corps  containing  a 
Cppy  of  the  Colorado  Flag  Laws,  ami  each  Instructor  requested  to 
have  the  laws  printed  in  one  newspaper.  The  following  papers 
have  printed  them  up-to-date:  The  Denver  Post,  Longmont  Led- 
ger, Arvada  Sun,  The  Alamosa  Empire,  The  Golden  Globe,  The 
Evans  Courier  and  the   Fort   Collins   Courier. 

A  second  circular  leter  was  bent  to  Corps  on  April  2$;  19  15, 
containing    program    few   Flag    Day. 

As  a  representative  to  this  patriotic  office,  1  was  appointed  by 
the  Washington-Lincoln  Memorial  Association  of  Denver,  on  a  com- 
mittee to  invite  the  newly  naturalized  citizens  of  the  last  year  to  sit 
on  the  platform  at  their  Washington-Lincoln  entertainment.  Five 
hundred  accepted  the  invitation. 

Also,  on  a  committee  for  the  same  Association  to  prepare  for 
the  reception  of  the  Liberty  Bell,  that  all  Colorado  children  may 
see  it,  if  it  stops  over  in  Denver. 

Through  the  year  J  have  had  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the 
Corps  Patriotic  instructors,  and  in  trying  to  give  my  best  I  have 
found — 
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There  are  loyal  hearts,  there  are  spirits  brave, 
There  are  souls  that  are  pure  and  true; 
Then  give  the  world  the  best  you  have, 
And  the  best  will  come  back  to  you. 

Give  love,  and  love  to  your  heart  will  flow, 
A  strength  in  your  utmost  need; 
Have  faith  and   a  score  of  hearts  show 
Their  faith   in  your  word  and  deed. 

For  life  is  a  mirror  of  king  and  slave, 
'Tis  just  what  you  are  and  do; 
Then  give  the  world  the  best  you  have, 
And  the  best  will  come  back  to  you. 

I  thank  you,  Mrs.  President,  for  my  appointment  and  your 
loyal  support  in  my  work.  The  Patriotic  Instructor  of  Crocker 
Corps  No.  40,  being  the  first  to  send  her  name  and  address,  as  re- 
quired by  the  Ritual,  1  recommend  that  Frances  Hill  be  given  the 
prize  flag. 

Much  of  the  Patriotic  work  done  by  the  Corps  is  not  included 
in  Form  V,  and  1  acid  portions  of  their  letters  to  me,  and  clippings 
from  the  press: 

Corps  No.  4 — Jennie  Silver,  Patriotic  Instructor,  writes  that 
one  feature  of  which  she  is  very  proud  is  that  the  school  children 
are  getting  anxious  and  willing  to  assist  in  her  programs.  The 
Corps,  with  Post,  was  invited  to  Patriotic  services  in  three  differ- 
ent churches,  where  they  assisted  the  Post  in  a  line  Patriotic  pro- 
gram. Grant  and  Peace  and  Arbitration  Day  were  celebrated  with 
fitting  programs.  At  one  of  Billy  Sunday's  services,  the  Corps 
presented  the  Rev.  Sunday  with  a  7  by  9  wool  bunting  flag, 
which  he  used  with  great  effect  in  one  of  his  sermons. 

No.  32 — Christiana  Hollister  read  the  State  Flag  Laws  to  the 
Corps,  and  had  them  printed  in  the  Longmont  Ledger.  Celebrated 
Peace  and  Arbitration  Day  by  reading  a  selection  on  Peace,  and 
having  an  address  by  Mary  L.  Carr,  Past  National  President. 

No.  26 — Ann  M.  St.  Clair,  Patriotic  Instructor.  On  April  9th 
the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  surrender  of  General  Robert  E. 
Lee,  this  Corps  met  with  the  Post,  and  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of 
Veterans.  The  Patriotic  Instructor  gave  an  address,  and  paid  a 
tribute  to  the  Veterans  who  were  the  first  teachers  of  patriotism  in 
1861,  and  whose  deeds  were  not  in  vain.  She  had  the  State  Flag 
Laws  printed,  and  held  a  Patriotic  Institute  on  March  2nd,  and  had 
charge  of  the  program. 

No.  27 — This  Corps  placed  a  Soldiers'  Monument  on  the  Court 
House  grounds,  for  which  they  paid  $1,650.22.  Joint  anniversary 
exercises  were  held  by  Post  and  Corps,  celebrating  the  Thirty-fourth 
anniversary  of  the  Post,  and  the  annual  celebration  of  the  G.  A.  R. 
Day.  A  chicken  dinner  was  served  to  125  guests.  Arbitration  Day 
was  celebrated  under  the  direction  of  the  Patriotic  Instructor,  Eliza 
A.  Gardner.  A  splendid  address  was  given  upon  the  Desecration 
of  the  Flag.     The  Flag  Laws  were  printed  in  the  Boulder  Herald. 

No.  18 — This  Corps  put  a  drinking  fountain  in  the  Park,  and 
a  large  Monument  to  the  Unknown  Dead. 
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No.  24 — Had  Colorado  Flag  Laws  printed  in  Evans  Courier. 

No.  18 — Patriotic  Instructor  Marion  L.  White  went  with 
Corps  as  guests  to  a  school  where  patriotic  exercises  were  held  in 
honor  of  Washington,  Lincoln  and  Longfellow's  birthdays.  Tin; 
Appomattox  Day,  G.  A.  E.  Day  and  Grant's  birthday  were  cele- 
brated by  the  Corps  giving  a  dinner  to  the  Post  and  Militia 
Boys,  after  which  a  camp  tire  was  held,  every  soldier  taking  part. 
One  Confederate  soldier  made  a  fine  talk. 

No.  9 — Blanche  E.  Stubbs  held  a  contest  in  essay  writing,  and 
had  three  essays  read  by  pupils  chosen  from  the  writers  of  2f> 
essays.  Did  a  great  deal  of  humane  teaching.  She  presented  for 
this  Corps,  a  silk  flag  to  the  Carnegie  Library  for  the  Auditorium. 

No.  7— -Amelia  A  Crofts,  Patriotic  Instructor,  writes  that  tin; 
G.  A.  II.  and  Sons  of  Veterans  work  with  the  W.  R.  C.  in  perfect 
harmony.  At  one  school  program  the  pupils  of  four  .schools  gave 
the  Flag  Salute.  11  wa.>  beautiful,  and  nearly  ewry  n  »tion  was 
represented.     The  VV.  K.  C.  raised  $14  5  to  be  used  in  Patriotic  work. 

No.  5 — The  Patriotic  lr,sti  uctor,  Mattie  Stewart,  held  a  Lin- 
coln-Washington l);iy  program  in  the  Gem  threatre,  whLh  was  filled 
to  overflowing.  200  children  were  present.  On  Grand  Army  Day 
the  National  Patriotic  Instructor  of  the  G.  A.  P.  was  present  and 
made  an  address.  3$|a  ehiidren  wore  present.  A  Patriotic  contest, 
was  hold.  The  pupils  of  the  Seventh  and  Eigtith  grades  wrote 
essays  upon  the  History  of  Our  Flag,  and  Causes  of  the  Civil  War. 
The  Department  Commander  of  the  G.  A.  P.,  the  IVparLnent  Pres- 
ident of  the  W.  P.  0..,  and  the  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  were 
the  judges.  At  an  Institute  held  <m  April  0th,  prizes  of  two  loyalty 
pins  and  two  silk  flags,  :j  feet,  by  4  V2  feet,  for  the  best  '--ays,  were 
presented.  She  says  that  her  Corps  thinks  of  making  it  a  yearly 
affair. 

No  .  3F> — The  Patriotic  Instructor,  Jessie  Griffith,  a  teacher 
in  Jefferson  county,  formed  a  Band  of  Mercy  at  Jtalston  school, 
with  thirty-three  members.  Band  of  Mercy  literature  was  given 
out  to  three  schools.  Hei  pupils  made  a  flag  and  shield,  out  of 
Kindergarten  papers,  for  Washington  and  Lincoln's  birthdays,  ami 
the  County  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  them  in  her  office.  The 
Flag  Laws  were  printed   in  the  Arvada  Sun. 

No.  3  7 — Delia  F.  Buell  went  with  a  Comrade  to  a  school  where 
he  talked  on  the  Desecration  of  t lie  Flag.  Had  Flag  Laws  printed. 
The  Corps  raised  five  dollars,  which  they  gave  to  the  Mount  Ten- 
derfoot road  fund.  The  object  of  the  road  was  to  ereci  a  statue 
of  Abraham  Lincoln  at  the  summit.

Madam:  In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Department 
President,  T  herewith  submit  the  report  of  the  Legislative  Com- 
mittee appoined  by  the  Department  President,  Susie  Carr  McGwire, 
in  June  last. 

In.  September,  list  i,  the  Committee  met  with'  the  Board  of 
Capitol  Managers  and  Governor  Amnions,  regarding  a  provision  for 
suitable  cases  in  the  new  State  Museum  Building,  for  the  preserva- 
tion of  the  banner.-:  -cud  records  of  Grand  Army  Pi&sis,  when  dis- 
banded, that  the  history  of  Colorado  Grand  Army  matters  may  not 
be  lost  to  future  generations  Governor  Amnions  was  heartily  in 
accord  with  the  purpose  of  the  Committee.  Since  the  xdvent  of 
the  new  administration  the  Board  of  Capital  Managers  and  Govern- 
or Carlson,  have  met  a  number  of  times  with  the  Committee  and 
have  manifested  their  de.dre  to  meet  the  wishes  of  the  ('ouimiltee  as 
far  as  possible.  The  committee  called  upon  Governor  Carlson  and 
found  many  prominent  people  waiting  an  audience,  but  when  he 
learned  a  Committee  from  the  VV.  R.  C,  was  in  wailim  he  came 
from  his  private  ol'the  and  took  the  Committee  to  a  corner  of  the 
reception  room  and  when  he  learned  our  mission,  that  preserving 
the  books,  relics,  etc.,  of  the  G.  A.  R.,  he  requested  that  we  call  upon 
the  Secretary  of  the  State,  Board  of  Capitol  Managers,  and  have 
him  secure  bids  for  cases  and  report  hack  to  him  immediately,  and 
expressed  himself  as  being  heait.ily  in  favor  of  the  movement.  They 
have  finally  decided  to  build  four  cases  now  and  more  when  need- 
ed. 

In  January,  191f>,  on  the  convening  of  the  Legislature  your 
chairman  received  a  an' he  from  Representative  Hills,  asking  her 
Committee  to  meet  with  the  Grand  Army  Committee  to  consider 
the  various  bills  relating  to  Grand  Army  matters.  Your  Committee 
was  heartily  in  favor  of  all  the  projected  lulls.  The  hill  amending 
the  law  of  the  Board  of  Commissioners  for  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors' 
Home  so  as  to  permit  the  appointment  of  a  woman  on  the  Board, 
was  not  endorsed  by  all  the  G.  A.  R.  Committees. 

After  a  conference  with  the  Department  President  and  other 
representative  women  of  the  Relief  Corps  and  Comrades,  of  the 
urand  Army,  it  was  decided  to  have  the  bill  introduced  i  y  Repres- 
entative Montgomery  of  Boulder  County,  and  the  bill  was  number-' 
ed  "0G8,"  and  was  one  of  the  ten  hills  endorsed  by  the  Legislative 
Committee  of  the  Colorado  Federation  of  Women's  Hubs,  whose 
members  worked  hard  tor  its  passage.  The  amendment  asked  that 
the  number  of  members  of  the  Board  be  increased  from  three  to 
four,  one  of  whom  should  be  a  woman.  The  bill  was  reported  out 
of  the  Committee  favorably,  after  striking  out.  the  word  "four," 
leaving  the  original  number  three,  but  leaving  the  amendment  mak- 
ing it  possible  for  the  appointment  of  a  woman  and  placed  it  upon 
the  calender  early  in  the  session,  but  on  account  of  the  opposition 
of  two  members  of  the  Grand  Army  Committee,  the  bill  never 
came  to  a  vote. 
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House  Bill  No.  4o  was  passed  and  signed  by  the  Governor  early 
in  the  session,  making  it  lawful  for  the  widow  of  a  soldier  to  re- 
main at  the  Home  after  the  death  of  her  husband,  provided  she 
was  living  with  him  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

House  Bill  No.  8  was  a  bill  of  appropriations  for  the  mainten- 
ance and  improvements  of  the  Home.  Among  the  items  being  one 
for  $700.00,  for  the  furnishing  of  the  new  cottages  and  another  of 
$2  00.00  for  screening  the  porches.  . 

House  Bill  No.  44,  was  passed  and  signed  by  the  Governor.  It 
provided  that  the  $50.00  for  the  burial  of  a  veteran  should  be  paid 
directly  to  the  undertaker  solicited  by  friends  of  the  deceased  in- 
stead of  one  solicited  by  the   County   Commissioners. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  wish  to  thank  the  Depart- 
ment President  for  her  appointment  to  this  very  important  position, 
also  the  individual  members  of  the  Committee  and  other  members 
of  the  Order  of  their  loyal  support  and  readiness  to  respond  to  any 
call  for  work  however  arduous;  the  Department  President,  ex-of- 
ficio  member,  for  her  counsel  and  encouragement,  and  Julia  E. 
Killam,  Department  Senior  Vice  President,  who  so  ably  and  cheer- 
fully represented  the  President  in  her  absence.  To  General  Holli- 
ster,  Wingate  and  others  of  the  Grand  Army  and  the  members  of 
the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  Colorado  Federation  of  Women's 
Clubs,  for  their  loyal  support.

REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE

Colorado  and  Wyoming  W.  R.  C. 

Dear  Madam:  in  accordance  with  the  request  of  the  Depart- 
ment President,  I  herewith  submit  report  as  Advisory  Committer 
from  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  to  Board  of  Commissioners  of 
Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home,  Monte  Vista: 

By  command  of  the  Department  President,  on  notice  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board,  I  attended  a  meeting  at  the  Home  Nov.  30, 
1914.  Leaving  Denver  at  8:40  p.  m.,  in  company  with  the  secre- 
tary, we  reached  Monte  Vista  Wednesday  morning  and  were  met  at 
the  station  by  the  Adjutant  and  Commandant  of  the  Home.  Quar- 
ters were  assigned  to  me  in  the  administration  building.  Every 
courtesy  was  shown  me  by  the  officers  and  ladies  of  the  Home, 
and  every  facility  afforded  me  for  examination  and  inspection  of 
all  branches  of  the  place.  The  first  visit  was  under  the  guidance  or 
the  Matron,  Mrs  Seckner,  en  Friday  morning.  Saturday  morning 
we  accompanied  the  Commandant  in  a  tour  of  official  inspection  of 
all  buildings.  Visits  were  made  by  your  committee  to  different 
departments,  unattended  by  anyone,  and  several  things  noted  which 
were  later  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board,  and  the  sugges- 
tions courteously  received,  and  favorably  acted  upon,  whenever 
possible,  with  the  limited  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board. 
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At  inspection  Comrades  repeatedly  called  my  attention  to  the 
lack  of  white  spreads  for  the  cots.  They  take  great  pride  in  the 
neat  appearance  of  their  beds.  The  needs  of  rocking  chairs,  and 
lack  of  suitable  foot  covering  for  convalescents  in  hospital,  was  also 
noted,  and  at  Christmas  tide  these  needs  were  to  a  great  extent,  sup- 
plied through  the  generosity  of  the  Corps  of  the   Department. 

In  visiting  the  cottages  your  committee  Was  very  favorably 
impressed  with  the  neatness  and  comfortable,  home-like  appear- 
ance,  and  congratulates  the  Relief  Corps  on  the  efficient  work  of 
their  legislative  committee,  who  worked  so  incessantly  in  secur- 
ing the  passage  of  the  bill  for  tin.  construction  of  the  ^cotta^es,  and 
for  the  passage  of  the  hiii  in  the  last  session  permit!  ng-the  coa~ 
tintied  residence  pf  a  widow  in  the  Home  at  the  lime  of  her  hus- 
band's death. 

At  the  request  of  your  committee,  the  Adjutant  oi  ihe  Home, 
Mr.  Seckner,  kindly  prepared  a  list  of  the  residents  of  the  Home, 
and  the  names  were  distributed  i.o  various  Corps  and  a  Christmas 
card  of  good  wishes  was  scut  to  every  member  of  the  I  Joan .--.  By  re- 
quest, Commander  Itog'ie  held  all  cards  until  Christinas  morning, 
so  that  no  one  failed  to  receive  the  message  of  "Peace  on  Earth, 
Good  Will  to  Man,"  on  the  bussed  morning.  In  u  ne\i>i-.r  of  in- 
stances these  were  pra;efr!ly  acknowledged   by   the   recipients. 

Hearing  that  the  Governor  desired  that  the  Colorado  State 
Flag  should  float  beneath  the  Stars  and  Stripes  on  all  Slate  Institu- 
tions, and  knowing  how  deep  an  interest  is  felt  by  the  Sons  of 
Colorado  in  the  work,  in  company  with  the  Department  President, 
1  called  upon  the  Secretary  of  that^  organization  and  asked  for  the 
donation  of  a  suitable  -,t;iie  flag.  The  matter  was  brought  before 
the  Association  with  the  result  that  a  beautiful  Colorado  Flag  is 
now  displayed  below  the  National  emblem.  Our  sincere  thanks  are 
due  Mr.  Harry  Ruffner  Secretary  of  the  organization  and  the  en- 
tire association  of  the  Sons  of  Colorado  for  their  generous  gift.  The 
Department  President  sent  a  smaller  Colorado  Flag  for  the  walls  of 
the  Assembly  Hall  Which  was  duly  presented  by  me  from;  Die  De- 
partment of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  during  m.>  visit  to  the  Home 
in   December. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  President  for  the  appointment  to  this 
committee,  which  has  a i forded  such  great  pleasure  to  me  in  the 
work,  and  the  members  of  the  Board  for  their  courtesy  and  atten- 
tion to  the  suggestions  of  the  committee,  and  the  officers  and 
ladies  of  the  Home  for  (heir  cordial  kindness  on  m>  visit  to  the 
Home.

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KEPOKT  OF  DELEGATE-AT-LAlUiE  TO  NATIONAL  (  OW  ENTION 

Fort  Collins,  Colorado,  May  15,   1915. 

On  the  2  9th  day  of  August,  1  left  tor  Detroit  by  the  way  of 
the  U.  P.  railroad,  and  met  the  official  car  at  LaSalle,  Colorado. 
After  traveling  through  numerous  sections,  which  extended  innum- 
erably, I  found  our  delegates  enjoying  themselves  in  various  ways, 
all  seeming  to  be  happy  and  contented  in  the  prospect  of  a  safe 
and  pleasant  journey  through.  We  arrived  in  Detroit  on  Monday, 
about  eight  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  after  walking  over' the  same  distance 
that  had  seemed  to  be  intermniable,  we  landed  at  the  depot  in 
Detroit.  Mary  L.  Carr  met  us  at  the  station  and  as^sted  us  in  find- 
ing suitable  and  very  desirable  rooms,  convenient  to  the  church, 
where  the  convention   was  held. 

Detroit  was  ready  on  every  hand  to  greet  us  with  a  hearty  wel- 
come. The  city  was  crowded,  but  everyone  manifested  a  helpful- 
ness to  all  that  is  seldom  witnessed  on  such  occasions.  Comrades 
were  met  with  almost  filial  interest  and  every  where  their  wanU 
were  anticiuated  and  provided  for.  The  Boy  Scouts  proved  an 
honor  to  themselves  and  to  Detroit.  Little  lads  in  kahki  were  seen 
everywhere,  carrviug  satchels  heavier  than  they  were,  or  guiding 
some  old  veteran  or  tired  woman  to  a  resting  place.  They  were  in 
the  crowds  at  the  depot;  the>  were  everywhere  looking  for  a  chance 
to  do  some  kindness.  Those  lads  will  never  know  how  much  their 
service  meant  to  those  worn  and  weary  travelers,  who  had  come  to 
them  anticipating  a  royal  welcome,  but  never  the  filial  affection 
displayed,  nor  the  chivalry  that  touched  us  all  with  admiration. 

At  2:00  p.  m.,  the  W.  R.  C.  met  the  credential  committee  in 
parlors  F  and  G  at  Hotel  Ponchartrain.  A  reception  was  held  at 
the  Armory  in  the  evening.  Commander-in-Chief  Gardner  and 
others  addressed  the  meeting.  There  was  held  on  Monday  after- 
noon a  reception  at  the  Country  Club  for  the  wives  of  National  Offi- 
cers of  the  G.  A.  R.  and  past  and  present  National  Presidents  of  th^ 
W.  R.  C.  and  Ladies  of  the  G.  A.  R. 

On  Tuesday  morning  'my  hospitable  landlady  invited  me  to 
take  a  ride  with  her  and  view  the  ancient  relics  at  Palmers  Park, 
of  an  old  estate  of  hundreds  of  years  ago.  It  was  very  interesting 
and  amusing.  The  log  houses  and  surrounding  buildings  were 
left  in  the  same  condition  that  their  occupants  had  walked  out  of 
them  hundreds  of  years  ago,  the  old  fashioned  furniture  standing 
exactly  in  the  position  in  which  it  was  used;  the  rag  carpets  still  on 
the  floor;  the  high  posted  beds  all  made  up  with  the  old  fashioned 
pieced  bed  quilts;  the  chairs  and  other  furniture  to  match;  the  fire 
place  with  the  old  crane  attached  and  the  brick  oven  all  prepared  to 
light  the  fire.  And  one  could  imagine  the  inhabitants  walking  out 
to  prepare  their  morning  meal.  It  was  a  fine  opportunity  for  look- 
ing backward. 

On  Tuesday  at  1:00  o'clock,  all  the  delegates  were  given  tickets 
for  a  river  and  boat  ride,  where  ten  thousand  spent  the  afternoon 
on  the  Detroit  river — the  river  tour  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Encampment, 
headed  by  the  revenue  cutter  Morrell,  carrying  the  G.  A.  R.  officers. 
The  fleet  of  six  boats  in  imposing  array,  started  from  the  wharves. 
The  sirens  of  factories  shrieked  blatent  salutes,  while  a  flotilla  of 
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(cruising  motor  boats  added  another  touch  of  picturesqueness.  At 
the  foot  of  third  street,  the  government  ship  halted,  and  as  the 
other  boats  steamed  slowly  by  its  .side,  belched  forth  with  a  salute 
of  twenty  guns  to  the  veterans.  The  river  trip  was  delight  Jul  and 
away  from  the  oppressive  heat,  and  made  without   a  mishap, 

Tuesday  evening  the  meeting  was  held  at  the  Armory  which 
was  the  annual  camp  fire,  consisting  of  speaking  and  greetings  and 
addressed  by  the  governor  and  other  noted  speakers.  Several  re- 
ceptions were  held  at  different  hotels  early  in  the  evening.  The 
governor  extended  the  welcome  of  the  state  to  the  G.  A.  H.  Veterans 
and  their  friends.  The  Ldiajrnian  of  the  citizens  committee!  presided 
and  turned  over  to  Commander-in-Cliief  Gardner  the  work  of  t.hg 
local  committees  amid  loud  cheering.  The  speakers  were  cheered 
and  tiie  meeting  was;  highL    in Le resting. 

Wednesday  morning  was  the  G.  A.  R.  parade.  4  00,000  people 
saw  15,000  Veterans  march.  In  w.;.s  a  splendid  sight.  The  day  was 
line,  with  light  breezes  wham  made  the  day  delightful.  A  part,  of  the 
mighty  hosts  who  rn-arched  at  the  front  fii't>  year.-,  ago,  was  there. 
Their  footsteps  did  not  mark  time  quite  so  evenly,  and  their  forms 
were  more  bent,  but  the  inspiration  of  the  occasion  increased  their 
wasting  strength  to  toe  semblance  of  youth  once  more.  But  not  all  oi 
that  grand  assemblage  were  to  march  to  the  end  of  the  Hue.  At 
their  side  was  the  army  of  !U>)  Scouts,  whom  we  ;ue  anticipating 
will  some  day  in  reality  \hi  called  upon  to  fill  th .:•  place  of  those 
they  have  honored  this  day.  The  whole  city  was  given  over  to 
their  hospitality.  All  that  was  necessary  was  the  bronze  button  ov 
the  auxiliary  badge  to  o fl " r  ;  ome  courtesy  or  kindne-,;  Tie. ij  inarch, 
ed  by  the  side  of  the  Comrades  on  the  great  parade  with  a  cup  ol 
hot  coffee  or  a  drink  of  cold  watey;  and  wherever  a  Comrade.--,  steps 
faltered,  the  little  fellows  wmild  lead  them  out  of  the  line  to  places 
of  safety  and  rest  that  hud  been  prepared  along  the  line  of  inarch. 
At  '2:00  i).  in.,  the  \V.  R.  C.  held  their  first  meeting  at  the 
Presbyterian  church,  presided  over  by  Mrs.  Ida  McLride,  the  Na- 
tional President.  Ii  wag  di\  open  meeting  and  very  well  attended. 
The  President's  address  was  read  to  a  full  and  appreciative  audi- 
ence. The  responses  were  given  ley  Mrs.  Knauff,  with  a  Ik  arty  wel- 
come to  Detroit.  The  church  was  tastefully  decuraled  in  honor  of 
the  coming  visitors,  and  our  seats  weie  numbered  so  that  fortun- 
ately we  were  able  to  hear  most  of  the  proceedings  of  the  conven- 
tion. The  usual  order  of  the  reports  and  reception  at  committees 
were  heard  and  acted  upon.  Comrade  Lewis,  with  Washington  Fos- 
ter, were  escorted  to  the  platform.  Their  remarks  on  conditions 
at  home  and  in  foreign  countries,  were  very  instructive  and  inter- 
esting and  gave  a  warning  that  we  should  heed,  to  honor  and  pro- 
tect our  beloved  Flag,  the  one  and  only  Flag;  the  lied.  White  and 
Blue,  without  one  spot   to  mar  its  honor  and   beauty. 

On  Thursday  morning  at  9:00  o'clock  the  convention  opened 
by  repeating  the  Lord's  Prayer;  also  the  Twenty-Third  Psalm  by  th.' 
members  of  the  convention,  followed  by  memorial  services  for  .the 
national  dead,  with  appropriate  music  and  solemnity. 

The  Past  National  Officers  were  called  to  the  platform  and 
presented  with  flowers,  which  were  very  gracefully  accepted.  The 
Department  President  of  Michigan  presented  a  gavel  to  the  National

President,  made  of  wood  from  Andersonville  prison.  All  National 
Officers  were  in  turn  called  to  the  platform  and  received  flowers 
and  other  precious  reminders  of  their  work  and  responses  and  con- 
gratulations were  in  order.  A  committee  of  Sons  of  Veterans  ami 
their  auxiliary  organizations,  greetings  of  the  Grand  Army,  gifts  to 
the  National  President  from  Michigan  Department,  Indiana  Depart- 
ment, and  the  Department  of  Missouri,  brought  the  morning  session 
to  a  close.  An  especially  prepared  lunch,  furnished  by  the  Corps 
of  Detroit,  was  served  in  the  dining  room  of  tiie  church,  to  which 
we  all  did  ample  justice. 

Thursday  afternoon,  after  the  reading  of  the  minutes,  a  com- 
mittee on  Greetings  from  the  Sons  of  Veterans  was  announced  and 
escorted  to  the  platform,  after  which  a  committee  from  the  Daugh-

The  vote  showed  that  Sarah  E.  Fulton  of  New  York,  was 
elected.     The  convention  adjourned  until  Friday  morning. 

Thursday  evening  the  sky  was  ablaze  with  beautiful  fire  works 
in  welcome  to  the   visitors. 

Friday  morning  the  convention  opened  at  nine  o'clock.  The  elec- 
tion of  officers  continued  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Offi- 
cers given.  A  pleasant  feature  was  the  presenta! ion  of  a  flag  by 
National  Patriotic  Instructor  Sophia  Stratiiern  to  the  church  in 
which  our  convention  was  held.  The  flag  was  accented  by  the  pas- 
tor with  appropriate  and  pleasing  acknowledgments. 

The  convention  decided  to  use  the  Lord's  Prayer  only  to  open 
both  National  and  Department  conventions.  The  convention  ad- 
journed until  afternoon  to  partake  of  another  fine  dinner,  given 
in  the  church  parlors. 

Friday  afternoon  were  reports  of  standing  legislation  commit- 
tees. Past  Commander-in-Chief  John  C.  Black  was  admitted  and 
presented  to  the  convention.  He  made  a  very  interesting  talk.  The 
convention  sang  the  Star  Spangled  Banner  as  the  Comrades  were 
escorted  from  the  platform.  Minutes  of  council  meetings  were  read. 
Harriet  J.  Bodge,  Past  National  President;  installed  the  officers 
elected  and  appointed,  and  the  convention  closed  by  singing 
America.

Her  loyalty  to  the  flag,  the  Union  Veterans 
and  their  dependent  ones  was  unbounded. 

To  know  Cynthia  D.  Caldwell  was  to  love  her,  and  made  life 
better.  She  was  ever  cheerful,  amiable  and  sympathetic,  a  faithful 
friend,  beloved  by  all  who  shared  that  friendship,  a  rare  and  beau- 
tiful character. 

There  comes  to  my  mind  her  many  acts  of  love  and  kindness, 
the  cheering  words  of  appreciation  of  every  little  help  extended  to 
her  in  our  joint  efforts  during  the  time  1  served  as  Department 
Secretary.

Of  a  sensitive  temperament,  her  voice  was*  perhaps  never  heard 
fn  public  places,  for  she  belonged  to  that  type  of  woman  Avho  take 
real  pleasure  in  contributing  to  the  comfort  of  the  Veteran  and  his 
dependent  ones,  but  did  so  through  the  quiet  valley  of  duty  and 
love. 

Emma  Johnson:  A  woman  of  sterling  character,  and  strong 
convictions,  an  earnest  advocate  of  all  things  pretaining  to  the  good 
of  the  Order.  One  whose  greatest  pleasure  was  to  comfort  and  aid 
the  needy,  and  whose  untiring  duty  to  the  cause  only  closed  when 
she  was  called  "up  higher." 

A  woman  whose  judgment  was  fair  and  impartial,  whose  de- 
light was  each  day  to  do  what  her  hands  found  to  do.  A  staunch 
friend  when  her  friendship  was  won. 

Her  devotion  to  the  sick  is  well  known,  not  bodily  strong,  she 
always  retained  her  vigor  of  mind,  heart  and  hands,  making  this 
work  her  foremost  thought,  never  being  too  tired  or  weary  to  plan 
some  project  that  would  better  the  conditions  or  lighten  the  burden 
of  some  heavily-laden  Comrade  or  friend.

Margaret  Berwick  Anderson  was  born  at  Chatham,  Kent, 
England,  on  January  22,  1  SMO.  She  passed  away  March  k,  |£iB. 
She  was  educated  ai  Muriunch,  Scotland,  and  it  whs  there  she  met 
her  first  husband,  Captain  Andrew  Berwick,  to  whom  she  was  mar- 
ried in  1850.  The  young  couple  remained  in  the  old  country  until 
1854,  at  which  date  they  ,:;tnie  to  America  and  made  iheir  home  at 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  until  the  tall  of  185,4,  when  the  lure  of  the  West 
brought  them  to  Berea,  Ohio,  a  /suburb  of  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Captain 
Berwick  engaged  himself  a  I  once  in  business,  hut  the  Civil  war 
brought  from  him  a  prompt  response  to  Mr.  Lincoln's  first  call  for 
soldiers,  and  he  enlisted  in Battel  K,  1st  Ohio  Artillery,  and  was 
commissioned  Second  Lieutenant  almost  immediately.  ills  young 
wife  shared  his  natiiptisiii  and  gave  herself  up  to  organising  var- 
ious Soldiers'  Aid  societies,  those,  womanly  auxiliaries  when  gave 
such  signal  service  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war,  and  so  mini,  lessened 
its  terrors  and  suturing;;,  at  later  periods.  During  Uit  war,  and 
more  particularly  alter  the  time  her  husband  was  taken  prisoner  at 
Stone  River  in  18(>:J>,  she  ga\e  her  time  and  means  and  all  her 
energy  to  the  work  which  urn  women  of  our  country.  have  met  ami 
do  meet  with  such  loving  kindness  and  sweetness.  Her  time  in 
Cleveland  and  Berea  was  given  to  the  collection  and.  dispensation 
of  such  things  as  her  exgi  "-Hence  during  the  time  spc  m  .villi  her 
husband  at  the  front  uad  shown  her  to  be  needful  to  the  proper 
care  of  the  sufferers  in  the  hospitals.  Her  self-abnegation  in  caring 
for;  these  wounded  men,  and  her  loving  thoughtt'ulm  -ss  of  .We  fam- 
ilies at  home,  are  Hill  vpuken  of  with  warm  affection  by  those  who 
knew  her  in  Ohio. 

After  the  war,  their  residence  was  in  Cleveland,  but  at  Cap- 
tain Berwick's  deuih.  she  removed  to  Denver,  In  18;sL  Her  inter- 
est in  charitable  work  was  not  one  whit  abated,  and  she  interested 
herself  in  many  local  charities  with  characteristic  enthusiasm  and 
unselfishness.  She  founded  the  first  Free  ^vd  Association  in  Den- 
ver; organized  Veteran  Corps,  and  was  active  in  the  administration 
of  the  Woman's  Hospital,  and  it.  was  there  that  she  and  Lie  late 
Myron  W.  Reed  were  associated. 

This  briefly  surveys  her  work  in  Denver,  but  leaves  many  de- 
tails of  that  work  untouched. 

In  1886  she  married  C.  M.  Anderson,  and  the  date  approxi- 
mates her  residence  in  Boulder,  Colorado.  Arrived  there  her  zeal 
for  work  was  none  the  less.  She  associated  herself  with  the  First 
Presbyterian  church,  as  did  her  husband.  It  was  ,>n<±  of  her 
proudest  recollections  that  she  aided  the  church  in  erecting  its 
present  building. 

As  a  member  of  the  Order,  Mrs.  Anderson  was  an  ardent 
worker.  First  and  last,  was  her  affection  for  everything  pertaining 
to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

She   was  a  charter  member   of  the   National      organization      of 
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the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  organized  in  Denver,  Colorado,  in  18  83. 
In  1891  she  was  appointed  National  Aide  by  Mrs.  Sue  Pike  Sanders, 
then  National  President.  At  the  time  of  her  passing,  that  certifi- 
cate still  hung  in  her  room  and  was  to  her,  a  priceless  possession. 

Margaret  Berwick  Anderson,  helped  organize  and  was  first  Pres- 
ident of  Nathaniel  Lyon  Corps  No.  2  7,  of  Boulder,  and  to  be  called 
the  "Mother  of  the  Corps,"  never  failed  to  bring  happy  tears  to  her 
eyes.  Thus,  all  too  briefly,  are  sketched  the  facts  of  a  beautiful 
and  unselfish  life.

Another  milestone  in  our  work  has  been  reached;  and  on  the 
eve  of  our  Annual  Convention,  we  record  the  name  of  a  faithful 
sister,  who  has  been  called  to  that  home  from  which-  none  ever  re- 
turn, where  she  will  be  awarded  for  her  good  and  faithful  work 
while  in  her  earthly  sphere. 

Mrs.  Helen  R.  Eldridge  was  our  First  Department  Secretary, 
and  later  on  in  the  year  1905-1906  was  again  honored  with  that  of- 
fice, which  she:  filled  with  gieat  credit  to  herself,  and  the  organiza- 
tion of  which  she  was  a  valued  member. 

She  was  born  in  Pottsville,  Pa.,  April  1,  184&,  and  died  one* 
month  and  twenty-six  days  after  celebrating  her  7  0th  birthday.

The  Citizens  Committee 
met  every  train  on  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  and  the  f.u.e^ia  were 
carried  by  automobile::  tu  a  Citizens  Headquarters  where  everyone 
registered  and  rooms  were  assigned  to  all  guests. 

Wednesday  morning  at  I  i  o'clock  a  Citizens  Reception  was 
held  at  the  Methodic  church  where  .Mayor  Lamb  welcomed  all  the 
organizations,  and  responses  were  made  i>y  the  heads  of  the  differ- 
ent societies. 

Wednesday  eveinu-  a  camp-fire  was  held  at  the,  -Methodist 
church,  under  the  auspices  of  the  different  patriotic  organizations. 
Department  Commander  O.  S.  Hi  ed  acted  as  chairman  and  then  in- 
troduced the  following   ^.tc-ukers:

Most  excellent  m'usjc  for  ibis  occasion  was  reuden .1  by  local 
talent  of  La  Junta.  Prof.  Austin  having  charge  of  the  entire  musi- 
cal program,  wnicb  was  exceptionally  fine.  In  addition  to  the  local 
talent,  Comrade  Williamson  sang  two  songs,  .  and  Comrade  Jacob 
Brown,  a  railroad  engineer,  sang  two  songs  of  his  own  composition, 
one  being  entitled,  "Marching  to  La  Junta,"  sang  to  the  tune  of 
"A! arching  Through   Georgia." 

On  Thursday  morning  the  Flag  presentation  U.  ok  place.  Of 
this  the  La  Junta   paper  said: 

"One  of  the  most  beautiful  ceremonies  of  the  Encampment  thus 
far  took  place  in  the  Court  House  park  this  morning  at  i>  o'clock, 
when  a  large  American  Flag  was  presented  to  the  Pari;  School  of 
this  city  by  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  The  presentation  was  made 
by  Mrs.  Annie  S.  Mills,  Department  Patriotic  Instructor.  Pupils  of 
the  Park  School  wore  grouped  about  Mrs.  Mills  and  in  the  presence 
of  a  large  gathering  she  delivered  a  most  patriotic  address  in  pre- 
senting this  beautiful  gift.  In  presenting  the  flag  Airs.  Mills  said: 
"The  children  of  today  come  from  homes  where  patriotism  is 
taught.  So  long  as  the  father's  sword  hangs  on  the  walls  of  our 
homes,  and  the  homes  of  the  sons  and  grandsons,  the  enduring 
symbol  of  our  National  life  will  not  be  forgotten. 

"These  children  attend  schools  where  they  learn  that  of  all 
symbols  there  is  none  so  full  of  meaning  as  the  Flag  of  this  country. 
Visit  any  school  in  this  state,  and  see  what  is  being  done  to  train 
the  young  people  along  the  lines  of  good  citizenship,  right  living, 
and  true  manhood  and  womanhood,  and  you  will  conclude  that  the 
banner  which  these  old  soldiers  fought  to  save,  will  be  preserved 
unsullied  in  the  present  generation,  and  turned  over  to  the  safe  and 
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intelligent  keeping  of  the-  next.  With  the  home  and  the  school  in 
the  work  of  teaching  patriotism,  comes  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, teaching  humanity  that  our  only  hoppe  of  continuing  to  be 
a  free  people,  free  from  militarism,  is  to  raise  Flags  on  school 
houses,  place  them  in  school  rooms,  and  through  their  Patriotic  In- 
structors, teach  love  of  country  and  that  peace  which  is  founded 
upon  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty. 

"In  this  work  they  are  assisted  by  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps, 
which  is  auxiliary  to  the  G.  A.  R.  ,  It  Is  their  custom  to  present  a 
large  Flag  to  a  High  School  of  the  town  in  which  the  Convention  is 
held.  This  Flag  which  1  present  to  you  this  morning  is  from  the 
W.  R.  C.  of  the  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming.  Surely  the 
Stars  and  Stripes  have  always  been  unfurled  for  kindness  and  the 
uplift  of  mankind.  We  have  always  put  into  that  dear  Old  Flag  the 
best,  the  noblest  and  the  grandest  of  American  manhood.  1  now 
give  into  your  hands,  Prof.  Austin,  this  emblem  of  broadest  Liberty 
and  Freedom,  to  be  hoisted  over  this  beautiful  Park  School  build- 
ing for  the  pupils  who  will  sit  under  it,  believing  that  they  will  help 
to  raise  it  to  the  highest  pinnacle  of  American  civilization,  and  care 
for  it,  and  love  it  lor  what  it  represents." 

F.  P.  Austin,  Superintendent  of  the  La  Junta  Schools,  respond- 
ed to  Mrs.  Mills  remarks,  in  a  most  fitting  manner,  assuring  the 
members  of  the  Wornans  Relief  Corps  that  the  gift  was  appreciated 
and  the  flag  will  be  used  as  an  emblem  in  teaching  the  pupils 
patiiotism  and  loyalty  to  their  country.  At  the  close  of  Mr.  Austin's 
remarks  the  assemblage  sang  "the  Star  Splang-led    Banner." 

National  Patriotic  Instructor  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Re- 
public, C.  A.  Brooks  of  Denver,  then  delivered  an  address  dedicat- 
ing to  the  city  of  La  Junta  the  two  cannons,  which  were  received 
there  as  a  gift  from  the  Government! 

On  Thursday  afternoon  at  4  o'clock,  by  special  dispensation 
from  the  Grand  Lodge,  the  local  organization  of  the  Benevolent  and 
Protective  Order  of  Elks,  held  their  beautiful  Flag  Day  exercises  at 
the  opera  house  and  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  Womans 
Relief  Corps  were  honored  guests.  Beautiful  red  roses  were  present- 
ed to  each  person  in  the  hall  and  the  large  stage  was  lavished  dec- 
orated wit'h  large  silk  flags  and  the  ritualistic  work  of  the  Order 
was  beautifully  carried  out  intersperced  with  music  and  orations. 

At  7  o'clock  Thursday  evening,  the  reception  by  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  to  the  Department  Commander  was  held  in  the  Presby- 
terian church.  The  women  of  the  local  Corps,  Kilpatrick  No.  34, 
beautifully  decorated  the  church  with  flags  and  red  roses  and  the 
guests  were  introduced  by  the  Senior  Aide,  Loretta  Mummah. 
Punch  was  served  by  Mrs.  Florence  Needham  and  the  Misses  Chase, 
in  the  Sunday  school  room.  At  8  o'clock  Thursday  evening  a  sec- 
ond campfire  was  held  in  the  Methodist  church,  about  1200  people 
being  present.  Excellent  music  was  furnished  by  the  Ladies  Music 
Study  Club  of  La  Junta  and  the  Ladies  Chorus  Club.  By  special 
request,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Hogle  sang  several  solos. 

The  speakers  of  the  evening  were  Gov.  Geo.  A.  Carlson,  Con- 
gressman Edward  Keating,  Susie  Carr  McGwire  of  Longmont,  Presi- 
dent of  the  W.  R.  C.  and  General  H.  A.  Hollister  of  Denver. 
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The  Otero  (bounty  Democrat  says:  "Each  of  the  speakers  gave 
a  short  address  in  which  they  eulogized  the  members  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic.  The}  also  took  occasion  to  refer  to  the  war 
in  'Elurope  and  urge  thai  the  American  people,  as  a  whole,  give  their 
support  to  the  President  and  other  officials  at  Washington,  lib  an 
endeavor  to  avoid  becoming  involved  in  the  conflict." 

Friday  morning  at  s  o'clock  occurred  the.  parade,  the  day  being 
exceedingly  warm,  the  march  was  not  a  long  one,  but  was  partici- 
pated in  by  every  Grand  Army  nan  in  La  Junta  and  led  by  the  band 
and  the  drum  corps  of  Byron  L.  Carr  Post.  Much  praise  i;  due  the 
Post  and  Corps  of  La  Junta  and  the  citizens  committee  for  theii  un- 
tiring labors  and   their  successful   convention.

The  association  of  Army  nurses  of 
the  Civil  war  is  different  from  other  organizations.  We  are  bound 
together  by  the  recollections  of  suffering,  want  and  privation,  and 
like  the  Grand  Army  we  are  less  at  every  meeting,  and  there  is  no 
one  to  take  our  places.  Soon  we  nurses  of  the  Civil  war  will  be 
known  only  in  history  as  a  part  of  that  past. 

I  was  back  in  Kansas  this  summer  where  I  had  lived  during 
the  war.  I  visited  Carthage,  Mo.,  where  General  Sigel  fought  a 
great  battle,  winning  a  victory  over  great  odds.

Greetings  are  hereby  extended  to  each  Aide  on  the  Staff  of 
Department  President.    An  Aide  is  an  important  factor  in  the  Corps. 
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Let  each  and  everyone  put  forth  their  best  efforts  to  increase 
the  membership,  to  lessen  the  number  of  delinquents  and  to  en- 
courage re-instatement  of  those  who  are  in  arrears  for  dues.

X.  Election  of  officers  must  be  held  at  the  first  regular  meet- 
ing in  December.  Dele'gates  and  alternates  will  be  elected  at  the 
same  time.  One  delegate  for  every  twenty  members  in  good  stand- 
ing for  quarter  ending  Sept.  30th,  1914,  and  one  for  a  fraction  over 
rue  half  that  number.  Lach  Corps  is  entitled  to  one  delegate  what- 
ever its  membership.  Officers  will  be  installed  at  a  regular  or 
special  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  in  January.  Joint  installa- 
tion with  Posts  is  urged.  The  newly  elected  Corps  officers  select 
the  Installing  Officer,  who  will  be  notified  of  their  choice  by  the 
Corps  Secretary.  The  law  notifying  Department  Secretary  of  the 
selection  of  an  installing  officer  has  been  rescinded.  Members  six 
months  in  arrears  for  dues  are  not  entitled  to  vote  or  hold  office. 

XI.  It  is  important  that  Corps  select  women  of  ability  to  fill 
the  several  offices,  as  the  welfare  of  the  Corps  in  a  large  measure 
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depends  upon  the  executive  ability  and  intelligence  of  the  officers. 
In  selection  of  Corps  President  great  care  should  be  taken  that 
she  be  a  competent  woman  who  is  willing  to  devote  her  time  and 
energy  to  the  work  and  familiarize  herself  with  the  duties  of  the 
office.  Corps  Treasurer's  bond  should  be  presented  and  accepted  by 
the  Corps  at  the  last  regular  meeting  in  December,  as  a  Corps 
Treasurer  cannot  be  installed  until  her  bond  is  accepted  and  filed. 
See  Chapter  V.   Article   IX— -Section   I.   Rules  and   Regulations. 

XII.  Installing  officer  will  forward,  immediately  after  in- 
stallation, one  election  blank,  form  "L,"  to  Department  Secretary, 
and  one  to  Department  instituting  and  Installing  Officer.  Envelopes 
addressed  to  these  officers  will  be  sent  to  Corps  Presidents  with 
election  returns  and  Coi'ijs  Treasurer's  bond. 

It  is  earnestly  requested  that  names  on  election  blanks  be 
typewritten,  as  far  as  possible,  and  all  names  spelled  correctly, 
and  full  addresses  given,  as  Department  Roster  is  made  from  these 
reports.

I.  The  year  of  1914  has  added  another  page  to  the  history 
or  our  Order.  As  we  turn  the  page  and  begin  the  record  of  the 
new  year  shall  we  not  have  the  assurance  of  our  members  that  more 
earnest  effort  will  be  put  forth  to  advance  the  cause  for  which  we 
stand  as  an  organization? 

II.  To  those  who,  during  the  past  year,  in  the  performance  of 
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their  official  duties  have  successfully  maintained  a  high  standard 
of  work,  the  thanks  of  the  Department  are  due.  Great  credit  is 
due  the  officers  of  the  numerically  small  and  isolated  Corps,  who 
have  so  faithfully  strived  under  the  most  discouraging  conditions, 
to  keep  alive  an  interest  in  the  work  and  hold  the  membership  iu- 
tact. 

III.  To  the  officers  who  have  entered  upon  the  official  duties 
of  the  new  year  we  extend  greetings,  trusting  that  through  their 
efforts  there  may  be  an  upbuilding  in  every  line  of  Corps  work. 
The  first  requirement  of  Corps  officers  is'  to  make  themselves 
familiar  with  the  duties  of  their  office  by  a  close  study  of  the  laws 
of  the  Order  which  is  necessary  that  their  official  duties  may  he 
intelligently    performed. 

IV.  Promptness  is  one  of  the  essentials  in  the  performance 
of  official  duties  in  both  Corps  and  Department.  Neglect  in  for- 
warding quarterly  reports  by  Corps  officers  delay  the  Department 
Officers  with  reports  to  the  National  Officers.  immediately 
following  the  last  meeting  in  the  quarter  the  books  should  be 
audited,  the  quarterly  reports  filled  out  by  Corps  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  and  compared  as  to  number  of  members.  The  Corps 
President  is  responsible  for  the  correctness,  of  the  reports  and 
should  examine  the  same  before  signing  on  the  outside  .  of  the 
blanks. 

V.  We  are  pleased  to  state  all  Corps  reported  for  the  quarter 
ending  December  3  1st,  19  14.  Consolidated  reports  show  two 
thousand  and  twenty-eight  members  in  good  standing  anil  one  hun- 
dred and  twenty-four  suspended  members.  Corps  Treasurers  are 
requested  to  make  an  earnest  effort  to  reinstate  suspended  mem- 
bers.    Let  the  Department  Aides  assist  Treasurers  in  this   work. 

VI.  Attention  of  Corps  Treasurers  is  called  to  the  fact  that 
postage  stamps  must  not  be  sent  to  Department  Treasurer  in  pay- 
ment of  supplies. 

Corps  Treasurers  will  order  supplies  on  new  requisition  blanks. 
Send  check  or  postoffice  order  for  amount  of  supplies  only.  Do 
not  include  postage  in  check.  Department  Treasurer  will  forward 
supplies  and  the  pink  invoice  slip  on  which  is  stated  the  amount 
of  postage  use<d,  when  Corps  will  return  stamps  to  , Department 
Treasurer.  The  pink  invoice  slip  is  filed  by  Corps  Treasurer  for 
the  benefit  of  the  Auditing  Committee. 

VII.  The  response  from  the  Corps  for  the  Army  Nurse  Fund 
has  been  very  meager.  These  aged  women  are  deserving  of  our 
assistance  and  Corps  are  requested  to  contribute  to  this  fund  at 
an  early  date. 

VIII.  A  National  law  of  our  Order  requires  a  flag  to  be  pre- 
sented to  some  school  in  the  City  where  Department  Convention 
is  held.  The  fund  for  the  purchase  of  this  flag  is  raised  by  volun- 
tary contributions  from  the  several  Corps  in  the  Department.  Con- 
tributions to  this  fund  and  the  Army  Nurse  fund  should  be  sent 
during  this  quarter  to  the  Department  Treasurer,  Frances  S. 
Ketterman,    Boulder,    Colorado. 

IX.  All  National  and  Department  General  Orders,  as  well  as 
Special  Orders  and  Circular  Letters  must  be  read  at  the  first 
regular  meeting  after  receipt  of  the  same.      Corps  will   take  action 
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upon  all  requests  for  funds  made  in  National  or  Department  Orders 
without  delay. 

X.  Eloise  S.  Lehow  appointed  as  a  committee  to  confer  with 
Commissioners  of  the  S.  &  S.  Home,  attended  a  meeting  of  the 
Hoard  at  the  request  of  the  Commissioners,  held  in  Monte  Vista 
in  November.  In  her  report  to  the  Department  President  she 
stated  that  supplies  were  needed  in  the  hospital  ward  of  the  Home 
which  would  add  greatly  to  the  comfort  of  the  veterans.  in 
response  to  Mrs.  Lehow's  suggestion  several  of  the  larger  Corps 
contributed  funds  for 'the  purchase  of  bed  spreads,  headrests, 
cushions,  robes  and  slippers  for  the  convalescents.  Many  Corps 
contributed  jellies  and  fruits  at  Christmas  time.  An  elaborate 
dinner  was  served  on  Christinas  day  and  on  the  menu  appeared  the 
names  of  the  Corps  contributing  for  the  occasion.  Christinas  re- 
membrances, also  fruit  and  jellies  were  sent  to  Hie  S.  &  S.  Home 
at  Buffalo,   Wyoming.

The  Thirty-second  -Vim  mil  Convention  of  the  Pfen^rtntent  of  Colo- 
rado and  Wyoming,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  'Auxiliary  to  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  ReptiMic,  met  in  Purido,  Colo.,  June  13,  14  and  J.5,'1^16. 
The  sessions  of  this  Convention  were  held  in  (lie  I'M,  a  Christian 
Church,  which  was  well  arranged,  and  a  large  amount  of  Llowers  and 
flags  added  to  the  decoration  which  made  it  very  beautiful  and  appro- 
priate for  this  occasion.  As  credential  cards  were  handed  in  a  com- 
mittee from  Pueblo  Corps  gave  each  one  a  W.  R.  C.  pennant  attached 
to  a  small  cane  which  made  them  easy  to  carry,  and  was  something 
new,  and  all  delegates  were  glad  to  receive  them. 


Tuesday  Morning  Session 


The  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  Department  President 
Mattie  B.  Stewart  at  (J  o'clock.  "America"  was  sung  by  Conventiou, 
followed  by  the  flag  salute,  after  which  Sarah  Dunlap  led  in  the  Lord's 
Prayer. 

There  being  no  objections,  the  meeting  was  declared  an  open  one. 

The  President  introduced  Lillian  lnman,  President  of  Pueblo  Corps 
No.  2,  who,  in  a  most  gracious  manner,  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to 
the  members  of  the  Convention,  as  follows:

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Address  of  Welcome 
Mrs.  President,  and  Women  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps: 

To  me  lias  been  giveja  the  privilege  of  welcoming  you  to  Pueblo 
to  the  Thirty-second  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  the 
Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming. 

Pueblo  has  ever  been  noted  for  her  hospitality;  she  has  ever  stood 
with  her  arms  extended  in  welcome  to  "Law  Abiding,"  "Law  Making" 
and  "Law  Enforcing"  people;  and  to  this  class  we,  the  Palnolie  Women 
of  the  W.  R.  C.  belong.  Who  is  there  that  ever  stood  for.  the  law 
making  and  law  enforcing  like  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  whose 
Auxilliary  we  are?  None  ever  ranked  so  high  as  those  boys  in  blue. 
Who  went  to  the  front  at  the  call  of  Abraham  Lincoln?  Who  left  their 
homes  and  offered  themselves— a  living  sacrifice  on  the  altar  of  Pal- 
violism?  Who  came  home  after  that  mighty  struggle  and  helped 
restore  a  racked  and  broken  country  to  bring  her  into  her  own  again? 
And  you  are  the  Auxiliary  to  this  army  of  noble  men,  and  as  such, 
Pueblo  welcomes  you  today. 

When  Pueblo  was  in  her  infancy — a  small  town  surrounded  by 
hostile  and  warfaring  Indians — she  was  ready  then,  as  now,  to  receive 
the  soldier  and  his  loved  ones.  Many  times  their  coming  meant  safety 
to  our  homes,  and  as  we  welcomed  you  then  we  welcome  you  today. 
We  do  not  need  your  protection;  but  we  do  need  your  help  in  teaching 
patriotism,  that  our  rising  generation  may  respect,  lienor  and  love 
Old  Glory  and  the  men  who  preserved  to  us  this  broad  land  and 
beautiful  flag. 

It  is  a  common  occurrence  to  see  the  boys  of  'Gl-'65  neglected 
in  the  busy  hurry  of  money-making.  They  are  the  men  of  the  past; 
and  it  is  your  duty  and  my  duty  and  our  duty  to  see  that  history  gives 
to  them  the  honors  and  the  places  they  deserve;  for  we  are  taught 
that  "Greater  life  hath  no  man  than  this  that  he  lay  down  his  life  for 
another."  And  so  as  we  need  to  legislate,  let  us  study  their  interest, 
and  the  best  interests  of  our  country,  and  make  our  laws  to  the  end 
that  people  may  know  us  as  we  are,  a  band  of  Palreole  and  loyal 
women. 

Our  little  city  can  not  boast  of  numerous  beautiful  buildings  or 
any  grand  scenery;  but  she  can  boast  of  warm  and  loving  hearts  and 
hospitable  homes,  and  to  these  I  bid  you  welcome.  May  your  stay 
with  us  be  so  pleasant  that  in  after  years  you  may  think  of  us  with 
pleasure  and  say.  "What  a  splendid  time  we  had.  I  wonder  when  we 
will  meet  in  Pueblo." 

Pueblo  No.  2,  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  has  thought  much  and  often 
of  your  coming.  We  have  all  worked  that  you  might  have  a  pleasant 
time  while  with  us  and  with  your  permission  I  would  like  to  present 
to  this  Convention  the  W.  R.  C.  of  Pueblo. 

Her  Corps,  amid  waving  of  pennants  and  cheers,  marched  to  the 
platform  and  were  introduced  by  their  President. 

Ladies  of  the  Convention:  I  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
you  Pueblo  No.  2  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  and  I  wish  to  especially

ADDRESS   OF   DEPARTMENT   PRESIDENT 
Oihcers  and  Members  of  the  Thirty-Second   Department   Convention': 

""Labor  with   wfia<   zeal  we  will. 
Something  still  remains  undone,  something  nneoiupleted  still." 

Pew  attain  the  height  i.»  which  they  aspire,  ami  the  alloted  time 
is  too  short  to  luvompiisli  all  that  had  been  hoped,  but  my  aim  lias 
beep  the  advancement  of  our  Order.  So  after  a  year  of  earnest 
endeavor  and  faithful  work  in  frying  to  do  my  best  for  the  Depart- 
ment, I  am  now  ready  to  give  an  account  of  tilt  sacred  trust  given 
to  me.  in  ro\  lowing  the  work  J.  wish  it  were  possible  to  give  you  a 
perfect  idea  of  the  work  accomplished,  but  we  can  only  tell  of  the 
results.  I  am  satisfied  (hat  each  otlicer  has  labored  intelligently  and 
with  interest  in  her  work,  at  times  it  has  been  difficult,  but  they  base 
worked  ably  and  with  a  spirit  of  devotion  worthy  the  noble  cause  in 
which  we  are  engaged.  If  you  could  know  the  hours  of  planning  and 
worry  you  would  more  fully  appreciate  these  reports.  I  now  ask 
each  and  every  member  present  to  aid  me  in  my  endeavor  to  make 
this  convention  harmonious,  and  let  us,  as  representative  from  all 
parts  of  this  Department,  concentrate  our  best  thoughts  for  the  up- 
building and  extension  of  our  Order. 
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Membership 

One  of  my  greatest  desires  was  to  increase  the  membership  of  our 
Corps,  but  I  have  fallen  far  short  of  the  number  I  would  like  to  report. 
During  the  months  of  January,  February  and  March,  the  membership 
was  increased  117.  In  April  and  May  132.  This  has  been  a  hard  year 
on  the  older  members  of  the  Corps  as  well  as  the  Grand  Army,  the 
epidemic  of  grippe  has  been  no  respector  of  person  and  many  have 
passed  over  the  "Silent  River."  It  is  hard  in  most  places  to  get  the 
younger  women  to  take  up  our  work.  I  hope  we  may  soon  see  this 
overcome.  While  our  membership  is  small  and  our  per  capita  tax  is 
not  sufficient  for  Department  expenses,  I  do  not  think  it  wise  to  raise 
it  at  present,  so  offer  Recommendation  No.  1,  That  the  per  capita  tax 
remain  the  same,  15  cents  per  member  per  quarter,  and  the  repre- 
sentation to  the  Department  Convention  remain  one  delegate  for 
every  twenty  members  and  one  for  every  major  fraction  thereof. 

Aides 

The  first  part  of  the  year  we  were  unfortunate.  The  Senior  Aide 
was  not  well,  but  we  did  not  wish  her  to  give  up  her  office  as  we  knew 
her  worth  as  an  Aide.  After  spending  two  months  in  California  and 
returning  home  no  better,  May  Hotchkiss  resigned  her  office.  The 
first  of  the  year  Rosetta  Myers  was  appointed  to  fill  the  vacancy.  She 
went  to  work  in  earnest  and  my  thanks  are  due  her  for  all  she  has 
accomplished  in  five  months'  time.  I  know  her  report  contains  much 
of  interest  to  this  Convention.  To  the  Aides,  through  the  Depart- 
ment, my  appreciation  is  expressed  for  your  efforts.  I  feel  sure  your 
harvest  is  not  over,  for  good  seed  has  been  sown  and  greater  results 
are  sure  to  follow.  Through  the  efforts  of  the  Aides,  has  been  added 
to  the  Department  funds  §56.20  in  the  last  three  months;  132  mem- 
bers have  been  added  to  the  Corps,  and  several  Corps  can  report  no 
suspended,  next  quarter,  where  the  first  of  the  year  there  was  as  high 
as  twenty  on  that  list. 

Finances 

This  is  a  subject  for  grave  consideration.  Upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  my  predecessor  and  passed  by  Convention,  $200  was  taken  from 
the  International  Trust  Company's  Bank  at  Denver  to  pay  the  note 
at  Boulder  Bank.  After  which  there  was  just  $105.46  in  Department 
funds.  Only  by  practicing  the  strictest  economy  and  not  doing  many 
things  I  felt  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Department  have  we  been 
able  to  pay  expenses.  The  Treasurer  and  Secretary  have  been  with 
me  in  trying  to  make  our  money  go  as  far  as  possible,  and  we  have 
spent  many  hours  trying  to  find  a  solution  of  this  question.  As  our 
per  capita  tax  is  not  sufficient  for  running  expenses,  some  of  the 
Department  officers  assisted  the  Aides  and  gave  entertainments,  there- 
by adding  a  neat  sum  for  expenses.  1  wish  to  thank  every  one  for 
your  interest  and  help.  I  hope  this  Convention  will  consider  ways 
and  means  for  future  administrations,  for  our  work  is  too  important 
to  have  to  be  neglected  at  this  crisis  in  our  country's  history. 

National  Convention 

This  trip  will  always  be  a  bright  spot  to  look  back  upon  all  through 
my  life.  When  I  feel  discouraged,  if  I  can  get  my  thoughts  drifting 
back  to  the  National  Convention  I  soon  feel  I  can  do  many  things  for 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  The  inspiration  we  receive  there  can  come 
in  no  other  way,  and  my  advice  to  all  members  is  to  attend  every 
National  and  Department  Convention  you  can.  Two  Pullman  cars 
were  placed  on  the  train  in  Denver  for  our  delegation,  which  carried 
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us  through  to  Washington.  While  going  over  the  battlefields  our 
Department  Commander  and  Dr.  Dodge  both  having  been  in  most  of 
these  battles  and  had  been  over  the  ground  several  times  since,  made 
it  very  interesting  by  telling  us  history  and  explaining  the  positions 
of  the  armies  at  different  places.  The  country  is  covered  with  trees 
or  fine  farms,  which  makes  it  hard  to  realize  the  terrible  conflict  that 
was  taking  place  during  the  years  of  1861-18G5.  The  long  journey 
came  to  an  end.  The  Grand  Army  and  Woman's  Relief  Corps  estab- 
lished joint  headquarters,  but  our  rooms  being  in  different  hotels,  we 
were  not  able  to  spend  as  much  time  there  as  we  desired,  but  we 
received  many  courtesies  from  Commander  Burdick  and  we  thank  him 
for  all  favors.  There  were  eight  voting  members  in  our  delegation 
and  all  answered  roll  call  every  session.  There  were  many  places 
of  interest  to  visit,  but  being  on  different  committees,  we  only  took 
time  to  visit  Arlington  Cemetery  and  Mount  Vernon,  where  we  received 
many  lessons  in  patriotism;  and  1  know  all  came  home  with  a  new 
resolve  to  be  a  better  and  truer  member  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 
Our  delegate-at-large  has  a  splendid  report,  but  I  think  every  one 
would  enjoy  it  more  if  we  could  read  it  just  at  convention  time,  so 
make 

Recommendation  No.  2.  That  the  delegate-at-large  present  her 
report  to  the  Corps  in  the  form  of  a  circular  letter  as  soon  after 
National  Convention  as  convenient. 

Inspection 

Inspection  this  year  was  most  thoroughly  done  by  Inspector  Laura 
Tompkins  and  Assistant  Inspector  Cora  Needham,  the  Senior  Vice- 
President.  Only  three  Corps  were  inspected  by  blank,  and  they  were 
ones  given  the  Department  President  to  inspect.  After  dates  were 
made  they  had  to  be  canceled  on  account  of  sickness.  So  Sheridan 
and  Douglas,  Wyo.,  and  Fort.  Morgan,  Colo.,  were  sent  blanks  later. 
Fort  Morgan  being  on  the  road  to  Sheridan,  I  intended  stopping  there 
at  that  time.  I  was  very  sorry  to  miss  visiting  the  two  Corps  in 
Wyoming  and  the  Buffalo  Home,  and  so  this  may  be  changed  and  these 
Corps  receive  a  visit  next  year,  I  offer 

Recommendation  No.  3.  That  a  Wyoming  woman  be  appointed 
as  assistant,  and  will  take  care  of  the  Wyoming  Corps. 

There  should  be  more  Corps  organized  in  Wyoming,  as  there  is 
a  large  country  without  the  influence  of  patriotic  teaching,  and  with 
the  right  woman  in  the  field  excellent  work  could  be  done.  As  inspec- 
tion has  to  be  done  in  September,  October  and  November,  and  often  is 
a  hardship  for  Inspector  or  President  to  visit  Corps  at  that  time,  I  offer 

Recommendation  No.  4.  That  the  inspection  be  done  by  blank,  or 
without  expense  to  the  Department,  and  the  Department  President 
make  official  visits  to  Corps  some  time  during  the  year.  1  feel  this 
will  help  a  greater  number  of  Corps.  To  Cora  Needham,  who  assisted 
in  the  inspection,  I  wish  to  publicly  thank,  as  her  work  was  done  with- 
out expense  to  the  Department.  She  inspected  seven  Corps,  which 
included  the  Durango  district,  and  we  could  not  get  a  circle  ticket  this 
year,  so  the  expense  would  have  been  much  more  than  last. 

Press  Correspondent 

I  find  the  majority  of  Corps  do  not  send  items  to  the  Department 
Press  Correspondent.  I  cannot  tell  why  Corps  neglect  this  important 
part  of  their  work.  If  you  think  it  is  not  interesting  to  other  Corps 
to  hear  what  you  are  doing,  it  is  a  mistake,  and  I  wish  you  would 
change  your  mind.     I  have  spent  a  good  deal  of  time  trying  to  find  a 
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solution  to  this  trouble,  and  believe  if  we  could  make  some  paper  with 
a  wide  circulation  our  oilicial  paper  and -not  change  every  year,  it 
might  be  better,  so  offer 

Recommendation  No.  5.  That  this  Convention  recommend  some 
paper  as  oilicial  paper  for  five  years. 

Patriotic   Work 

Most  Corps  have  done  a  great  deal  of  patriotic  work  this  year. 
While  our  first  duty  is  to  our  comrades  and  their  dependent  ones,  1 
feel  this  part  should  not  be  neglected.  While  other  nations  are  at  war 
we  should  be  teaching  lessons  of  patriotism  in  the  schools.  One  teacher 
told  me  more  enthusiasm  was  created  by  the  essay  contest  than  any 
other  way;  and  by  reports,  there  have  been  only  three  contests  this 
year  in  this  Department. 

"  Tis  love  of  our  country  with  duty  fulfilled, 
'Tis  helping  to  govern  as  God  has  willed, 
'Tis  loyalty  shown,   maintaining  the  cause 
Of  national  honor,  and  keeping  the  laws; 
A   citizen's   glory;    a   nation's   delight — 
'Tis  serving  our  country  with  might  and  right." 

Relief  Work 

The  relief  work  has  been  in  good  hands;  the  chairman  has  been 
watchful  and  faithful.  Wherever  possible  she  has  received  help  from 
the  Corps;  she  has  received  from  Department  funds  $21. uo.  Much  has 
been  given  of  the  necessities  of  life  and  many  hind  words;  also  visits 
made,  which  are  always  appreciated  by  people  in  trouble.  1  believe 
Greeley  and  Cheyenne  should  receive  especial  mention"  for  work  they 
have  done  and  have  received  but.  little  credit  in  tin;  Department — 
work  where  the  right  hand  does  not  know  what  the  left  hand  is  doing. 

Army   Nurses 

Of  our  three  army  nurses,  only  one  lives  in  Colorado.  Susannah 
Sprague  lives  in  Denver  and  writes  that  her  pension  is  a  great  help 
to  her.  Hattie  Harris  lives  in  Los  'Angeles,  Calif.  She  had  the  mis- 
fortune to  lose  her  check  in  October,  but  several  Corps  hearing  it,  sent 
enough  to  make  it  up,  for  which  she  is  very  grateful.  .She  writes  she 
only  hopes  to  be  able  to  come  back  to  Colorado  before  she  is  called 
home.  Sareptia  Patterson,  who  had  made  her  home  in  Grand  Junction 
until  the  death  of  her  husband  last  fall,  went  to  her  sister  in  Auburn, 
Ore.,  where  she  has  the  best  of  care  and  does  not  want  for  anything. 
She  has  been  very  ill  and  at  last  reports  was  growing  weaker,  and  we 
would  not  he  surprised  to  hear  of  her  death  at  any  time.  Thus  are 
these  noble  women  spending  their  last  days.  What  we  can  do  to 
brighten  their  way  is  but  little,  so  let  us  not  miss  an  opportunity. 

Corps 

As  you  heard  in  last  year's  report,  there  were  forty-one  Corps  in 
good  standing  and  one — William  McKinley,  at  Palisade — had  asked 
to  know  how  to  proceed  to  disband,  so  one  of  my  first  duties  was  to 
receive  the  charter  from  this  Corps.  I  feel  there  was  no  help  for  them. 
There  are  only  two  veterans  in  Palisade,  and  the  Corps  had  struggled 
along  for  several  years  on  their  account,  but  we  did  not  lose  many 
of  these  members,  as  eleven  took  transfer  cards  and,  I  hope,  have 
joined  some  Corps  before  this.  Last  quarter,  upon  request  from  Victor 
Corps  and  by  consent  of  council  and  after  spending  two  days  there 
to  investigate,  I  called  in   the   charter  of  Victor  No.  41.     There  are 
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many  noble  women  and  splendid  workers  here,  and  K  had  hoped  ere 
this  they  would  have  reorganized.  1  believe  my  successor's  first  duty 
will  not  be  to  receive  a  charter,  bm  deliver  one.  There  came  a  request 
the  first  of  May  for  a  Corps  at  Lake  City.  Steps  have  been  taken  and 
charter  application  sent  them,  and  so  we  turn  this  work  over  to  the 
next  President  feeling  that  many  Corps  may  be  organized  during  the 
next  year,  as  the  interest   is  splendid. 

Memorial    Day 

With  each  passing  v$#f  tins  day  is  becoming  more  .sacred  to  the 
veterans,  and  the  placing  of  Hags  and  dowers  on   the  graves  of  com- 
rades is  a  duty  we  should  all  appreciate  and  be  glad  wo  are  included 
n  the  exercises  of  this  day.     in  all  hearts  memory  bells  chime  forth 
"We  sh;<!i  meet  but  we  shall  miss   him.  ' 

And  in  thought  we  pray  beside  that  vacant  chair.

That  the  Corps  Aides  be  furnished  with 
proper  blanks  to  fill  out  quarterly.

I  feel  highly  honored  for  the  honor  conferred  upon  me  by  the 
Department  President  and  congratulate  her  upon  her  successful  year 
of  administration.

REPORT   OF   DELEGATE-AT-LARGE   TO    NATIONAL   CONVENTION 

Canon   City,   Colo.,  /April    17,   1.916. 
Mrs.  President  and  Members  of  the  Convention: 

In  accordance  with  my  duty  as  Delegate  at  Large,  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  report  of  the  Thirty-third  National 
Convention  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps,  Held  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
Sept.  29-30  and  Oct.  1,  1915. 

We  boarded  the  official  train  at  Pueblo  at  11:50  P.  M.  Thursday, 
September  23rd.  Friday  morning  daylight  found  tis  on  the  plains  of 
Kansas.  On  looking  through  the  two  special  Pullmans  allotted  to  our 
party  we  found  Commander  Rurdick,  Adjutant  Comstock  and  other 
comrades  of  the  G.  A.  R.  Past  National  President  Mary  L.  Carr, 
National  Inspector  Susie  Carr  McGwire,  Department  President  Mattie 
B.  Stewart*  Senior  Vice  President  Cora  Needham,  and  many  others,  in 
all  about  forty  loyal,  happy  Coloradoans  intent  on  having  a  good  time. 

We  were  sure  proud  to  be  numbered  with  that  delegation. 

We  were  all  that  day  traversing  the  length  of  the  great  state  of 
Kansas,  reaching  Kansas  City,   Mo.,  at  dark. 

Here  the  train  made  a  stop  of  an  hour,  giving  us  time  to  get 
supper  and  view  the  fine  new  Union  Station.  Then  all  aboard  again 
and  across  the  state  of  Missouri  in  the  night.  We  crossed  the  Mis- 
sissippi river  before  daylight,  reaching  Chicago  at  10  A.  M.,  where  a 
stop  of  several  hours  gave  time  for  a  good  long  walk  and  lunch. 

We  left  Chicago  at  1  P.  M.  and  traveled  that  afternoon  through  a 
fine  farming  country. 

We  crossed  the  Ohio  river  at  Cincinnati  after  dark  Saturday 
evening. 

When  we  awoke  Sunday  morning  we  were  in  the  hills  of  West 
Virginia,  and  from  that  on  the  scenery  was  a  grand  succession  ot 
mountains  and  valleys,  and  while  the  hills  are  not  so  lofty  and  rugged 
as  our  own  Rockies,  they  are  very  beautiful,  being  clothed  with  ver- 
dure to  the  very  summits. 

Passing  through  a  long  tunnel  under  the  crest  of  the  Alleghenies, 
we  were  in  Old  Virginia.     Crossing  Jerry's   Run,  Virginia,   is   an  em- 
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bankment  two  hundred  mid  twenty   feet  high,  the  niches!,  railroad  fill 
in  the  world. 

After  leaving  Staunton,  Va.,  we  crossed  the  renowned  Shenandoah 
Valley.  Looking  at  its  peaceful  homes  and  fertile  fields  now,  it  is 
hard  to  realize  that  fifty  years  ago  it  was  one  vast  battle  iiela  almost 
every  foot  of  it  being,  lime  and  again,  hotly  contested  With  shot  and 
shell.     About  noon  we  passed   through   Chariot  tevillo,   Va. 

It  is  said  that  the  country  around  this  city  m  a  radius  of  twenty 
miles  has  produced  nion  Presidents,  statesmen,  jurists  and  foreign 
diplomats  than  ain  other  section  of  the  .same  extern  in  the  United 
States.  We  next  passed  Gordonsviltc,  at  one  tune  headquarters  of 
Gen.  Lee,  and  here  a  ixitlle  was  fought  in  December,  !i»4.  Almost 
every  town  from,  here  to  Washington  was  at  or  near  a  battleindu. 
About  o:-iu  Sunday  afternoon  we  reached  our  destination,  the  most 
beautiful  city  in  the  11  ruled  States,  and  it  bids  fair  m  course  of  Lime 
to  rival  the  capital  cities  01  the  Old  Wot  hi. 

Our  delegation  being  in  advance  ol^  most  others,  we  had  no  trouble 
ill  getting  located  near  headquarters.  Monday  morning  damned  fair 
and  bright.  We  went  to  Hotel  Raleigh,  where  W.  11.  i\  headquarters 
had  been  established,  and  met  some  of  the  National  officers,  Livery 
one  seemed  busy  and  happy.  In  the  afternoon,  in  company  with  out- 
Senior  Vice  President  and  her  husband,  1  visited  Ike  MoriumeiU,  and 
climbed  the  lii'iy  flights  of  eighteen  steps  each,  to  the  windows  from 
where  a  wonderful  view  of  11. e  citj  and  surrounding  country  rewarded 
our  exertion. 

Tuesday  nmn.iim  we  wont  to  headquarters,  registered  and  re- 
ceived our  convention  badges,  and  in  the  attcrnoon  visited  beautiful 
Arlington  National  Oemeter;,.  of  the  many  sad  things  I  saw  there 
nothing  seemed  to  nie  so  suggestive  of  the  horror'  mi'  war  as  did  the 
great  boulder,  hearing  the  inscription,  ''Under  this  stoiie"  lie  the  nones 
of  2,111  unknown  dead  gathered  from  the  battlefield  of  hull  Run, 
and  the  route  to  Ihe  Rappahannock."  Tuesday  evening  occurred  the 
semi-official  meeting  at  Camp  Khnery,  The  National  President  deliv- 
ered a  short  bui    interesting  address. 

Wednesday  at  in  A.  M.  the  Grand  Review  began,  and  it  was  an 
inspiring  sight  to  see  some  twenty  thousand  Grand  Aimy  nun,  able  yet 
to  hot  only  keep  step  to  martial  music,  but  to  help  make  the  music 
with  fife  and  drum. 

The  parade  look  five  hours  to   pass  a  given   point. 

Wednesday  at  a1  1*.  M.  the  first  session  of  the  National-  Conven- 
tion was  called  to  order  by  the  National  President,  Sarah  E.  Fulton, 
in  the  Metropolitan  M.  L.  Church,  the  church  of  !'.  S  Grant,  John  A. 
Logan,  Secretary   Chase  and    Win.   McKinley. 

The  church  was  beautifully  decorated  for  the  occasion. 

This  was  an  open    im  etnig. 

The  National  President's  address  was  very  interesting  and  well 
received.  Kitty-five  resolutions  were  offered  and  referred  to  proper 
committees. 

Greetings  were  received  from  a  number  of  organizations  and 
properly  responded  to. 

Memorial  services  were  then  held  for  those  who  have  passed 
away  during  the  year.

And  in  the  afternoon  visited 
Mt.  Vernon,  the  home  and  burial  place  of  General  Washington  and 
his  family. 

Sunday  we  rested  and  Monday  moniing  began  our  long  journey 
westward. 

I  wish  to  make  one  recommendation.  That  hereafter  the  Delegate 
at  Large  make  her  report  immediately  after  the  National  Convention 
and  the  same  be  sent  to  the  corps  in  the  form'  of  General  Orders.

Olive  C.  Warland  was  born  September  21st,  1841,  at  Charlestown, 

Mass.     Her  early  life  was  spent  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston.     She  was 

married    on    June    5th,    1866,    to    Simpson    D.    Butler,    who,    with    four 

children,   survive   her.

MEMORIAL  TO   AMERICA  ANDERSON    BY   FANNIE   D.   W.    HARDIN 

Mrs.  President,  members  of  the  Thirty-Second  Department  Con- 
vention Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  friends:  i  feel  a  personal  pride  and 
consider  it  a  great  privilege  to  have  the  opportunity  of  saying  a  few 
words  in  this  Memorial  Service,  about  my  friend  and  co-worker, 
America  Anderson. 

It  was  my  good  fortune  to  know  Mrs.  Anderson  and  her  family  for 
many  years.  She  was  past  President  of  George  G.  Meade,  Corps  No.  0, 
of  Denver,  when  1  joined  it  in  1887,  and  so  for  nearly  30  years  we 
were  friends. 

When  she  was   Department    President  in  1890  and  1891,  I  accom- 
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panied  her  on  several  trip*  and  assisted  her  in  organizing  McPherson 
Corps  No.  32  at  Bongmont. 

During  her  administration,  twelve  new  Corps  were;  organized  with 
a  membership  of  two  hundred  and  seventeen.  Mrs'.  Anderson  traveled 
extensively  during  her  year  as  Department  President  and  the  Treas- 
urer's report  shows  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  her  year  $17,1  1)0,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  $600  25,  surely  a  good  showing  for  a  v'oung 
Department. 

She  was  a  charter  member  of^  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  having 
joined  the  National  l'.ody  when  it  was  organized  in  Heaver,  July  25 
and  2',  1883,  trad  was  one  el  fl.e  few  remaining  charter  members  at 
the  time  of  her  going  away  from  us,  and  so,— 

"Whoa  hearts  whoo  loyalty  was  proven, 

Like  hrr's  are  laid  in  the  earth, 
There  .-kould  a  wreath  be  woven, 

To  tell  the  world  their  worth." 

On  January  l.S,  l§\§,  while  faithfully  standing  at.  her  post  of  duty, 
duty  to  her  sons  and  home,  duty  to  her  Clod  and  friends,  America 
Anderson  passed  through  the  gate  of  the  great  beyond  into  the  garden 
of  eternal  rest. 

My  friends,  we  are  gathered  today  to  do  honor  to  her  memory. 
Among  beautiful  (lowers  she  was  peacefully  laid  to  rest  by  the  side 
of  her  soldier  husband,  in  Riverside  Cemetery,  while  her  sons  and 
friends  were  left  to  mourn. 

"We  paused  and  breathed  a  prayer  above  the  sod, 
And  left  her  to  her  rent  and  Cod," 

Hut  our  sadness  illumines  and  does  not  sadden  this  assemblage  of  her 
friends  and  co-workers,  and  so. this  afternoon,  may  we  as  members  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  and  Comrades  of  the  Grand  Army,  as  we 
march  swiftly  toward  the  setting  sun  of  life,  stand  up  for  the  right 
as  did  the  subject  (vf  this  Memorial,  and  also  may  we,  as  brave 
soldiers,  and  loyal  women,  exemplify  in  our  lives  this  message  that 
you  have  heard  from  the  beginning,  "That  we  love  one  another." 

Included  in  this  Memorial  is  an  historical  sketch  of  Mrs.  Ander- 
son, furnished  by  her  sons,  Archie  and  Charley  Anderson: 

AMERICA  ANDERSON,  daughter  of  Jesse  K.  and  Jane  Archer, 
died  on  January  8.  DUG,  in  her  7&rd  year.  She  was  united  in  marriage 
on  October  21,  ISCU,  to  James  Wafers  Anderson,  who  served  during 
the  Civil  War  as  Captain,  Company  Q.  10th  Illinois  Volunteer  Infantry, 
and  who  died  April  15.  1 S 9 •  "i .  Their  two  sons,  Archie  R  and  Charles 
H.,  survive  them.  Her  life  was  associated  with  the  affairs  of  soldiers, 
as  her  grandfather  Zachariah.  being  a  soldier  of  the  Revolutionary 
War,  her  father  serving  with  the  Illinois  troops  during  the  Black 
Hawk  War.  During  the  Civil  War,  her  husband  and  one  brother 
foimht  with  the  Union  forces,  while  three  brothers  battled  on  the  side 
of  the  Confederates.  During  this  war  she  resided  with  her  mother 
and  a  sister  on  their  farm  near  Marshall,  Illinois,  and  on  account  of 
the  scarcity  of  male  help,  she  and  her  sister  were  compelled  to  per- 
form the  usual  work  incident  to  farming.  A  Soldier's  Aid  Society  was 
organized  at  Marshall  and  she  became  a  member  of  same  and  worked 
zealously  for  the  Union  soldiers.  The  family  removed  to  Denver  in 
1880,  and  shortly  thereafter  she  became  a  member  of  a  local  society 
to  aid  soldiers.  She  continued  in  this  society  until  the  organization 
in  1883  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  of  which  she  was  a  charter 
member.  She  was  elected  President  of  Meade  (now  Byron  L.  Carr 
Corps)    and   in    1890   Department    President,    and    held    offices    in    the

Pearl  Graham  Sapp. 

In  the  gathering  together  of  the  members  of  this  great  Order  in 
convention,  each  year  brings  iis  own  sorrow,  when  we  miss  the  Kindly 
clasp  of  hands  and  the  smile  from  loved  faces  that  have  passed  to  the 
Great  Beyond.     The  year  just   passed  has  been  no  exception,  and  the  ; 

ranks  of  our  Order  have  been  greatly  thinned.  Burdens  have  been 
laid  aside  and  busy  hands  silently  folded  in  the  sleep  that  wakes 
no  more. 

Our  sister,  Pearl  Graham  Sapp,  beloved  wife  of  lion.  Dexter  T. 
Sapp,  died  August  10th,  IViir,,  at  Pueblo,  Colo.  The  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  and  particularly  Gunnison  Corps  No.  12,  loses  an  ellieient, 
earnest  worker.  Her  gentle  spirit  entered  into  rest  after  an  illness 
of  only  a  few  months'  duration. 

In  the  passing  of  our  sister  we  are  again  called  upon  to  mourn  the 
untimely  death  of  one  in  the  full  bloom  of  her  womanhood;  her  life 
radiating  refinement  and  gentleness:  She  was  born  in  Texas  thirty- 
nine  years  ago,  losing  her  parents  at  the  tender  age  of  two  years,  and 
was  married  in  Gunnison,  May,  1907),  to  Dexter  T.  Sapp.  Mrs.  Sapp 
was  a  devout  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  her  Christianity  lived 
by  many  deeds  of  kindness  and  love.  She  was  also  an  active  club 
woman,  being  assistant  secretary  of  the  Monday  Afternoon  Club  and 
a  member  of  the  Philharmonic:  and  Choral  Societies.  As  a  soldier's 
daughter  she  took  a  keen  interest  in  patriotic  work;  tile  wife  of  a 
veteran,  Dexter  T.  Sapp,  who  was  Past  Department  Commander  of  the 
G.  A.  R.  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming.  During  the  year  P.Do  she  was 
Department  Secretary  under  Mrs.  Sill's  administration  as  President  of 
the  Woman's  Relief  Corps;  she  was  also  Past  Department  President 
of  the  Daughters  of  Veterans. 

How  many  noble  deeds,  kindly  actions,  loving  words,  still  live  in 
our  hearts  and  keep  in  memory  our  sister  co-worker,  who  has  lifted 
the  curtain  and  passed  into  the  haven  of  our  Heavenly  Fathers  eternal 
love  and  care.  We  cannot  mourn  for  her.  "God  giveth  His  beloved 
sleep." 

In  nearly  every  Corps  room  there  is  a  vacant  chair,  but  in  the 
hearts  of  the  Corps  members  will  live  the  memory  of  Pearl  Graham 
Sapp,  who  was  called  early  to  rest  from  her  labors.  When  our  sum- 
mons comes  may  we  receive  our  Heavenly  Father's  comemndation, 
"Well  done,  thy  good  and  faithful  servant,  enter  thou  into  the  joys 
of  thy  Lord."

12.  That  the  Corps  Patriotic  Instructor  send  a  written  report  to 
Department  Patriotic  Instructor  the  first  of  January,  after  her  year's 
work  is  finished,  instead  of  ten  days  before  convention  as  before.

26.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  secure  the  early  history 
of  this  Department  and  have  it  hound  with  the  Journals,  said  com- 
mittee to  consist  of  Past  Department  President  Catherine  (!.  Kennedy, 
America  Anderson,  Mary  L.  Karr,  Eioise  S.  Lehow,  Libbie  K.  Daniels; 
Mrs.  Lehow  to  act  as  Secretary.  And  that  all  expenses  of  the  com- 
mittee be  itemized  and  paid  by  Department  Treasurer  on  regularly 
drawn  orders  on  approval  of  Department  President. 

27.  That  after  five  years,  letter  files  be  returned  to  the  President 
during  whose  administration  they  were  written,  except  for  the  years 
1884  to  1886. 

28.  That  files  of  General  Orders  be  destroyed  after  two  years. 

29.  That,  as  full  and  complete  reports  of  all  officers  are  printed 
in  the  Journal,  only  a  summary  of  the  Chaplin's  Instituting  and  In- 
stalling Officer's  and  Inspector's  report  be  read  in  Convention. 

30.  That  the  election  of  officers  at  Department  Convention  shall 
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take  place  at  the  afternoon  session  of  the  second  day,  and  the  election 
be  made  the  first  order  of  business  at  that  same  session.

36.  That  insurance  be  carried  on  stock  in  the  hands  of  the 
Department  Treasurer. 

37.  That  a  school  of  instruction  be  held  at  Department  Conven- 
tions in  place  of  exemplification  of  the  Ritual. 

38.  That  the  design  on  our  Department  banner  be  adopted  as 
the  design  for  the  badge  of  delegates  from  this  Department  to  the 
National  Convention,  and  that  a  die  be  cast  for  the  same. 

39.  That  we  discontinue  the  carrying  of  the  banner  to  any  De- 
partment or  National  Convention  outside  of  Denver. 

40.  That  record  be  kept  at  headquarters,  giving  the  date  of 
organization  of  Corps  and  names  of  charter  members;  also  a  record 
of  all  disbanded  Corps  and  causes  of  same,  with  a  lull  list  of  members 
in  good  standing  at  the  time  of  disbandment. 

41.  That  Mary  L.  Carr  be  continued  the  custodian  of  the  charter 
records  of  this  Department. 

42.  That  if  Department  roster  is  printed,  it  be  printed  in  form 
of  General  Orders.

54.  That  the  Department  President  he  authorised  to  withdraw 
at  her  discretion,  any  part  of  the  fund  now  on  deposit  in  the  Inter- 
national Trust.  Company's  Rank  in  the  City  of  Denver,  to  meet

55.  That  each  administration  pay  all  claims,  including  Depart- 
ment Convention  expenses,  upon  regularly  drawn  orders  rip  the  De- 
partment Treasurer  befarei   installation  of  new  officers.

The  Thirty-third  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
will  be  held  in  Washington,  D.  C,  the  week  beginning  September  27th. 
On  account  of  the  unsettled  condition  of  the  rates,  1  think  it  will 
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be  more  satisfactory  for  me  to  copy  what  Commander  Burdick  has 
given  the  Comrades  in  his  Circular  Letter  regarding  rates,  route  and 
time  schedule. 

I.  Kates.  The  present  lowest  tourist  round  trip  rates  from  Den- 
ver,  Colorado  Springs,  Pueblo  and  intermediate  points,  including 
Cheyenne,  Wyo.,  to  Washington  is  $68.20.  This  takes  into  consider- 
ation going  and  coming  on  the  same  road,  with  fee  exception,  prob- 
ably, that  a  diverse  routing  may  be  obtained  from  Chicago  West. 
Diverse  routing  from  Washington,  returning  via  water  and.  rail,  $79.50; 
all  rail,  $77.70.  Remember,  these  are  tourists'  rates,  but  may  be 
lowered  for  the  Grand  Army  National  Encampment,  information  of 
which  I  hope  to  give  you  "within  the  next  few  days." 

II.  Sleeper  Fares.  These  rates  will  probably  not  be  changed. 
Tourist  rates  from  Denver  to  Chicago,  $.3.00;  from  Denver  to  Wash- 
ington, $5.25,  depending  on  whether  upper  or  lower  berth  is  taken. 
Upper  berths  are  a  little  cheaper  than  lower  berths.     Pullman  sleeper 

.rates  are  double  tourist  rates. 

III.  Routing.  We  now  expect  to  use  the  Santa  Fe  road  from 
Denver  to  Chicago;  the  Big  Four  from  Chicago  to  Cincinnati,  and  the 
Chesapeake  &  Ohio  from  thence  to  Washington,  over  the  old  hattle 
fields  of  Virginia. 

From  Washington,  returning,  diverse  routing,  Norfolk  &  Wash- 
ington steamboat  to  Norfolk,  thence  by  the  Old  Dominion  Steamship 
Line  to  New  York  City;  from  New  York  City  up  the -Hudson  to 
Albany;  from  Albany  via  rail  to  Buffalo,  thence  by  boat  to  Cleveland 
or  Detroit,  and  rail  to  Chicago.  This  is  known  as  the  diverse  water 
route,  and  will  cost  about  $X.u0  extra.  If  all  rail  is  preferred,  diverse 
routiner,  the  fare  will  be  about  $6.00  extra.  The  New  York  Central 
and  Michigan  Central,  via  Niagara  Falls,  will  probably  be  the  roads 
used  from  New  York  City  to  Chicago,  and  from  Chicago  West,  the 
Chicago  &  Northwestern  and  Union  Pacific  Trunk  Line.  It  must  be 
remembered  that  if  a  single  routing  is  preferred  at  the  lowest  price 
for  ticket,  one  must  return  over  the  same  road  used  going,  at  least  to 
Chicago.    Definite  rates  to  be  given  later. 

W.     Time  Limitation  on  tickets  will  be  allowed  to  October  31. 

V.     Stopovers,  at  any  point,  allowed  on  returning. 

VT.  Official  Train.  If  a  sufficient  number  signifying  their  inten- 
tions to  go  to  Washington  from  this  Department,  an  official  train  will 
be  made  up  in  Denver,  consisting  of  several  day  coaches  and  sleepers, 
to  go  through  to  Washington  without  change.  In  order  to  obtain  this, 
it  will  be  necessary  for  all  to  go  together,  and  it  would  be  a  good  plan 
for  those  intending  to  go  to  send  their  names  to  headquarters,  and 
especially  so  if  sleeper  reservations  are  wanted.  Those  living  along 
the  line  of  the  Santa  Fe,  or  South  or  West,  need  not  come  to  Denver.

TUESDAY   AFTERNOON. 

The  Thirty-third  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  convened  in  Odd  Fel- 
lows' Hall,  Longmont,  Colo.,  June  19,  1917,  and  was  called  to  order 
at  3  o'clock  by  the  Department  President,  Loretta  Mummah.  "Amer- 
ica" was  sung  by  the  Convention,  after  which  the  Hag  salute,  led  by 
the   color  bearers,  v$$%   given. 

Moved  by  Fannie  D.  W.  Hardin,  seconded  by  Frances  Ketterman, 
that  the  session  be  an  open  one  until  after  the  reading  of  the  Presi- 
dent's address.     Motion  carried. 

The  President  introduced  Past  National  President  Mary  L.  Carr, 
of  Longmont,  who,  in  her  usual  expressive  manner,  extended  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  members  of  the  Convention. 

Address  of  Welcome. 
Mrs.    President   and   Representatives   of   the    Woman's    Relief    Corps: 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  have  the  opportunity  of  extending  a  wel- 
come to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  Thirty-third  Department 
Convention  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  to  my  home  town.  For  a 
a  long  time  we  have  hoped  that  the  Grand  Army  would  decide  to 
hold  its  encampment  in  Longmont,  and  now  that  our  hopes  are 
realized  we  trust  that  all  will  receive  a  full  measure  of  anticipated 
pleasures   during  your   stay  in   this   city. 

We  have  no  historic  places  for  you  to  visit,  no  works  of  art 
for  you  to  admire,  no  theaters  where  you  can  listen  to  grand  opera, 
and  no  museums  to  interest  you,  but  in  a  ten  minutes'  ride  we  can 
show  you  some  of  the  great  wheat  fields  that   furnish  grain  for  our 
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large  flouring  mills  which  produce  the  brand  of  flour,  "Pride  of  the 
Rockies,"  that  every  good  housewife  knows  makes  the-  finest  bread 
in  the  world.  You  can  also  see  the  immense  fields  of  beets  that  are 
made  into  sugar  by  the  largest  sugar  factory  in  Northern  Colorado, 
which  is  located  in  our  town.  We  have  no  extensive  parks  for  you 
to  rest  in,  but  our  citizens  have  arranged  to  give  you  a  ride  to 
Estes  Park,  where  you  can  hold  a  picnic  amid  the  grand  scenery 
of  the   Rockies. 

It  will  be  a  delightful  all  day's  trip  and  I  trust  you  will  enjoy 
it,  and  when  you  return  that  you  will  be  ready  to  enter  upon  the 
work  of  the  Convention,  for  the  time  is  near  when  we  will  be  called 
upon  to  help  in  certain  lints  of  work  those  who  have  gone  abroad  to 
fight  the  battles  of  other  countries  and  we  should  be  prepared  to 
render  aid  whenever  called  upon  in  this  great  crisis  in  which  our 
country  is  involved. 

Julia  E.  Killam,  of  Byron  L.  Carr  Corps  of  Denver,  responded 
graciously  in  behalf  of  the  Convention. 

Response  to  Address  of  Welcome. 

Mrs.   President,  Members  of  the  Convention: 

My  dear  Mrs.  Carr,  in  responding  to  your  cordial  words  of 
welcome  we  wish  to  express  our  sincere  appprcciation  of  same 
and  assure  you  how  deeply  we  feel  the  honor  to  be  welcomed  by 
you  to  this  beautiful  little  city,  the  home  of  our  National  charter 
member  and  Past  National  President,  our  beloved  Mary  L.  Carr.  We 
fully  realize  the  efforts  of  your  citizens,  the  Corps'  members  and 
friends  to  prepare  for  our  pleasure  as  well  as  our  comforts  while 
with  you.  We  look  forward  with  joy  to  the  promised  trip  to  Estes 
Park,  whose  majestic  scenic  beauty  is  unsurpassed,  and  note  with 
pride  that  the  citizens  of  Longmont  believe  in  "Seeing  Colorado 
Eirst."

I  welcome  yon  ljiost  cordially,  dear  friends,  to  this  Thirty-third 
Department  Convention.  We  have  met  in  this  beautiful  little  city  of 
Longmont,  Colorado,  the  home  of  our  Past  National  President,  Mary 
L.  Carr — our  own  "Mary.  Also  the  home  of  Past  Department  Presi- 
dent and  Past  National  Inspector,  Susie  Carr  Met*  wire.  We  meet- 
to  render  an  account  of  work  accomplished  and  to  legislate  for  the 
best  and  highest  interests  of  our  Order.  Let  this  be  done  in  a 
spirit  of  Fraternity,  Charity  and  Loyalty,  remembering  that  we  are 
the  'true  auxiliary  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  whose  ranks 
are  growing  thinner  year  by  year.  Those  left  to  us  grow  more  feeble 
and  more  in  need  ol"  our  love,  sympathy  and  financial  assistance. 
Soon,  the  Grand  Army  that  is  will  be  the  Grand  Army  that  was.  Let 
us  renew  our  efforts  "for  their  comfort  and  pleasure. 

Once  again,  I  ask  the  co-operation  and  support  of  each  mem- 
ber here  assembled,  to  assist  me  in  making  this  Convention  a  pleas- 
ant and  profitable  one  to  our  Order;  one.  that  we  may  always  look 
back  upon  with  pleasure,  knowing  that  charity  and  loving  kindness, 
one  towrard  another,  were  the  threads  of  gold  which  wre  wove  into 
the  pattern  of  this   Convention  of   1917. 

Finances. 

Our  finances  have  been  those  of  great  consideration  and  constant 
care,    but,    by    the    practice    of    the    strictest    economy,    leaving    many 
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things  undone  I  had  hoped  to  accomplish  for  the  upbuilding  and 
good  of  our  Order,  we  have  been  able,  without  an  additional  call 
direct  to  Corps  for  financial  assistance,  to  pay  all  bills,  and  improve 
the   condition   of  our  treasury   somewhat. 

This  has  been  a  problem — with  the  great  advance  in  price  of  all 
stationery  and  printing  matter  (which  have  been  more  than  one-third 
over  any  previous  year),  increase  in  price  of  flags  and  all  supplies 
from  National.  Too,  each  year,  the  demands  on  our  Order  are 
greater.  The  number  of  general  orders  and  circular  letters  was 
reduced  both  in  numbers  and  amount  printed.  There  has  been  no 
roster  for  1917  printed,  hoping  to  make  the  Convention  roller  answer. 

The  Catherine  Kennedy  Journal  (owing  to  increase  in  price  of 
printing)  cost  us  $44.00  instead  of  $30.00,  the  original  price  given. 
After  consulting  with  Department  Counselor,  Mrs.  Kennedy  and 
others,  a  letter  was  written  to  each  member  of  the  Council,  asking 
permission  to  place  a  price  of  25  cents  per  copy  on  this  journal.  By 
unanimous  consent,  this  was  given,  which  brought  in  a  small  revenue 
to  our  treasury.     Each.  Corps  was  given  a  journal   for  filing. 

Farragut  Corps  No.  1  contributed  $15.00  to  this  fund,  which  was 
greatly  appreciated  by  the  Department  and  your  President.  With 
our  finances  so  low,  I  felt  I  could  not  spare  the  money  from  out 
treasury  to  pay  the  dues  of  our  Order  to  the  Washington-Lincoln 
Memorial   Society  at   Denver. 

When  Fannie  D.  W.  Hardin  learned  of  this,,  she  paid  the  dues, 
donating  it  to  the  Department.  To  Mrs.  Hardin  for  this  and  other 
financial  assistance  to  us,   I  am  deeply  indebted  and  grateful. 

Having  two  or  three  Corps  that  are  making  a  heroic  fight  foi 
existence  and  could  not  pay  an  increase  in  per  capita  lax,  I  offer 
therefore: 

Recommendation  No.  1:  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  the 
same — 15  cents  per  member  per  quarter. 

Recommendation  No.  2:  That  the  representation  to  Department 
Convention  remain  one  delegate  for  every  twenty  members,  and  one 
for   every   major    fraction    thereof. 

Wishing  to  leave  as  much  money  as  possible  in  the  treasury  for 
starting  the  new  administration,  we  have  not  responded  to  the  call 
from  National  President  to  Departments  for  contributon  toward  the 
refurnishing  of  Andersonville  Cottage.  As  the  per  capita  tax  foi 
this  quarter  will  amount  to  over  $300.00  and  will  be  due  in  less  than 
a  fortnight,  I  offer: 

Recommendation  No.  3:  That  the  incoming  President  send 
$5.00  from  this  per  capita  tax  to  the  Anderson  Prison  Cottage  Fund. 

National  Convention. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  August  27th,  the  delegates  to  the  Thirty- 
fourth  National  Convention  left  Denver,  Colorado  Springs^  and 
Pueblo  for  Kansas  City,  Missouri,  on  the  official  train  of  the  Grand 
Army. 

The  Missouri  Pacific  Company  had  placed  a  congenial  and 
courteous  guide  in  charge  of  this  train;  the  menu  cards  of  the  diner 
were  a  compliment   to   our  comrades. 

Arriving  in  Kansas  City  about  ten  o'clock  Monday,  we  met  a 
warm  reception,  for  by  this  time  we  realized  that  we  were  deprived 
of    the    cool    summer   breezes    of    our    dear    old    Colorado    mountains 

Joint  headquarters  were  established  for  Grand  Army  and  W.  R. 
C.  at   Hotel  Kupper,  where  many  friends   called  and   registered. 

Thac  afternoon  was  spent  in  paying  our  respects  to  National 
headquarters  and  Department  headquarters,  placing  our  credentials 
and  receiving  delegate  badges. 
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Tuesday,  the  ladies  of  our  party  and  some  of  the  comrades 
visited  the  National  Home  at  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  Tins  was  a 
great  pleasure,  escorted  through  the  several  buildings,  walking-  about 
the  beautiful  grounds,  talking  with  many  of  the  2,200  comrades  en- 
rolled; there  was  sunshine  and  plenty — everywhere. 

On  Wednesday,  at  tnree  o'clock  p.  m..  Convention  was  called 
to  order. 

On  Thursday  the  memorial  $e  vices  were  held  for  ten  fast  Na- 
tional officers,  fourteen  army  nurses,  seventeen  f'asi  Department 
Presidents  and  3,010.  members  of  tin:   Order. 

Beautiful  and  impressive  was  llie  tribute  paid  at  this  service  to 
our  Past  Department  President,  America  Anderson,  by  Past  National 
Secretary,   Fannie    I).    W.    Hardin. 

Our  evenings  were  spent  in  attending  receptions  and  campfires, 
at  which  we  did  our  best  to,  ntu  ud  all,  but  of  times  found  the  even- 
ings all  too  short. 

The  indescribable  inspiration  one  gains  by  attending  a  National 
Convention,  mingling  and  clasping  hands  with  so  many  brilliant  and 
wise  women,  coming  in  touch  with  so  graml  a  body,  is  a  good  tonic 
of  stimulus   for  the    year's  work. 

Work  ot  the  Year. 

The  reports  of  the  several  officers  who  have  been  associated 
with  me  will  soon  be  givtn. 

The  correspondenc  •  this  year  has  been  heavy  ;  I  have  tried  to 
answer  each  letter  as  promptly  as  possible.  1  have  personally  written 
851.  letters  and  cards. 

If  rules  and  regulations  were  studied  as  they  shouk}  be,  it  would 
lessen  the  correspondence  of  your   Department    la  <. .-ndent. 

1  have  issued  live  General  Orders;  one  Memorial  Order;  have 
granted  five  dispensation  s  lot  special  work;  have  approved  four 
copies  of  by-laws;  sent  out  one  pass-word ;  have  answered  all  ques- 
tions submitted  to  me  in  accordance  with  my  best  judgment  and 
ability. 

I  had  the  very  great  pleasure  of  installing  the  officer's  of  my  own 
Corps,  Colorado  Springs  Corps  No.  4,  in  public  joint  installation 
with  Post  and  Corps.  I  also  installed  the  officers  o\  the  Auxiliary 
to  Serman  Camp,  Sons   of  Veterans,  No.  4. 

An  honor  and  pleasure  was  conferred  by  our  National  President 
in    detailing    me    to    install    National    Inspector    Laura    Malony. 

One  of  my  efforts  and  desires  was  to  increase  the  membership 
of  our  Corps.  With  our  death  rate  so  heavy  we  must  constantly 
work  to  refill  our  ranks,  and  while  1  am  pleased  with  the  increase 
in  membership,  I  should  like  to  have  reported  it  greater.  1  have 
written  many  letters  wherever  there  is  a  Post  without  a  Corps,  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  an  Auxiliary,  but  my  efforts  have  been 
fruitless  except  in  one  or  two  places,  from  which  I  think  good  results 
will   follow. 

Inspection. 

The  Department  Inspector,  Dora  C.  Newell,  has  been  efficient 
and  untiring  in  her  efforts  for  the  advancement  of  our  Order.  She 
will  later  make  a  detailed   report   to  you. 

In  order  to  save  expense,  1  was  obliged  to  combine  some  of  my 
official  visits  with  those  of  Inspector.  For  courtesies  received  and 
royal  hospitality  extended  while  on  this  tour  of  visits,  I  will  ever 
hold   pleasant   memories   and   high    appreciation. 

At  the  time  of  inspection  we  did  not  have  the  money  for  anyone 
to  make  the  expensive  visit  to  the  Home  at  Buffalo  and  for  the  pur- 
pose  of   inspecting   the   John    Schuller   Corps   at    Sheridan,    Wyoming.

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Therefore,  I  commissioned  Lydia  Robbins  to  inspect  the  Corps. 
hopeful  that  before  the  close  of  this  administration  this  Home  would 
receive  an  official  visit,  and  only  last  week  were  my  fond  hopes 
realized  by  our  Department  Inspector  making  the  visit  both  to  the 
Corps  at  Sheridan  and  the  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Buffalo, 
Wyoming,  at  an   expense  of  $12.00  to   the   Department. 

To  my  loyal,  painstaking  Department  Inspector,  who  has  been 
indefatigable  in  her  work,  I  wish  to- publicly  give  thanks,  for  to  you, 
Mrs.  Newell,  we  are  indebted  for  your  having  made  the  cost  of  the 
annual  inspection  a  minimum  outlay  to  the   Department. 

Official  Visits. 

With  forty  Corps  scattered  over  two  large  states,  the  traveling 
expenses  are  heavy,  but  I  have  endeavored  to  keep  them  as  low  as 
possible.  I  regret  that  I  was  unable  to  visit  all  Corps  in  the  De- 
partment. I  have,  however,  visited  thirty-two;  of  the  remaining 
eight,  six  received  a  visit  from  Department  Inspector,  leaving  but 
two,  No.  7  at  Rock  Springs,  and  No.  20  at  Larimer,  Wyoming,  not 
visited  by  a  Department  officer  this   year. 

I  was  privileged  to  make  many  visits  in  company  with  Depart- 
ment Commander,  where,  in  most  cases,  the  W.  R.  C.  meeting  was 
held  in  the  afternoon,  with  the  Commander  as  a  visitor;  in  the 
evenings  a  campfire  of  all  patriotic  societies  and  friends  was  held,  at 
which    Department   Commander   and   myself   spoke. 

Everywhere  we  were  royally  welcomed,  and  our  messages  favor- 
ably appreciated.  These  were  meetings  of  social  fraternity  and 
enjoyment. 

The  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Monte  Vista. 

My  visit  to  the  Home  remains  as  one  of  the  pleasant  memories 
of  my  year's  work  as  your  Department  President. 

I  spent  Thanksgiving  Day  and  the  day  following  at  the  Home. 
A  splendid,  well-cooked  dinner  was  served,  for  which  a  rousing  cheer 
of  thanks  was  given  Commandant  Hogle. 

In  the  evening  all  attended  the  picture  show  given  in  the  Assem- 
bly Hall.  This  is  a  pleasure  greatly  appreciated  by  all  who  reside 
at  the  Home.  Everything  possible  seems  to  be  provided  for  the 
welfare  and  comfort  of  the  veterans.  The  sick  and  infirm  are  tenderly 
cared  for  and  everything  possible  done  to  comfort  them  in  their 
declining  years.  The  Woman's  Hospital  Ward,  under  Mrs.  Lehow's 
supervision,  is  a  splendid  and  much-needed  acquisition..  Here  a 
trained  nurse  also  administers  to  the  care  and  comfort  of  the  wives 
and  widows  of  the  veterans,  who,  while  living  at  the  Home,  may 
become  ill. 

While  at  the  Home  I  visited  every  member  of  the  Home  family; 
went  through  every  department  of  the  institution,  as  well  as  inspected 
the  stock  and  farm. 

Many    things    are    constantly    being    added    for    the    increase    of 

comfort  and  pleasure,  but  one  thing  is  needed  badly  and  that  is  more 

cottage   room,   that   the   comrade   and  wife   may   pass   their   declininf 

years  together,  and  some  provision  made  whereby  the  widow  needfu

For  the  work  accomplished  by  this  committee  this  year  the 
whole  Department  is  indebted— after  eight  years  of  hard  work  to  get 
a  bill  passed  for  the  appointment  of  a  woman  on  the  Soldiers'  and 
Sailors'   Home   Board. 

It  is  with  pride  that  I  report  to  you  thai  our  Legislative  Com- 
mittee, composed  of  Fannie  D.  \Y.  Hardin,  Thalia  Rhoades,  Julia 
E.  Killam  and  Margaret  IL  Walrond,  secured  the  long  coveted  prize. 
To  the  chairman  and  committee,  your  Department  President  is 
indeed  most  grateful  and   appreciative. 

Journals. 

As  National  and  Denai  trm.  nt  Journals  accumulate,  it  is  an  ex- 
pense to  the  Department  to  have  these  transported  from  place  to 
place  as  change  in  administration  is  made,  Then,  too,  through  the 
efforts  of  Past  National  President,  Alary  L.  Carr,  there  has  been 
placed  in  the  public  library  of  Denver  thirty-one  round  National 
Journals,   which   the   public   have   free   access   to.      I   offer: 

Recommendation  No,  5:  That  only  one  copy  of  the  National 
Journal,  the  last  issue,  be  kept  in  the  Department  trunk;  ihe  re- 
maining numbers  to  be  placed  in  the  G.  A.  R.  room  in  the  Capitol 
Building  at  Denver;  that  iKiiiiriini'iit  Presidents  be  permitted  to  use 
these  Journals  as  desiri  I  returning  them  to  custa^itn  after  using 
the  same;  also  to  further  relieve  our  expense  of  transportation, 
I   oiler: 

Recommendation  hh).  6:  That  standing  decision  No.  27  be 
rescinded,  and  as  a  substitute  1  recommend  that  after  'one  year, 
letter  hies  be  returned  to  the-  President  during  whose  administration 
they   were   written,   provided    sue   pay    expense    of    returning    same. 

Patriotic   Work. 

Tltis  year  has  been  a  harvest  of  opportunities  for  patriotic  work.

Day  the  tablet  was  unveiled  with  appropriate  exercises  in  charge  of 
Department  Patriotic  Inspector  Amelia  Capps.  This  tablet  is  a 
masterpiece  of  sublime  patriotic  inspiration,  a  grand  sermon  of 
patriotism  to  all  who  may  read,  a  monument  to  our  immortal  hero, 
Abraham  Lincoln.

REPORT  OF  LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE. 

Headquarters  Legislative  Committee. 
Denver,   Colorado.

Woman's   Relief   Corps,   Department   of   Colorado   and    Wyoming 

Madam: 

In  compliance  with  rules  and  regulations  we  hereby  submit  tlu 
following  report  of  work  done  by  the  Legislative  Committee.  Since 
our  last  annual  convention  the  "Ashbrook  Widow's  Pension.  Bill" 
has  become  a  law,  it  having  passed  the  House  of  Congress  on  tin 
19th  of  June,  1916,  and  the  Senate  on  the  7th  day  of  September,  1916, 
and  was  signed  by  President  Wilson  on  the  8th  day  of  September  oi 
the  same  year.  The  Legislative  Committee  of  this  Department  arc 
gratified  that  this  bill  became  a  law  and  feel  that  in  a  small  degree 
they  were  instrumental  in  the  passage  of  same.  We  of  the  commit- 
tee fully  realize  the  good  these  widows  have  derived  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  bill,  by  the  many  inquiries  and  assistance  given  those 
seeking  the  benefits  as  well  as  the  cordial  expressions  of  gratitude 
for  our  help.  There  is  now  before  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
an  amendment  to  this  bill  by  Hon.  Mr.  Chas.  E.  Fuller  of  Illinois 
(H.  R.  2572),  to  give  to  all  widows  of  deceased  soldiers  a  pension 
of  $20.00  per  month  regardless  of  age.  We  have  written  the  Com- 
mittee on  Invalid  Pensions  endorsing  the  amendment  and  requesting 
their  favorable  consideration,  also  a  letter  was  written  to  the  author 
of  the  amendment. 

Several  attempts  were  made  to  get  in  touch  with  the  Grand 
Army  Legislative  Committee  of  this  Department  but  up  to  February 
1st,  1917,  the  last  day  for  introduction  of  bills,  no  meeting  of  the  joint 
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committee  had  been  held  and  your  commiitee  feeling  the  necessity 
of  having-  our  bill,  to  change  the  law  to  allow  the  governor  to  ap- 
point a  woman  member  on  the  S.  &  S.  Home  Board,  framed  the  bill 
and  took  it  to  the  legislative  hall  and  requested  Representative  Hugh 
R.  Steele  to  introduce  it  for  us,  which  he  very  willingly  did.  J  he 
Memorial  Association  of  the  Grand  Army  of  Denver  having  gone 
on  record  as  opposed  to  having  a  woman  on  the  S.  &  S.  Home 
Board,  we  could  not:  request  their  representative  in  the  Legislature 
(C.  M.  Bills)  to  introduce  or  support  our  bill,  in  fact  he  persistently 
opposed  your  committee  and  the  bill.  Regardless  of  all  opposition, 
our  bill  passed  first  and  second  reading  45  for  .mi.  12  against,  on 
final  reading  the  measure  passed  with  but  eight  dissenting  rotes. 
When  the  bill  went  to  the  Senate  for  action  we  placed  it  in- the 
hands  of  Senator  Ague.-,  Kiddle,  who  very  ably  supported  us,  and 
after  much  harcj  work  lobbying,  committee  meetings  (one  of  the 
mo>t  important  of  which  was  attending  the  "Special  Calendar  Com- 
mittee," by  Julia  E.  K.illam,  who  secured  a  place  upon  the  Special 
Calendar  for  our  bill,  otherwise  it  would  have  tailed  to  have  been 
readied  this  session),  and  almost  constant  attendance  oi  the  session 
by  all  or  some  members  of  ike  committee,  the  bill  was  finally  passed 
the  last  day  before  llo  session  closed  with  but  three  dissenting'  votes. 
Earlv  the  following  day  your  committee  called  upon  the  governor 
(who  assured  us  he  would  sign  the  bill,)  and  we  presented  the  name 
of  Stella  A.  Kyle,  the  candidate  the  committee  had  indorsed*  for  the 
honor,  following  ^  tip  in  a  few  days  with  a  formal  application  from 
Mrs.  Kyle  together  with  her  many  .splendid  endorsements  from  the 
Grand  Army,  \V.  K.  C,  and  personal  friends,  We  have  left  no 
stone  unturned  to  secure  her  appointment,  feeling  she  was  the  right 
person    for    the    place. 

By  request  we  are  giving  a  brief  resume  of  the  work  accom- 
plished in  the  past  lew  years  by  the  Legislative  Committee.  Since 
lKcjO,  whenever  there  has  been  such  a  committee,  our  present  chair- 
man, has  acted  in  the  same  capacity.  hollowing  are  a  few  of  the 
accomplishments  of  you;  representatives:  Securing'  an  appropriation 
bill  for  $15,000  lor  the  building  of  cottages  .it  S.  &  S.  Home,  select- 
ing the  site  and  drawing  the  plans  for  same.  Securing  the  lowering 
device  for  the  graves;  and  -for  eight  years  have  Liu,  eel  for  the 
woman  member  on  the  Soldiers'  <&  Sailors'  Home  Board,  which  we 
consider  one  of  our  best  achievements.  We  have  always  worked  for 
all  G.  A.  R.  bills  that  cann  before  the  Legislature.  And  in  con- 
clusion, Mrs.  Vn-.-.idcut,  1  want  to  thank  yon  for  this  appointment, 
which  1  very  reluctantly  accepted;  the  greatest  consideration  in 
accepting  was  the  heme  we  might  secure  an  appropriation  to  build  a 
woman's  building  qj  more  cottages  at  the'  Home  in  order  that  we 
might  care  for  more  of  our  women,  but  your  committee  was  unable 
to  find  such  «a  bill  on  the  calendar — we  spent  hours  attempting  to 
"dig  it  up." 

1  thank  you  for  giving  me'  such  an  efficient  committee,  all  of 
whom  were  at  all  times  loyal  to  the  responsibilities  resting  upon  us. 
We  named  Thalia  A.  Uhoads  the  "watch  dog"  of  the  committee. 
Margaret  Walrond,  the  only  Democratic  member  of  the  committee, 
rendered  valuable  assistance.  My  thanks  are  also  due  the  committee 
and  you,  Mrs/  President,  as  ex'-officio  member  for  uniform  kindness 
ami   help  at  all   times.

A  dear  familiar  little  figure  is  gone  from  our  number  today,  and 
we  longingly  wish  for  th<  cordial  clasp  of  the  haudNamJ  the  loving 
smile  that  always  greeteJl  us  from  one  who  in  her  love  Tor  and  de- 
votion to  our  Order  was  rarely  absent  from  us.  She  has  pom' 10 
the  reward  of  her  long  years  of  patient  service,  is  safe!  ■  launched 
in  the  harbor  of  eternity,  where  today  she  is  walking  the  golden 
streets  of  the  Celestial  City,  and  perchance  is  casting  a  backward 
glance  to  those  of  tts  who  have  gathered  to  pay  loving  tribute  to 
the   memory   of   dear   "Grandma    Clark." 

In  looking  back  we  are  glad  to  remember  how  she  was  honored 
by  each  Department  President  in  turn;  and  we  know  that  the  years 
were  made  brighter  and  happier  by  this  loving  attention  Not  one 
of  us  is  sorry  for  the  flowers  which  we  may  individually  have  strewn 
in  the  pathway  of  one  whose  long  years  encompassed  more  of  shadow' 
than  of  sunshine. 

Mary  Morton  was  born  away  back  in  1828  in  the  state  of  In- 
diana, where  she  grew  to  womanhood  and  at  tin-  age  of  eighteen 
years  was  married  to  Robert  I.  Clarke.  She,  with  her  husband!  soon 
started  "west,"  first  living  in  Illinois,  then  in  Missouri,  and  finally 
came  to  Kansas  at  so  early  a  time  that  he  built  the  first  brick  resi- 
dence in  the  most  pretentious  city  of  Leavenworth.  In  1857  they 
took  up  a  homestead  in  Greenwood  county.  At  the  outbreak  of  the 
Civil    War   her   husband    marched    away    in    defense    of    his    country    in 
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the  Twelfth  Kansas  Regiment,  Raving  her  as  so  many  wives  were 
left  at  that  time  to  battle  with  life  alone  in  a  new  country.  He  lived 
to  return  from  the  war  and  be  with  her  for  a  time,  but  in  the 
troublous  times  of  that  turbulent  state  during  the  reconstruction 
period,  while  they  sat  peacefully  at  their  hearthstone,  she  with  a 
baby  of  six  months  in  her  arms,  he  was  called  to  the  door  by  a 
"bushwhacker"  and  shot  before  her  eyes,  leaving  her  again  to  take 
up-  the  burden  of  life  and  bring  up  her  children  amid  the  trials  and 
hardships  of  a  pioneer  life  of  that  early  date.  In  1885  she  brought  her 
family  to  Denver.  Sin  soon  joined  the  W.  R.  C.  and  her  devotion 
to  its  interests  was  unparalleled.  The  W.  R.  C.  seemed  to  hold  a 
place  in  her  heart  that  nothing  else  could  approach.  She  was  chap- 
lain of  this  Department  in  1005,  and  for  twenty  years  coniiniu msl > 
she  was  chaplain  of  M.  M.  Crocker  Corps,  and  during  that  Long  time 
her  chair  was  almost  never  vacant. 

Through  storm  or  sunshine  hers  was  the  first  smile  to  greet  the 
members  as  they  entered  the  room.  Can  the  members  of  her  Corps 
or  of  this  Department  ever  forget  that  sweet  smile?  So  twined  and 
intertwined  had  thoughts  of  her  become  with  the  office  that  today 
when  the  President  says  "The  Chaplain  will  read  a  portion  of  Scrip- 
ture," a  hush  falls  over  the  members  and  she  almost  seems  villi  us 
again.  At  our  last  installation  when  our  dear  Airs.  Likens  said,  "The 
Conductor  will  present  the  Chaplain  for.  installation,"  and  Mrs.  .Bond. 
guided  the  feeble  footsteps  of  the  (me  she  had  so  often  led  to  the 
altar,  a  premonition  came  to  each  one  of  our  hearts,  "It  is  the  last 
time."  Scarcely  two  wei.ks  had  passed  when,  on  the  seventeenth  of' 
January,'  1017,  the  Death  Angel  called  her.  So  passed  from  (air  midst 
one  who  in  point  of  years  of  life  and  the  oldest  member  of  the  De- 
partment of  Colorado  ami  Wyoming.

A  floral  flag  was  sent  by  the  Woman's  Re- 
lief Corps,  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  which  was  ad- 
mired by  all.  On  June  3rd,  his  remains  were  interred  in  their  final 
resting  place  on  Lookout  Mountain;  this  service  was  conducted  by 
the  Masonic  Lodge  of  Golden,  assisted  by  other  Masonic  bodies,  and 
Mrs.  President,  the  following  is  the  live-minute  talk  made  by  your 
representative:

That  the  early  history  of  this  Department  compiled  by 
Catherine  Kennedy,  America  Anderson,  Mary  L.  Carr,  Eloise  Lehow 
and  Libbie  K.  Daniels  be  known  as  "Catherine  Kennedy's  Journal."

The  thanks  of  the  Department  are  hereby  extended  to  Far- 
ragut  Corps  No.  1.  for  the  generous  donation  of  $15.00  toward  the 
publication  of  the  early  history  of  this  Department,  this  to  be  known 
as  Catherine  Kennedy's  Journal. 

X.  Fanny  D.  W.  Hardin,  Thalia  Rhoades,  and  Julia  E.  Killam 
are  hereby  appointed  on  the  Legislative  Committee. 

XI.  In  compliance  with  Rules  and  Regulations,  the  annual  elec- 
tion of  Corps  Officers  will  take  place  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in 
December,  or  at  a  special  meeting,  it  necessary,  to  conclude  the  elec- 
tion. 

Members  six  months  in  arrears  are  not  eligible  to  vote.  Neither 
are  they  eligible  to  any  office  in  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps. 

Delegates  and  alternates  to  the  Thirty-third  Department  Conven- 
tion to  be  held  at  Longmont,  must  be  elected  at  the  same  time.  The 
ratio  of  representation  is  one  delegate  and  one  alternate  for  every 
twenty  members  in  good  standing;  and  one  delegate  and  one  alter- 
nate for  the  majority  fraction  thereof,  according  to  the  quarterly  re- 
ports of  September  30th,  1916. 

Each  Corps  is  entitled  to  at  least  one  delegate  and  one  alternate 
whatever  its  membership. 

The  newly-eleced  officers  shall  select  the  installing  officer,  the 
Corps  Secretary  immediately  reporting  their  choice  to  Department 
Secretary.  If  a  member  from  another  Corps  be  selected,  the  appoint- 
ment, will  be  made  by  the  Department  President.

Jones,  303  East  Eaton  Avenue,  Cripple  Creek,  Colo. 

In  election  returns,  the  Secretary  will  be  very  particular  to  give 
the  names  of  all  Past  Presidents,  that  we  may  have  a  correct  list, 
always  giving  the  full  name  in  all  cases,  not  initials,  as  is  sometimes 
done. 

Corps  Treasurer-elect  must  file  her  bond  after  acceptance  by 
Corps,  with  Corps  President,  before  being  installed. 

XIX.  It  is  a  fact  that  Comrades  are  losing  interest  in  Post  meet- 
ings, owing  to  old  age  and  their  many  infirmities.  The  W.  R.  C,  as 
their  true  auxiliary,  should  strive  to  increase  the  interest.  This  is  a 
good  work  for  the   Conference  Committee. 

Look  up  the  Veterans  who  are  not  in  the  Post,  and  if  possible  get 
them  to  join  their  comrades  in  the  Grand  Army.  The  addition  of  new 
members  will  add  mateiially  in  increasing  the  interest  of  the  older 
ones.

Orders  a  circular  letter  from  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  Amelia 
P.  Capps. 

It  is  the  hope  of  ilie  Naturalization  Service  that  a  citizenship  class 
will  be  established  in  every  county  in  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  so  that 
there  need  no  longer  to  be  any  excuse  for  the  admssion  to  citizenship 
in  thesei  states  of  alien,  who  are  not  qualified  to  exercise  the  right's 
and  effectively  perform  the  duties  of  citizenship. 

The  Bureau  of  Naturalization  of  the  United  States  Department  of 
Labor  has  established  classes  for  the  education  in  citizenship  of  aliens 
in  the  public  schools  of  Denver,  Pueblo,  Greeley,  Grand  junction,  Trin- 
idad, Fort  Collins,  and  Salida,  Colorado;  Laramie,  Rawlins,  and  Sher- 
idan, Wyoming.  The  prospects  for  establishing  similar  classes  in  the 
following  places  ai  e  exceedingly  good:  Walsenburg,  Fort  Morgan, 
Colorado  Springs,  Canon  City,  and  Cripple  Creek,  Colorado;  and  Chey- 
enne, and  Rock  Springs,  Wyoming. 

These  classes  are  organized  particularly  to  meet  the  needs  of  aliens 
who  wish  to  be  naturalized,  but  arc  open  to  anyone  who  desires  to 
increase  and  clarify  his  knowledge  of  the  principles  upon  which  the 
government  of  the  Uniu-d  Slates  and  his  own  State  is  founded. 

It  is  necessary  that  every  means  be  adopted  to  instruct  in  the 
ideals  and  principles  of  American  citizenship  those  who  come  to  our 
land,  and  to  make  of  them  not  merely  partakers  of  our  liberty,  but  true, 
loyal,  patriotic  Americans.  In  this,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  can 
render  valuable,  patriotic  assistance  to  our  country.  Your  Department 
President  asks  you  to  influence  and  assist  the  public  school  authorities 
in  your  community  in  more  firmly  establishing  these  classes.  Let  us 
make  this  year  memorable  in  the  history  of  patriotic  education. 

.VI.  Attention  is  again  called  to  the  large  number  of  suspended 
members  in  arrears  for  dues.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE  TO  NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

Headquarters  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming, 

Women's  Relief  Corps, 

Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 

On  August  27,  1916,-  at  noon,  the  official  train  left  Denver  with 
Department  Commander  Adjutant  General  Smith,  comrades'  and  dele- 
gates from  the  W.  R.  C.  At  Colorado  Springs  we  were  joined  by 
Department  President  I.ontta  Mummah  and  Department  Secretary 
Stella  A.  Kyle.  At  Pueblo  we  were  joined  by  other  comrades  and 
delegates.  The  route  was  over  the  Missouri  Pacific.  This  road  was 
chosen  by  Department  Commander  Moynahan,  and  the  delegates  were 
accorded  every  courtesy  by  the  Commander  and  his  Adjutant,  Rankin 
Smith. 

Headquarters  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  G.  A.  R.  and  W.  R.  C. 
were  at  the  Kupper  Hotel. 

Wednesday,  August  30,  ten  o'clock  a.  nl.,  parade  by  Grand  Army. 
There  were  8,000  veterans  in  line  and  two  hours  and  ten  minutes  were 
required  for  the  line  to  pass  the  grand  stands. 

The  sessions  of  the  Women's  Relief  Corps  were  held  in  the  First 
Congregational  Church,  the  first  session  being-  an  open  one.  The 
program  of  the  meeting  consisted  of  reading  of  the  President's 
address,  which  contained  many  good  recommendations,  for  the  ad- 
vancement and  good  of  the  Order;    exchange  of  greetings  from  patri- 
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otic  local  officials  and  committees,  together  with  the  presentation  of 
two  flags — one  to  Sunday  School  of  the  First  Congregational  Church, 
the  other  to  the  Boy  Scouts.  National  Patriotic  Instructor,  Viola  A. 
Galbraith,   made   the  presentations. 

Memorial  service  for  Kate  E.  Jones,  Past  National  President; 
America  Anderson,  a  National  Charter  Member,  and  other  members 
of  the  Order  to  the  number  of  3,427,  was  held. 

Thursday:  Convention  called  to  order  at  9:00  a.  m.,  by  the  Pres- 
ident, Carrie  Alexander  Bahrenburg.  The  forenoon  was  taken  up 
with  greetings  and  presentations.  Afternoon,  election  of  officers. 
Roll  call  showed  353  voting  members,  present.

Recommendation  reducing  per  capita  tax  to  two  cents  per  mem- 
ber, carried. 

Our  delegation  visited  the  National  Soldiers'  Home  at  Leaven- 
worth, Kansas.

The  following  are  decisions  of  the  Thirty-third  Department  Con- 
vention: 

Decision  No.  1 — That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  the  same,  fifteen

tion remain  one  delegate  for  every  twenty  (20)  members,  and  one 
for  every  major  fraction  thereof. 

Decision  No.  3 — That  the  incoming  President  send  five  ($5.00) 
dollars  from  the  first  quarter  per  capita  tax  to  the  Andersonville 
Prison   Cottage   Fund.

President  to  confer  with  the  Department  Commander  for  the  pur- 
pose of  having  a  bill  drafted  and  presented  to  the  next  legislative 
body  assembled,  asking  for  an  apportionment  for  increased  cottage 
room  and  that  the  eligibility  clause  be  changed  to  admit  the  WIDOW 
of  a  Civil  War  soldier. 

Decision  No.  5 — That  only  one  copy  of  the  National  Journal,  the 
last  issue,  be  kept  in  Department  trunk  at  Headquarters,  the  remain- 
ing number  to  be  placed  in  the  G.  A.  R.  room  in  Capitol  Building  in 
Denver,  at  the  disposal  and  use  of  each  Department  President. 

Decision  No.  6 — That  Decision  No.  27  be  amended  to  read: 
"After  one  year  letter  files  be  returned  to  the  President  during  whose 
administration  they  were  written,  provided,  she  pay  expense  of  re- 
turning same.    - 

That  we  petition  the  National:  That  in  accordance  with  the 
FLAG  law  of  each  state  we  discontinue  the  use  of  the  FLAG  on 
the  altar  and  officers'  stations. 

That  we  petition  the  National:  To  furnish  a  tabulated  blank  for 
the  use  of  Senior  Aides  in  compiling  Form  Y. 


Standing  Decisions  of  Department  Conventions 


i.  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  the  same,  15  cents  per  mem- 
ber, per  quarter. 

2.  That  badges  (new  ribbons  being  supplied  the  latter)  belong- 
ing to  disbanded  Corps,  be  sold  at  regular  prices.

That  Department  President,  in  the  first  General  Orders 
issued  after  the  first  of  January  of  each  year,  call  for  voluntary  con- 
tributions from  Corps  for  Southern  Memorial  Fund,  Flag  Fund  for 
gift  to  the  High  School  of  Convention  city  ami  for  fund  for  small 
bags  for  decorating  the  graves  at  the  Soldiers'  and  Sailors'  Home  011 
Memorial  Day,  and  that  these  contributions  be  forwarded  early  in 
April  to   Department  Treasurer.

39.  That  Mary  L.  Carr  be  continued  the  custodian  of  the  charter 
records  of  this  Department.

*  57.  That  the  notes  of  each  meeting  of  the  Corps  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  one  item  by  the  Press  Correspondent,  and  sent  as  such  to 
Department   Press   Correspondent. 

58.  That  the  Press  Correspondent  receive  the  prize  offered  for 
work — and  not  the  Corps. 

59.  That  the  early  history  of  this  Department,  compiled  by 
Catherine  Kennedy,  America  Anderson,  Mary  L.^Carr,  Eloise  S. 
Lehow,  and  Libbie  K.  Daniels,  be  known  as  Mrs.  Kennedy's  Journal. 

60.  That  the  Corps  Patriotic  Instructor  send  a  written  report  to 
Department  Patriotic  Instructor  the  first  of  January,  after  her  year's 
work  is  finished*  instead  of  ten   days  before  convention  as  before. 

61.  That  Department  Patriotic  Instructor  send  blanks  to  Corps 
Patriotic  Instructors  the  last  of  the  year,  so  that  the  retiring  Corps 
Patriotic  Instructor  may  send  her  report  the  first  of  January  to 
Department  Patriotic   Instructor.

TUESDAY— MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Thirty-fourth  Annual  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps,  Auxiliary  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  assembled  on 
the  morning  of  June  4,  PUS.  in  Woodman  Hall,  Colorado  Springs, 
Colorado. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  ten  o'clock  by  the  Department 
President,   Julia    E.    Killam. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bucky,  President  of  Byron  L.  Carr  Corps  No.  0,  pre- 
sented Mrs.  Killam  with  an  American  Beauty  rose,  and  a  beautiful 
gavel,  to  be  used  during  the  sessions.  Mrs.  Killam  expressed  her  sur- 
prise and  thanks  for  the  gifts. 

The  Department  President  requested  all  to  join  in  singing  one 
verse  of  America,  and  Past  Department  Chaplain  Delia  P.  Buell  led 
in  repeating  the  Lord's   Prayer. 

The  salute  to  the  Flag  was  given. 

Mrs.  Fannie  I).  Hardin  moved  that  the  convention  be  an  open 
one  until  after  the  reading  of  the  President's  Address.  Seconded  by 
Dora   C.   Newell,  and  carried.

ADDRESS  OF  DEPARTMENT  PRESIDENT 


Officers  and   Members  of  the   Convention: 

One   year  ago,    when    the   Thirty  -third    Annual   Convention   of   the  v 

Woman's  Relief  Corps  met  in  the  beautiful  city  of  Longmon't,  you  be- 
stowed upon  me  a  badge  of  honor  by  electing  me  Department  Pres- 
ident of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,  one  of  the  greatest  honors  that  can 
be  given  a  member  of  our   beloved   Order. 

The  unanimous  and  delightfully  cordial  manner  in  which  the 
honor  was  conferred,  has  been  an  inspiration  for  conscientious  and 
thoughtful  attention  to  duties  of  the  office.  Today,  1  bring  to  you  a 
report  of  my  stewardship,  allowing  you  to  judge  if  your  trust  has 
been  properly  fulfilled.  My  term  of  ollice  has  been  a  busy  one,  for 
added  to  the  sacred  work  lor  which  we  are  banded  together,  this 
terrible  world  war  was  thrust  upon  our  Nation,  just  a  short  time 
prior  to  my  induction,  and  as  a  laxly  of  patriotic  women,  we  have 
endeavored  to  do  our  full  share  in  all  classes  of  war  work  that  has 
been  requested  by  our  Government.  Many  of  our  members  in  this 
Department  have  husbands,  sons,  grandsons,  or  other  near  relatives  in 
the  service  of  their  country.  The  first  part  of  the  year,  when  it  was 
uncertain  whose  loved  ones  would  be  called,  there  seemed  an  apathy 
of  interest,  a  difficulty  in  arousing  the  war  spirit,  but  later  when  our 
boys  were  really  in  service,  and  the  necessity  arose  for  Red  Cross, 
Liberty  Bonds,  Thrift  Stamps,  food  drives  and  other  government  work, 
our  women,  like  "the  Spartans  of  old  buckled  on  their  armor,"  went 
to  work  with  the  same  old  zeal  and  have  accomplished  splendid  re- 
sults, as  will  be  shown  by  subsequent  reports.  Officers  and  Corps 
have  responded  to  every  appeal  with  devotion  to  the  work  of  our 
beloved  Order. 

Conservation  has  been  the  word  of  the  hour  and  with  it  con- 
stantly in  our  thoughts  we  have  endeavored  to  conserve  to  every 
possible  advantage  for  the  Department. 

Membership. 
With  pardonable  feeling  of  pride,  we  report  a  small  increase  in 
membership,  which,  considering  the  uncertain  condition  of  the  times, 
is  gratifying.  We  are  pleased  to  report  the  reinstatement  of  the  old 
reliable  J.  F.  Reynolds  Corps  No.  9  of  Cheyenne.  An  illegal  effort 
had  been  made  to  disband  the  Corps.  Department  President  was 
instructed  by  her  council  to  visit  Cheyenne  and  ascertain  the  true 
conditions,  finding  about  twenty  members  anxious  to  retain  their 
charter,  a  meeting  was  called  and  after  a  careful  canvas  of  the  sit- 
uation, the  Corps  was  promptly  reinstated  and  will  be  on  the  Roll  of 
Honor  next  quarter. 

Corps. 

There  are  two  or  throe  of  Mm  smaller  Corps  Ilia!  aid  bavinr,  a 
struggle  to  hold  together,  and  become  discouraged  wiiou  tumble  lo 
keep  up  with  their  previous  record.  P.  A.  Cameron  No.  IS,  Fort  Mor 
gan,  has  considered  surrendering  its  charter  because  of  lack  of  in- 
terest by  those  who  should  be  most  vitally  interested,  the  families  of 
Veterans.  William  Nelson  No.  44,  Douglas,  Wyoming,  another  dis- 
couraged but  faithful  band  of  splendid  women,  who  have  been  patriotic 
leaders  in  their  community,  because  of  age,  sickness  and  infirmities, 
cannot  accomplish  as  much  as  in  previous  years.  In  every  instance, 
I  have  pleaded  to  keep  the  Corps  alive  as  long  as  there  is  a  Veteran 
in  their  midst  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  they  may  be  able  to  hold  their 
charters. 
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Department  Officers. 

The  Department  Officers  have  given  their  efficient  services  cheer- 
fully at  all  times.  Perfect  harmony  has  existed  in  our  official  fam- 
ily, your  President  has  enjoyed  the  united  loyal  support  of  every 
member.  The  President,  living-  in  Denver,  has  been  called  upon  to 
attend  every  function  or  meeting  of  a  patriotic  nature,  and  by  rough 
estimate,  has  attended  215  gatherings.  The  following  detailed  work 
has  been   promulgated   from  this  office: 

National  and  Department  Pass  Words;  1  Report  (National  Dele- 
gate); 8  Special  Dispensations;  4  Detailed  Special  Officers;  4  Deci- 
sions Rendered;  Reinstated  (1  Corps,  20  Members);  several  hundred 
letters;  G  General  Orders;  1  Memorial  General  Order;  4  Circular 
Letters;  1  Special  Circular  Letter;  ?>  General  Letters:  40  Commis- 
sions. 

The  Department  Secretary,  a  most  valuable  assistant,  efficient 
and  willing,  seeking  to  relieve  your  President  wherever  possible;  al- 
ways cheerfully  performing  such  duties  as  are  for  the  efficiency  of 
the  Department;  and  in  spite  of  the  fact,  she  has  two  brave  lads 
serving  their  country  in  this  terrible  conflict  for  humanity,  as  their 
father  did  in  the  "War  for  the  Union." 

The  Department  Treasurer  has  discharged  the  duties  of  her 
office  in  a  capable  manner  as  will  be  shown  by  certified  report;  who, 
however,  has  been  handicapped  by  the  distance  from  headquarters, 
by  the  railroad  facilities  in  the  slow  delivering  of  materials  and  sup- 
plies, causing  annoying  delays. 

Finances. 

Members  are  conversant  with  the  high  cost  of  every  material, 
of  supplies,  of  printing,  increase  in  postage,  war  tax  on  mileage,  ex- 
pressage  and  telegrams,  while  we  have  exercised  strictest  economy, 
certain  expenses  are  necessary  in  the  life  of  an  organization  and 
therefore  I  Offer; 

Recommendation  No.  1.  That  the  per  capita  tax  remain  fifteen 
cenfs  per  member  per  quarter,  and  that  the  representation  to  the 
Department  Convention  remain  one  delegate  for  every  twenty  mem- 
bers and  one  for  every  major  fraction  thereof. 

Inspection. 

Department  Inspector  Dora  C  Newell,  serving  as  such  a  second 
term,  her  former  experience  was  invaluable  to  her.  Mrs.  Newell  was 
exceptionally  generous  to  the  Department  this  year;  although  in 
deepest  sorrow  she  has  filled  her  office  at  a  considerable  expense  to 
herself,  through  her  fidelity  to  our  Order  and  her  conscientious  con- 
sideration, because  having  transportati  m  on  the  D.  &  R.  G.  and  could 
be  of  vabiab'e  assistance  to  us.  and  having  accepted  the  appointment 
she  remained  faithfully  at  her  post. 

Fannie  J.  Ames,  Department  Secretary,  also  having  transporta- 
tion, (on  the  Colorado  &  Southern  R.  R  ),  ably  assisted  in  inspec- 
tion, thereby  saving  much  expense  to  the  Department. 

Amelia  Crofts  was  appointed  Assistant  Inspector  for .  Wyoming, 
but  in  the  interest  of  economy  inspected  by  blanks. 

Official  Visits. 
The  greatest  disappointment  of  my  year  has  been  that  I  consid- 
ered "Conservation"  before  my  pleasure.  Weighing  the  matter  seri- 
ously, it  seemed  best  for  all  concerned  to  only  make  such  visits  as 
were  absolutely  necessary,  having  in  mind  the  saving  to  the  Depart- 
ment in  transportation  and  to  the  Corps  who  would  entertain.  I  re- 
gret more  than  words  can  express  that  I  was  unable  to  meet  all  our 
members  in  their  own   Corps  room. 
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The   Soldiers'   Home. 

In  company  with  Department  Inspector,  Dora  C.  Newell,  visited 
the  Colorado  Soldiers  and  Sailors'  Home  at  Monte  Vista,  was  pleas- 
antly entertained  by  Mrs.  Eloise  S.  Lehow,  who  was  Matron  at  that 
time;  also  by  Commandant  Conkie  and  wife.  There  had  been  a 
recent  change  in  the  official  staff  and  while  some  were  new,  they 
grasped  the  reins  with  firm  hands  and  were  getting  on  nicely,  mak- 
ing some  very  necessary  improvements,  and  hoping  to  have  an  ap- 
propriation lor  many  needed  repairs. 

Soldiers'  Home,  Buffalo,  Wyoming,  being  unable  to  visit  there, 
and  as  one  of  our  Corps  members,  Past  National  Aide  Martha  W. 
Evans,  was  visiting  in  Sheridan,  Wyoming,  she  was  detailed  to  inspect 
the  Home  and  report  to  the  Convention. 

Visit   of   Commander-in-Chief. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  was  invited  by  Department  Com- 
mander W.  H.  Comstock  to  assist  in  receiving  Orlando  A.  Somers, 
Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  upon  his 
arrival  in  Denver.  A  committee  composed  of  Past  National  Senior 
Vice  President,  Fannie  D.  W.  Hardin,  Department  President,  Depart- 
ment Secretary  and  Elizabeth  Jvl.  Bucky,  Department  Aide,  accom- 
panied Commander  Comstock  to  the  train  and  were  the  first  to 
greet  the  distinguished  guest;  Mrs.  Bucky  had  the  honor  of  escorting 
Commander-in-Chief  Somers  and  Department  Commander  Comstock 
to  the  Eirown  Palace  Hotel  in  her  private  car.  A  committee  of  Com- 
rades and  members  from  each  Denver  Corps  were  waiting  at  the  hotel 
to  receive  him.  Byron  L.  Carr  Corps  decorated  the  guest's  room 
with  beautiful  flowers  and  Commander-in-Chief  Somers  publicly  ac- 
knowledged the  pleasant  little  surprise. 

Department  President  presented  to  Commander-in-Chief  Somers 
a  hand-made  silk  Colorado  Stare  Flag  in  the  name  of  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps.  Department  of  Colorado  ami  Wyoming,  which  he  ac- 
cepted wirh  very  pleasant  v>ords  ami  the  assurance.  "The  momenio 
would  be  handed  down  to  members  o(  his  family.' 

The  privilege  of  meeting  and  listening  to  this  gifted  Veteran  was 
deeply  appreciated  by  those  who  were  fortunate  enough  to  attend 
the  campfire.  He  brought  messages  of  cheer  and  encouragement  to 
the  Veterans.  Having  recently  visited  Washington,  was  hopeful  of 
the  passage  of  the  Smoot  Pension  Bill.  He  also  spoke  of  his  com- 
mittee having  called  upon  Secretary  McAdoo  in  the  interest  of  rail- 
road rates  to  the  National  Convention  in  Portland.  The  Honorable 
Secretary  explained  that  he  had  granted  a  one  cent  per  mile  to  the 
Confederate  Veterans  and  Commander  Somers  replied  as  follows: 
"As  you  have  allowed  that  rate  to  the  men  who  tried  to  destroy  the 
Union,  you  can  do  no  less  for  the  men  who  saved  it."  He  secured  the 
rate. 

Relief  Work. 

Our  Chairman  of  Relief,  Hannah  Olney  of  George  Washington 
Corps,  has  been  ever  ready  to  respond  to  any  call  for  relief.  Fortu- 
nately, however,  the  Corps  takes  most  excellent  care  of  all  relief  work 
that  she  has  not  been  called  upon  during  this  year.  Therefore  there 
has  been  no  expenditure  from  the  Relief  Fund. 

Press  Correspondent. 
Our  Press  Correspondent  has  been  untiring  in  her  efforts  to  keep 
before  the   public,  eye  the  great  work  of  our  Order.      In   the   interest 
of  economy,   no   prize  was   offered    this   year,   which   has   evidenced   a 
shortage  of  press  items  sent  to  Department  officer. 

Patriotic  Work. 
This  branch  of  our  work  under  the  able  and  efficient   instruction 
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of  Annie  S.  Mills,  who  has  now  served  us  Lour  terms  in  this  capacity, 
could  be  no  less  than  a  success  as  her  official  report  will  show.  No 
prize  offered  for  patriotic  work,  our  officers  considering  it  a  privilege 
to   be  identified  with  this  grand   patriotic  organization. 

I.  &  I.  Officer. 
Situated  in  the  far  end  of  Wyoming,  this  officer  has  endeavored 
to  keep  in  touch  with  the  work,  while  lack  of  funds  and  illness  have 
prevented  her  visiting  locations  where  Corps  might  have  been  insti- 
tuted; this  has  not  prevented  her  doing  her  full  share  of  Red  Cross 
knitting  and  Liberty   Bond  work. 

Senior  Aide. 
We  were  most  fortunate  in  selection  of  Senior  Aide  Christina  R. 
Johnson,  who  has  not  only  been  energetic  and  most  untiring  in  that 
office  ,but  has  also  served  as  President  of  her  Corps  and  Captain  of  the 
Drill  Team.  She  has  also  managed  a  campaign  with  the  Aides  in  the 
interest  of  our  Liberty  Bonds.  Surely,  this  is  devotion  to  the  Order. 
Too  high  praise  cannot  be  given  this  faithful  officer. 

Department  Aides. 
The  general  efficiency  of  the  Corps  is  largely  due  to  the  united 
efforts  of  our  Aides,  who  have  faithfully  performed  their  duties,  by 
recruiting  the  membership,  by  adding  to  the  general  fund,  by  the 
purchase  of  Liberty  Bonds  and  by  their  helpful  assistance  in  war  work. 
Personally,  I  am  very  proud  of  these  splendid  workers. 

Army   Nurse. 

In  this  Department  we  have  but  one  surviving  Army  Nurse,  Mrs. 
Susannah  Sprague,  widow  of  a  Union  soldier,  a  dainty,  lovable  little 
lady  of  the  "Old  School."  Mrs.  Sprague  is  a  member  of  Byron  L. 
Carr  Corps  and  attends  regularly  when  well  and  is  deeply  interested 
in  our  work.  For  several  years  Mrs.  Sprague's  name  was  omitted 
from  the  list  of  Army  Nurses,  who  receive  a  Christmas  gift,  from  the 
National  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  the  matter  was  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion and  by  some  correspondence,  I  was  able  to  have  her  name  re- 
stored upon  the  list  this  year.  Fearing  in  the  rush  of  work,  her  name 
might  again  be  dropped  or  overlooked  at  any  future  time,  I  offer: 

Recommendation  No.  2.  That  incoming  Department  President 
shall  ascertain  before  Christmas  that  the  name  of  our  beloved  Army 
Nurse,  Susannah  Sprague,  is  on  the  permanent  list  for  Christmas 
gift,  as  long  as  she  may  live. 

Our  Dead. 
The  death  toll  from  our  ranks  has  been  heavy  within  the  past 
twelve  months.  One  Past  Department  Secretary  and  forty-five  loyal 
patriotic  workers  have  answered  the  last  roll  call.  Proper  Memorial 
Services  have  been  prepared  in  their  memory.  "We  shall  meet,  but 
we  shall  miss  them." 

Grand  Army  of  the   Republic.

Our  sacred  obligation  and  first  duty  is  to  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic.

Very  pleasant  relations  have  existed  with  the  ladies  of  the  G. 
A.  R.,  and  I  extend  cordial  greetings  to  Department  President,  Lulu 
Hatch,  and  Department   Secretary,   Mrs.   Munroe. 

Woman's  State  Auxiliary  to  the   U.   S.  Army. 
Composed  of  the  mothers,  wives,  sisters,  all  relatives  and   friends 
of  our  hoys   serving  in   this  great   struggle   of  democracy  against  au- 
tocracy,  and    humanity   against   inhumanity,    for   freedom    and    liberty 
of  the  world.     I  am   proud    to  he  a  member  of  their   State   Organiza- 
tion,   and    many   of   their    members    have    joined    the    Woman's    Relief 
Corps  through  our  common  interest  in  war  work.

Legislative  Committee. 
An  extra  session  of  the  legislature  was  called  by  Governor  Julius 
C.    Gunter.     The   call   provided    only   for   maintenance   and    repairs   of 
the   Colorado   Soldiers   and   Sailors'    Home   at   Monte   Vista;    therefore 
our  Legislative  Committee  was  unable  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
Decision  No.  4  of  the  Thirty-third   Department  Convention. 

Relative  to  Decision  No.  a  of  the  Thirty-third  Department  Con- 
vention, I  have  made  repealed  calls  and  efforts  to  fulfill  that  order, 
and  at  the  present  writing  hive  a  communication  in  the  hands  of 
Secretary  Colonel  Burchinell,  of  the  Board  of  Capital  Managers  re- 
questing a  place  or  cabinet  to  store  our  records,  as  provided  in  said 
recommendation.  Colonel  Burchinell,  (G.  A.  R.  Veteran),  has  assured 
me  he  will  use  his  best  endeavor  to  secure  for  us  favorable  consid- 
eration. 

Grand  Army  Headquarters  in  State  Museum. 
In  September,  1917,  the  office  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic, 
located  in  the  basement  of  the  State  Museum,  was  dismantled  and  the 
desk  of  the  Commander  of  the  G.  A.  11.  removed  to  a  hallway  near 
the  from  doors  in  the  basement.  This  move  was  made  to  give  their 
office  to  some  scientific  soc  iot  >• .  Much  ImlUuuuvou  was  expressed  h> 
the  G.  A.  R.  and  the  \Y.  K.  C,  and  your  Doywmnent  rivsldoni  entered 
formal  protest  to  the  Board  ol  Capita)  Mmmj'tJl'M,  Ihtoiu  li  I  ho  only 
G.  A.  R.  member  of  said  hoard,,  Milling  alhmHo/i  fu  I»m  ho  I  II  wtiH  In 
violation  of  the  Session  Laws  of  1<S!).';.  Honorable  Otto  IVlr.,.r,i  rc.fdbd 
to  said  protest  stating  the  congestion  was  caused  by  space  being 
required  for  so  many  War  Boards  they  found  it  necessary  to  double-up 
some  departments,  and  assuring  us  when  conditions  were  again  nor- 
mal the  Grand  Army  would  be  given  quarters  such  as  they  had  hon- 
ored in  the  past.  They  have  since  been  moved  to  a  pleasant,  though 
small,  room  on  the  second  floor. 

Woman's  State  Council  of  Defense. 
In  the  month  of  May,  1917,  Governor  Julius  C.  Gunter  honored 
me  by  appointment  as  a  member  of  the  Woman's  Council  of  Defense. 
It  has  been  my  privilege  to  act  upon  committees  and  attend  all  meet- 
ings when  in  the  city;  was  also  elected  a  member  and  treasurer  of  the 
Denver  County  Council  of  Defense. 
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Colorado  Patriotic  League. 
I  was  chosen  a  member  of  the  Colorado  Patriotic  League  and 
elected  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee;  have  served  as  chair- 
man and  awarded  prizes  of  an  Essay  Contest,  "Why  We  Are  in  War," 
conducted  by  the  Colorado  Patriotic  League  throughout  the  schools 
of  the  state;  sixty-three  of  the  sixty-five  counties  represented,  over- 
one  thousand  children  in  grades  taking  part.  League  also  conducted 
a  "Book  Day"  for  our  boys,  who  are  serving  their  country;  1  had  the 
honor  to  serve  on  this  committee.  As  a  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  I  requested  the  League  to  protest  against  any  gay  festivi- 
ties, foot  races  or  ball  games  upon  Memorial  Day.  Commander  Coin- 
stock  and  myself  were  appointed  a  committee  to  draw  up  resolutions, 
which  the  former  did;  added  to  this  was  a  strong  resolution  of  like 
character  from  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars.  These  resolutions, 
with  the  endorsement  of  the  League,  were  presented  to  the  Governor 
of  Colorado,  urging  him  to  issue  a  proclamation  requesting  all  peor^e 
to  refrain  from  such  gayeties,  especially  this  year  when  our  soldk  s 
are   lighting  for  humanity  and   peace   of   the    world. 

Veterans'  Pensions. 

In  almost  the  last  days  of  my  presidency  came  an  urgent  appeal 
from  Washington,  to  bring  the  influence  of  our  Department  to  bear 
upon  our  representatives  in  Congress  in  the  interest  of  the  Smoot 
Pension  Bill,  which  was  in  a  critical  stage  and  rested  with  the  Sen- 
ate. Realizing  such  a  telegram  would  not  have  been  sent  unless  our 
efforts  were  required  and  possibly  might  bear  some  good  results, 
night  letters  were  prepared  and  wired  to  Senator  Shafroth,  who,  by 
the  way,  is  always  favorable  to  the  Veterans;  Senator  Charles  Thomas 
of  Colorado,  a  Southern  democrat,  who,  it  is  claimed,  is  unfavorable 
to  the  Grand  Army*  of  the  Republic,  and  Senator  Warren  of  Wyoming. 
The  following  day  the  second  telegram  was  received  from  John 
McElroy,  editor  of  the  National  Tribune,  as  follows: 

"You  have  done  splendidly.  Have  sent  your  telegram  to  Senator 
Smoot.  Smooth  asks  that  you  wire  same  telegram  to  John  B.  Ken- 
drick,  democratic  Senator  from  Wyoming." 

Promptly  that  evening  the  request  was  complied  with  and  tele- 
gram wired  to   Senator   Kendrick. 

Farragut  Corps  No.  1,  Byron  L.  Carr  No.  6,  M.  M.  Crocker  No.  40, 
and  Washington  No.  42  each  wired  strong  resolutions  favoring  the 
Smoot  Bill  and  urging  the  four  senators  to  support  it.  In  reply  to  this 
work  the  following  letter  was  received: 

"National   Tribune. 

"May  11th,  1918.

You  have  shown  a  grasp  of  the  emergency  that  is  worthy 
of  all  praise.    I  think  that  your  telegram  was  one  of  the  most  effective 
blows   yet   delivered,   and   that  if   we   succeed   in   passing  the   Smoot 
Bill,  you  deserve  a  large  share  of  the  credit.     1  want  to   meet   you 
at  Portland,  because  you  are  evidently  one  worth  knowing  well.     Be 
sure  and  call  at  National  Tribune  Headquarters.

The  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  Detroit. 
September  3,   1914,  adopted   the   following  resolution: 

"We,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  National  Convention,  assembled 
in  the  City  of  Detroit  the  third  day  of  September,  1914,  having  thor- 
oughly examined  the  pictorial  history  of  Comrade  Fetter,  entitled 
'My  Jewels'  fully  approve  its  sentiment,  and  would  like  to  see  it  placed 
in  each  and  every  Post  room  and   place  of  meeting  of  our   Order." 

Upon  the  strength  of  this  resolution,  Comrade  Fetter  mailed  one 
of  the  pictures  to  eieh  of  the  Corps  In  this  Department,  about  half 
tailed  to  return  or  pay  for  it.  1  have  conducted  rather  an  energetic 
correspondence  in  behalf  of  this  old  Comrade,  and  have  succeeded 
in  getting  about  four  Corps  to  pay  their  dollar;  consequently,  in  jus- 
tice to  Comrade  Fetter  and   the  credit   of,  our   Department,    1    offer 

Recommendation  No.  3;  That  this  Convention  vote  $10.00  from 
the  Ceneral  Fund  to  Comrade  Fetter  of  Ottawa,   Kansas. 

National    Convention. 

The  Thirty-fifth  National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief 
Corps  was  held  in  the  grand  old  historic  City  of  Boston.  In  all  Amer- 
ica there  is  no  more  beautiful  and  certainly  no  more  interesting  city. 
The  members  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Massachusetts  are  won- 
derful women;  it  would  be  impossible  to  comment  on  the  ■•many  pleas- 
ures they  planned  and  carried  out  for  the  entertainment  of  the  G. 
A.  R.,  the  W.  R.  C,  and  other  organizations.  Department  President 
and  Secretary  had  the  pleasure  of  accompanying  Commander  Corn- 
stock  and  Staff  on  the  official  train  from  Denver  to  Boston. 

Headquarters  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  were  established  in 
Hotel  Tremont.  At  this  Convention,  the  Department  of  Colorado  and 
Wyoming  was  given  the  honor  of  a  National  office;  your  President 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  National  Executive  Board. 

A  Convention  of  three  hundred  eightyffive  noted  brilliant  Ameri- 
can women,  the  journey  to  and  from,  the  visit  in  historical  Boston  and 
suburbs,  the  wonderful  sight  of  our  battleships  all  manned  ready  to 
start  "Oyer  There,"  are  the  rarest  pleasures  of  my  life,  never  to  be 
forgotten. 

Our  Department  was  well  represented  by  our  delegates,  who  were 
faithful  in  their  attendance,  took  part  in  the  deliberations,  and  acted 
upon  committees;  account  of  which  you  have  long  since  received  in 
the  very  excellent  report  of  our  Delegate-at-large;  if  there  is  sufficient 
time,  I  am  sure  the  delegates  would  enjoy  listning  to  Mrs.  Clapp  read 
her  report. 

Acknowledgments. 

So  many  courtesies  have  been  shown  me  this  year,  that  it  will  be 
impossible  to  properly  mention  all.  First,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  the 
loyal  undivided  support  of  every  member  of  our  Department,  that 
it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  receive  and  extend  to  all  my  sincere 
gratitude  for  that  loyalty.  Of  my  own  Byron  L.  Carr  Corps,  words 
simply  fail  me  to  express  my  appreciation.  They  have  been  so  true 
and  loyal,  assisting  in  every  way  for  the  prosperous  success  of  my 
regime.  Department  Aides,  Mesdames  Bucky,  Smith  and  Frank, 
realizing  we  were  in  need  of  funds,  set  to  work  at  once,  gave  a  card 
party  and  raised  fifty  dollars  for  the  General  Fund. 

Byron  L.  Carr  Corps  entertained  in  honor  of  the  Department 
President  and  Staff,  with  one  of  the  finest  receptions  of  the  year.  At 
which  time  they  presented  me  with  a  beautiful  cut  glass  vase  and 
yellow  flowers,  representing  the  National  Honors  bestowed  upon  me 
in   the   Boston   Convention.     1   had   the   honor  to   install   their  newly 
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elected  officers,  and  was  presented  with  a  beautiful  cameo  brooch. 
Later,  a  patriotic  meeting  was  arranged  tor  the  unfurling  of  our 
Service  Flag,  upon  which  there  were  sixty-three  stars,  representing 
the  soldier  boys  and  one  soldier  daughter  of  our  members;  that  great 
honor  was  assigned  to  me.  These  were  only  a  few  of  the  many 
pleasant  courtesies  they  have  extended  to  me. 

T.  H.  Dodd  No.  5,  Golden,  has  also  been  exceptionally  cordial  and 
has  entertained  the  Department  President  upon  three  occasions: 
First,  a  reception;  then  installation  and  the  honor  of  unfurling  their 
Service  Flag  with  fifteen  stars,  representing  their  boys  in  the  service, 
of  Uncle  Sam.  Later,  Patriotic  Instructor  IVIattie  B.  Stewart  invited 
me  to  present  nine  beautiful  silk  hags  to  their  North  and  South 
Schools — one  for  each  class-room.  The  teachers  prepared  an  elab- 
orate program,  after  which  we  were  entertained  at  the  home  of  a 
Corps  member. 

Farragut  No.  1  gave  a  reception  in  honor  of  Department.  Officers, 
a  very  delightful  affair.  They  also  honored  me  by  an  invitation  to 
unfurl  their  Service  Flag  with  thirty-live  stars,  representing  their 
soldier  boys  at  the  front.  Patriotic  Instructor  had  prepared  a  very 
fine   program,   notwithstanding   her  son   was   represented   by   a  star. 

McPherson  No.  32,  Longmont,  entertained  me  most  delightfully. 
1  was  invited  to  their  meeting,  a  fine  dinner  in  their  hall  after  the 
meeting,  and  in  the  evening  joint  installation  with  the  Post  and  Sons 
of  Veterans — all   was  a  rare  treat. 

Sedgwick  No.  3,  Durango,  invited  and  insisted  that  I  should  visit 
them  and  present  to  their  new  one  hundred  seventy-five  thousand 
dollar  high  school  ten  of  our  beautiful  silk  Flags,  one  for  each  class- 
room. They  held  a  patriotic  meeting  in  the  auditorium  of  the  school. 
Ela  M.  Byers,  Patriotic  Instructor  of  Byron  L.  Can*  Corps,  ar- 
ranged a  patriotic  celebration  at  the  Mt.  Morrison  School  and  invited 
me  to  present  three  Flags—  one  for  each  room-  -in  the  name  of  our 
Corps.  Mrs.  Byers  also  arranged  a  patriotic  service  and  presentation 
of  Flag  to  the  Ohio  Avenue  Presbyterian  Sunday  School,  inviting  the 
G.   A.  R.,   the  Veteran  Drum   Corps,   and   the   Byron   L.   Carr  Corps. 

I  was  a  guest,  of  Patriotic  Instructor  Elizabeth  Aste,  and  assisted 
in  the  presentation  of  the  Flag  to  the  Englewood  School.  After  the 
program  was  finished,  all  adjourned  to  the  school  yard,  Flag  was 
raised,  the  children  and  visitors  repeated  'the  Flag  Salute.  I  also 
assisted  at  the  presentation  of  twenty-five  silk  Flags  to  the  Evans 
School.  There  were  eight  hundred  children,  in  attendance.  An  elab- 
orate program  was  arranged  by  the  teachers.  One  of  the  teachers 
was  especially  honored  by  this  presentation,  she  being  a  member  of 
the  Byron  L.  Carr  Corps. 

M.  M.  Crocker  and  George  Washington  Corps  each  entertained 
delightfully  in  honor  of  the  Department  Officers,  and  personally  I 
have  been  entertained  by  them  several  times.  The  four  Corps  of 
Denver  have  worked  together  in  every  way,  and  at  all  times  in  the 
interest  of  the  Department. 

Appreciating  the  uniform  kindness  and  courtesies  extended  to 
me  during  the  year  by  Department  Commander  W.  H.  Comstock,  it 
is  imposisble  to  close  my  report  without  expressing  my  sincere  ap- 
preciation. Commander  Comstock  has  invited  me-  to  accompany  him 
upon  official  visits,  and  when  unable  to  do  so,  has  extended  my  greet- 
ings; he  has  always  kept  me  advised  upon  important  matters,  and 
been  considerate  of  and  cordial  in  regard  to  our  Order. 

Conclusion. 
You  have  before  you  a  brief  resume  of  the  year's  work.     Soon  I 
will  deliver  to  my  successor  the  charter  and  seal  of  this  Department 
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with  my  earnest  desire  that  she  may  receive  from  you  the  same  cor- 
dial support,  that  it  has  been  my  pleasure  to  have  received  this  year. 
It  has  been  a  busy  year  and,  1  believe,  full  of  fruitful  results.  I  am 
proud  to  have  served  you,  and  I  trust  to  your  satisfaction.

I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Killam,  Department  President,  for  my  ap- 
pointment to  this  oflice,  and  for  her  helpfulness  in   every   way. 

Mrs.  Amy  A.  Glasco  would  have  received  the  Flag  for  an  early 
and  fine  report,  but  prizes  are  not  to  be  given  by  the  Department 
this  year.  Much  work  has  been  done  by  the  Corps  for  the  Boy  Scouts 
and  the  soldier  boys  of  1918.  In  Golden,  comfort  kits  were  furnished 
to  320  engineers,  and  dainties  were  supplied  to  the  sick  soldiers  in 
the  hospital.

The  bedding,  rugs, 
chair  cushions,   linen,   etc.,  are  very   badly    worn.

REPORT   OF  THE  CHAIRMAN    OF    RELIEF.    . 

We  have  not  had  any  call  for  assistance,  which  I  am  sure  will 
make  us  all  feel  very  happy,  not  because  we  do  not  want  to  give 
assistance,  but  because  we  know  when  we  do  not  have  a  call  it 
shows  that  with  our  Comrades  and  the  widows  of  Comrades  condi- 
tions are  better  than  heretofore. 

One  case  that  was  reported  to  me  was  that  of  an  old  army  nurse. 
This  was  the  story  as  it  was  told  to  me:  Mrs.  Mary  Davis,  at  the 
time  of  the  Civil  War,  dressed  herself  as  a  man,  enlisted  and  fought 
with  the  men  until  she  was  wounded  in  battle,  then  her  sex  was 
discovered.  But  she  begged  so  hard  to  be  allowed  to  remain  with 
the  army  that  permission  wras  given  for  her  to  remain  as  a  nurse. 
She  told  that  she  was  with  the  army  in  Sherman's  March  to  the  Sea, 
and  that  President  Lincoln  gave  her  a  medal,  and  as  she  was  now 
sick,  poor  and  in  need,  we  investigated  the  case,  and  found  the  lady 
in  question  sick  in  bed.  She  could  not  seem  to  understand  what 
we  said  to  her,  nor  could  she  make  us  understand  her.  But  her 
daughter  was  with  her  and  answered  our  questions.  She  showed 
us  the  medal,  but  one  could  not  tell  if  it  was  really  a  medal  or  not  as 
it  was  so  worn  it  was  impossible  to  read  the  inscription.  She  had 
a  number  of  chickens,  so  the  daughter  told  us  her  mother  had  all 
the  newly  laid  eggs  she  wanted.  She  also  admitted  that  her  mother 
owned  property  in  Denver.  We  asked  if  there  was  any  way  we 
could  help.  The  daughter  said  the  only  thing  was  that  if  wTe  could 
make  her  sister  pay  back  $600.00  she  borrowed  from  the  mother,  she 
would  be  glad.     We  informed  her  that  that  was  not  in  our  line. 

And  now,  while  I  have  the  floor,  I  would  like  to  make  a  report 
that  really  does  not  come  under  the  report  of  the  Relief  Committee, 
but  as  I  had  the  honor  of  being  appointed  chairman  of  this  committee 
I  would  like  to  make  a  report  of  the  work. 

Ever  since  the  Civil  War  we  have  repaired  to  the  resting  places 
of  our  soldier  dead,  on  the  day  set  apart  for  that  purpose,  to  dec- 
orate their  graves  with  flowers,  but  no  special  honor  has  ever  been 
paid  to  our  sailor  and  marine  heroes.  This  year  our  Department 
President,  Mrs.  Julia  Killam,  conceived  the  beautiful  idea  of  strewing 
the  water  in  the  park  with  flowers  in  honor  of  those  sailors  and 
marines  who  have  given  up  their  lives  on  the  water.  And  so,  after 
decorating  the  graves  of  our  soldier  heroes,  we  went  to  City  Park, 
where  we  took  the  yacht  and  went  out  on  the  water  where  the  Pres- 
ident of  each  Corps  placed  flowers  on  the  water  for  sailors  and  ma- 
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Tines  who  lost  their  lives  in  the  different  wars.  Mrs.  Lucky,  Presi 
dent  of  Byron  L.  Carr  Corps,  gave  flowers  for  those  of  the  war  of 
177(>  and  all  previous  wars;  Mrs.  Fannie  1).  VV.  Hardin,  Past  National 
.'Senior  Vice-President,  and  a  real  daughter  of  .1812,  gave  flowers  for 
those  of  the  War  of  1812;  Mrs.  Davis,  President  of  Farragut  Corps, 
gave  flowers  for  those  of  the  Civil  War;  Mrs.  Kathryn  Wadsworth 
gave  flowers  for  those  of  the  S|):mish-Ameriean  War  and  our  Depart- 
ment President  gave  flowers  for  those  who  had  lost  their  lives,  hy 
the  sinking  of  the  Tuseania  and  all  sailors  and  marines  who  have 
•died  during  the  present  svar. 

It  was  a  very  heauliful  and  impressive  service  and  it  is  to  he 
hoped  that  this  heautiful  idea  of  Mrs.  Killam's  ,  of  so  honoring  our 
sailors  and  marines  will  be  continued  on  Decoration  Day  of  each  year 
hereafter.

Memorial  for  Past  Department  Secretary  Lida  C.  Fitch— By  Anna 
B.   Holliday;     read  by   Edna   E.   Campbell. 

LIDA    EATON    FITCH. 

Lida  Eaton  Fitch  was  born  at  Norwalk,  Ohio,  December  27,  1851. 
Her  father  was  a  Baptist  minister  and  was  a  chaplain  in  the  navy 
during  the  Civil  War. 

The  family  lived  at  Coldwater,  Michigan,  during  the  war.  Being 
nine  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  the  beginning  of  the  war,  Mrs.  Fitch 
remembered  many  incidents  of  that  critical  period,  of  which  she 
used  to  speak.  From  Michigan  her  family  moved  to  Muscatine,  Iowa, 
and  from  there  to  LaGrange,  Missouri.  Later  they  lived  at  Iowa  City, 
Iowa,  where  Mrs.  Fitch  received  her  education,  attending  Iowa  Univer- 
sity. It  was  at  the  latter  place  she  became  acquainted  with  R.  E. 
Fitch,  a  veteran  of  the  Union  Army,  and  they  were  married  in  August, 
1874.  They  moved  to  Wyoming  soon  after  their  marriage,  where 
they  made  their  home  until  the  death  of  Mrs.  Fitch,  which  occurred 
February  6,  1918. 

Mrs.  Fitch  became  a  member  of  Custer  Corps  No.  20  soon  after 
the  Corps  was  instituted,  in  the  spring  of  1887.  She  was  twice  elected 
Corps  President  and  also  served  as  Corps  Treasurer.  In  1889-90  she 
was  appointed  Department  Inspector  and  was  appointed  Department 
Secretary  in  1895,  when  Department  Headquarters  were  established 
in  Wyoming  for  the  first  time.  As  Department  Secretary  her  work 
of  handling  the  quarterly  reports  was  carefully  and  correctly  done. 

Mrs.  Fitch  had  a  large  circle  of  friends  who  miss  her  in  various 
ways.  Her  illness  extended  over  several  months  and  when  the  call 
came  to  enter  the  larger  life  she  passed  from  prolonged  suffering 
to  rest.

For  about  half  a  century  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  and  its 
auxiliary,  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps,  have  been  instilling  into  the 
schools  and  the  sominunities  in  whidh  they  live,  love  for  the  American 
Flag.     We  see  in  this  Flag  the  symbols  of  our  national  life. 

Patriots  planned  the  Revolution  and  the  women  gave  their  sons 
to  die  in  battle,  and  the  heroes  led  to  victory— a  victory  in  which 
this  Flag  was  born. 

Slavery  became  a  menace  and  a  division  of  our  United  States 
was  imminent  and  again  the  women  gave  their  sons  to  die  in  battle, 
and  the  heroes  led  to  victory — the  victorious  carrying  this  Flag. 

In  1917  we  were  denied  the  freedom  of  the  seas.  The  mothers 
are  again  giving  their  sons  and  the  heroes  are  leading  to  victory, 
carrying  this  Flag. 

The  American  soldier  of  today  is  not  a  person  to  be  pitied.  He 
is  a  chosen  representative  of  the  nation  in  a  battle  for  the  defense  of 
the  Flag  for  which  our  ancestors  fought.  The  United  States  soldiers 
will  follow  the  Flag  wherever  it  may  go,  knowing  that  it  stands  for 
liberty,    for   greater  opportunities   and   the   downfall   of   tyranny. 

In  a  recent  storm  in  Illinois,  a  flagpole  was  carried  by  a  storm 
four  blocks  to  the  space  swept  clear  of  the  house  of  a  neighbor,  where 
the  staff  was  planted  in  the  soft  earth  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes 
still  flying. 

So,  in  this  storm  raised  against  insults  at  sea,  our  Flag  is  carried 
to  France.     It  will  return  to  us  with  the  Stars  and  Stripes  still  flying. 

It  is  not  enough  for  me  to  say  to  the  people  of  Colorado  Springs 
that  they  fling  out  Old  Glory;  be  proud  of  her,  march  by  her,  praise 
her  beauty.  Tis  the  service  you  give  that  will  make  your  Flag 
beautiful.

REPORT  OF  DELEGATE-AT-LARGE  TO   NATIONAL  CONVENTION. 

Longmont,    Colo. 
Fannie  J.  Ames,  Department  Secretary, 

of  Colorado  and  Wyoming,   W.  R.  C. 

Dear  Madam:  I  herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  Thirty-fifth 
National  Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  held  in  Boston, 
Mass.,  the  week  beginning  August.  19th,  1917. 

Leaving  home  August  14th,  accompanied  by  my  soldier-husband. 
we  arrived  in  Worcester,  Mass.,  after  a  three  days'  journey.  The  city 
has  much  of  interest  to  us,  as  it  was  here  that  my  husband  enlisted 
in  the  service  of  the  Union  fifty-six  years  ago,  this  being  his  first 
visit  since  that  time. 

On  Monday  morning  an  hour's  ride  brought  us  into  Boston  with 
the  great  crowds  that  were  pouting  into  the  city  on  every  train. 
Great  preparations  had  been  made  for  the  care  and  entertainment  of 
the  visitors  and  well  organized  committees  were  constantly  on  duty 
looking  after  their  welfare.  The  city  was  beautifully  decorated;  on 
public  buildings  and  business  houses  and  from  every  point  of  vantage 
floated  the  Stars  and  Stripes  which  seemed  to  be  waving  a  welcome 
to  her  guests. 

The  National  Headquarters  of  the  Grand  Army  and  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  were  established  at  the  Vendome.  Many  other  depart- 
ments were  located  here,  among  them  being  Colorado  and  Wyoming. 

The  great  event  of  Encampment  week  which  is  most   anxiously 
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looked  forward  to  by  the  Veterans  is  the  great  parade.  Long  before 
the  hour  set  for  the  parade  the  grandstands  were  tilled  and  thou- 
sands stood  on  the  sidewalks  to  catch  a  glimpse  of  the  gray-haired 
Veterans.  From  the  reviewing  stand  the  marching  columns  were  re- 
viewed by  the  C:>mmander-in  Chief  of  the  Grand  Army,  state  and  city 
officials  and  many  distinguished  guests.  As  the  Veterans  swung  into 
line  they  were  greeted  with  most  enthusiastic  cheers  from  the  vast 
assemblage.  Some  marched  with  soldiery  bearing,  head  erect,  with 
precision  of  step  and  a  gallant'  air  of  the  youthful  soldiers  of  long 
ago;  others  with  bent  form  and  feeble  with  age  whose  feet  failed 
to  mark  time  as  in  former  years,  yet  with  the  memories  of  the  past 
in  their  hearts  with  the  inspiration  of  the  occasion,  they  grew  young 
again  "as  onward  they  plod  through  the  cheering  streets." 

After  the  parade  on  Tuesday  the  open  session  of  the  National 
Convention  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps  was  held  in  Tremont  Temple 
and  called  to  order  by  the  National  President,  Ida  K.  Martin.  The 
Department  President  of  Massachusetts,  Mrs.  Starkweather,  extended 
a  cordial  welcome  to  the  delegates  which  was  responded  to  by  the 
National  President.  The  National  Patriotic  Instructor  Mrs.  Bertha 
Allen  of  Minneapolis,,  presented  a  large  silk  flag  to  the  Tremont  Tem- 
ple's Sunday  School  in  behalf  of  the  National  organization.  The 
National  President  then  read  her  address,  reviewing  at  length  the 
work  of  the  year  which  showed  that  the  interests  of  the  Order  had 
been  carefullv  guarded  and  new  imnulse  given  to  patriotic  work. 
Following  the  address,  the  National  President  was  the  recipient  of 
many  beautiful  gifts  and  testimonials,  among  them  being  a  small  gold 
bean  pot  filled  with  gold  pieces  which  was  presented  by  the  National 
Senior  Aide  Nellie  Libby  in  behalf  of  the  lGi)   National  Aide.s 

At  the  closing  of  the  afternoon  session  Memorial  Services  were 
held  for  the  throe  thousand  two  hundred  fifty-seven  members  of  the 
Order  who  had  died  during  the  year.  A  basket  was  placed  on  the 
altar  and  filled  with  beautiful  flowers  in  memory  of  these  co-workers. 

Wednesday  and  Thursday  were  the  business  sessions  of  the  con- 
vention. Reports  of  officers  and  committees  were  given  and  a  great 
deal  of  business  was  transacted  though  often  interrupted  by  visitors 
and  greetings  from  allied  organizations.  The  report  of  the  National 
Secretary  showed  the  total  membership  of  the  Order  to  be  160,871; 
number  of  Corps  in  all  Departments,  2,642;  lost  by  suspension  during 
the  year,  13,581.  The  report  of  the  National  Patriotic  Instructor 
showed  that  $17,104  had  been  expended  for  patriotic  work  and  8,204 
Flags  had  been  presented  to  public  schools,  Sunday  Schools,  public 
ubildings,  institutions  and  lodges.  The  National  Chaplain  reported 
that  Corps  had  expended  $12,300  in  observance  of  Memorial  Day — 
that  the  graves  of  587,833   soldiers  were  decorated. 

A  decision  of  Convention  makes  one  change  in  the  Ritual- -the 
law  in  regard  to  the  use  of  the  Flag  on  the  altar  being  rescinded.  In- 
stead of  the  Flag  the  altar  cloth  should  be  used,  made  as  follows: 
"A  blue  stripe  with  a  white  stripe  on  each  side,  the  two  outside 
stripes  to  be  of  red.  Each  stripe  to  be  nine  inches -wide  and  fifty- 
four  inches  long,  the  stripes  to  lie  on  the  altar  toward  the  Junior 
Vice-President  and  Chaplain." 

The  Convention  was  honored  on  Wednesday  by  a  visit  from  the 
newly  elected  Commander-in-Chief,  Orlando  A.  Somers,  of  Indiana, 
and  his  Adjutant  General,  Past  Department  Commander  McBride,  who 
were  warmly  greeted. 

General  Palmer,  Past  Commander-in-Chief,  received  a  most  cor- 
dial welcome  in  his  visit  to  the  convention.  In  his  address  he  said: 
"There  never  was  such  a  time  when  it  was  so  important  for  every  man, 
woman  and  child  to  be  on  the  right  side  as  now.     Do  not  think  you 
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are  sending  your  boys  over  the  sea  to  fight  others'  battles — they  an: 
to   cross   the   water   to   fight    for  America   and    America's   free-lorn." 

The  election  of  officers  was  held  on  Thursday  afternoon.  Airs.  Lois 
Knauff  of  Ohio  received  the  unanimous  vote  for  National  President 
The  Department  of  Colorado  and  Wyoming  was  honored  by  the  elec- 
tion of  Department  President  Julia  E.  Killam  as  a  member  of  the 
National  Executive  Board.  Late  in,  the  evening  the  officers  were 
installed  by  Past  National  President  Mary  L.  Carr  of  our  own  De- 
partment. 1  am  pleased  to  state  that  the  Colorado  and  Wyoming 
delegation  were  in  constant  attendance  at  all  sessions  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

On  Monday  evening  the  National  President,  Ida  K.  Martin,  held 
a  reception  in  honor  of  Commander-in-Chief  Patterson  in  the  spa- 
cious parlors  of  the  Vendome,  assisted  by  her  staff  and  Past  Na- 
tional Officers.  Among  the  many  distinguished  guests  of  the  evening 
were   the    Russian   Ambassador  and   his    military   staff. 

On  Tuesday  evening  Mechanics'  Mall  was  the  scene  of  a  most 
enthusiastic  compfire.  Every  seat  in  the  big  auditorium  was  filled 
and  several  hundred  shmd  during  the  exercises.  An  official  welcome 
was  extended  to  the  Grand  Army  and  all  patriotic  organizations  by 
the  Governor  of  the  State  ami  Mayor  of  the  City.  Patriotism  ran  high 
when  the  speakers  of  the  evening  referred  to  the  great  war  in  which 
our  nation  is  engaged  and  denounced  the  tyranny  and  brutality  or 
the  German  Government. 

On  Friday  the  Grand  Army  and  all  allied  organizations  were 
taken  in  special  steamers  provided  far  the  occasion  to  Nantasket,  a 
beautiful  island  in  the  harbor  -for  a  fish  dinner  and  claim  bake.  It 
was  a  most  enjoyable  occasion  especially  to  the  people  of  this  section. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  of  Massachusetts  made  a  record  for 
themselves  as  entertainers  that  cannot  be  surpassed.  During  the  sea- 
sions  of  Wednesday  and  Thursday  dinner  was  served  in  the  lower  halh 
of  Tremont  Temple,  the  long  tables  furnishing  a  seating  capacity  of 
800  people.  The  eatables  were  all  that  could  be  desired  and  delight- 
fully served.  The  'generous  hospitality  of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps 
of  Massachusetts  will  ever  be  a  pleasant  memory. 

1  cannot  refrain  from  speaking  of  the  services  rendered  to  the 
visitors  by  the  Boy  Scouts;  they  were  constantly  on  duty  and  the 
following  tribute  was  paid  them  by  Commander-in-Chief  Patterson: 
"The  organization  of  the  Boy  Scouts  has  become  wonderfully  helpful 
to  our  comrades  whenever  National  or  Department;  Encampments 
or  other  meetings  of  Veteran  soldiers  are  held.  Their  attentive  and 
courteous  services  to  our  Comrades  in  strange  cities  where  large 
crowds  assemble  is  of  inestimable  value." 

Appreciating  the  honor  of  serving  this  Department  as  Delegate-

Although 
having  had  the  pleasure  of  personally  pledging  our  loyal  support,  we. 
again  pledge  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  Department  of  Colorado) 
and   Wyoming. 

II.  Comrade  Orlando  A.  Somers  of  Indiana  was  elected  Com- 
mander-in-Chief of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  and  to  him  we 
pledge  our  untiring  efforts  in  behalf  of  the   Grand    Army. 

III.  Delegate-at-Large  Florence  Clapp  faithfully  attended  every 
session  of  the  National  Convention,  and  alter  the  adjournment  of  same 
visited  her  old  home  in  Massachusetts,  hence  the  delay  of  her  report 
which   accompanies   General  -Order    No.    4. 

IV.  Inspection  is  progressing  very  favorably  and  by  the.  close 
of  the  month  all  Corps  will  have  been  inspected.  We  owe  our  De- 
partment Inspector,  Dora  C.  Newell,  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  her  faith- 
ful and  patriotic  services.  Although  in  great  sorrow,  she  has  con- 
tinued her  work  and  has  saved   many  dollars  for  the  Department. 

V.  Corps  officers  are  requested  to  keep  strict  account  of  Red 
Cross  work,  Liberty  Bond,  and  all  donations  tu  our  soldiers  who  are 
giving  their  services  to  the  Government,  in  order  that  the  Woman's 
Relief  Corps  may  receive  full  credit,  and  while  we  are  assiting  in 
their  noble  cause,  let  us  not  forget  the  "Boys  of  '61,"  who  preserved 
this  Government   for  us  and   for  whom   we  are  banded  together. 

Department  Treasurer  wishes  to  call  attention  to  the  decision 
that  NO  ORDER  LESS  THAN  $1.00  will  be  received,  and  DO  NOT 
SEND  POSTAGE  STAMPS. 

VI.  A  recent  visit  to  the  Soldiers'  &  Sailors'  Home  in  Monte  Vista 
we  found  everyone  comfortable  and  seemingly  happy.  There  were  236 
members  at  home,  59  out  on  furlough,  and  only  eight  vacant  beds. 
There  are  30  Veterans  on  waiting  list  and  35  families  waiting  for 
cottages.  The  necessity  of  more  cottages  is  obvious.  The  following 
are  needed: 

High    back   rocking   chairs. 

Pads  for  high  back  rocking  chairs,    17x27. 

Pillows  for  chairs,  17x17,  finished. 

Rugs    (rag). 

Flower  vases   (for  hospital). 

Lawn   benches    (wire). 

Do  not  send  pillows  with  Flag  stamped  or  embroidered  upon. 

Jelies  very  acceptable;  require  45  glasses  to  serve  one  meal. 
Thanksgiving  is  near  at  hand.  Let  us  provide  generously  for  the  de- 
pendent ones. 

VII.  Department  Press  Correspondent  has  only  heard  from 
Pueblo,  Boulder  and  Alamosa  outside  of  Denver.  We  urge  the  Corps 
Press  Corespondent  to  forward  items  to  the  Department  in  order  that 
we  may  meet  the  demands  by  the  National  Press  Correspondent. 

VIII.  All  Corps  on  the  Roll  of  Honor  quarter  ending  September 
30th,  1917,  except  15,  31,  33  and  44.  Corps  Presidents  are  again  re- 
quested   to   examine   reports   carefully    before   mailing   to    Department 
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Secretary.     The  increase   of  postage  will   make  a   heavy   drain   upon 
funds  of  the  Corps  and  Department. 

IX.  We  are  happy  to  announce  the  increase  of  widows'  pensions 
to   $25  per  month.     Section   314  reads   as   follows: 

Section  314.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act 
the  rate  of  pension  for  a  widow  of  an  officer  or  enlisted  man 
of  the  Army,  Navy,  or  Marine  Corps  of  the  United  States 
who  served  in  the  Civil  War,  the  War  with  Spain,  or  the  Phil- 
ippine Insurrection,  now  on  the  pension  roll  or  hereafter  to 
be  placed  on  the  pension  roll,  and  enlisted  to  receive  a  less 
rate  than  hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  $25  per  month;  and 
nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  affect  the  additional  al- 
lowance provided  by  existing  pension  laws  on  account  of  a 
helpless  child  or  child  under  sixteen  years  of  age:  Pro- 
vided, however,  That  this  Act  shall  not  be  construed  as  to 
reduce  any  pension  under  any  Act,  public  or  private;  And 
provided  further,  That  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
administered,  executed,  and  enforced  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Pensions.— Passed  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represen- 
tatives, and  approved  by  the  President.     October  G,  1917.

I.  By  the  time  these  General  Orders  are  promulgated  all  new  offi- 
cers of  the  various  Corps  will  have  been  installed  and  entered  upon 
their  respective  duties.  To  them  we  extend  the  Greetings  of  the 
Department  Officers  and  bid  them  welcome  with  the  hope  we  may 
work  togther  for  the  good  of  our  Order;  also  render  useful  assistance 
to  our  Government. 

II.  Our  National  President,  in  General  Orders  No.  3,  calls  for 
generous  and  prompt  donations  to  the  Southern  Memorial  Fund  wmich, 
it  is  hoped,  all  Corps  will  respond  to.  Send  money  to  Department 
Treasurer  Marian  L.  White,  Montrose,  Cold.,  who  will  promptly  for- 
ward same  to  National  Treasurer. 

III.  Florence  M.  Westcott,  Chairman  of  the  National  Executive 
Board,  is  promulgating  an  energetic  campaign  to  increase  the  mem- 
bership of  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps.  Each  member  is  urged  to 
secure  at  east  one  recruit.  The  present  situation  makes  opportune 
calls  upon  the  families  of  those  whose  dear  ones  have  joined  the  ranks 
of  "The  Boys  in  Brown."  In  years  to  come,  these  boys  should  be  the 
recipients  of  the  care  and  help,  long  bestowed  upon  the  Comrades  of 
the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  by  the  Woman's  Relief  Corps." 
Colorado  and  Wyoming  pledges  hearty   support  in  the  campaign. 

IV.  With  regret  we  learn  that  our  Department  has  failed  so  far 
to  dispose  of  the  1,000  Check  Books,  there  being  about  850  distributed 
in  Colorado,  some  of  which  have  neither  been  paid  for  nor  returned 
and  should  have  the  immediate  attention  of  Corps  Presidents.  The 
Publishers  are  offering  better  accommodations  to  further  assist  the 
Woman's  Relief  Corps  in  the  campaign  to  raise  $60,000.00,  viz.:  "Corps 
may  order,  say  50  to  100  Check  Books.  If  no  cash  accompanies  the 
order,  the  books  will  be  sent  forward  at  once,  transportation  charges 
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prepaid.  In  the  packages  will  be  enclosed  a  bill  lor  the  number  of 
books  ordered  at  the  lowest  wholesale  rate  of  15  cents.  Payment  of 
this  bill  within  30  days  will  be  satisfactory  to  the  publishers.  This 
means  that  any  Corps  can  secure  a  working  supply  of  Check  Books 
without  any  cash  outlay — an  opportunity  which  it  is  hoped  that  every 
Corps  will  grasp.  If  the  bill  is  paid  within  ten  days,  2  per  cent  may 
be  deducted.  Corps  that  wend  cash  with  orders,  as  formerly,  may 
deduct   3   per  cent." 

V.  After  having  been  adopted  by  the  National  Convention  and 
during  September,  1911,  theie  was  sent  to  each  Corps  in  this  Depart- 
ment a  copy  of  "My  Jewels,"  by  an  old  Veteran  over  70  years  of  age, 
who  was  endeavoring  to  support  himself  and  wife  by  sale  of  same 
at  $1.00  each.  About  half  of  the  Corps  responded  to  the  appeal.  The 
others  failed  to  return  "My  Jewels"  or  the  cash,  which  is  a  discredit 
to  our  Department  and  should  be  adjusted.  We  have  the  list  on 
file  at  Headquarters  and  will  he  pleased  to  have  those  in  arrears  send 
their  dollar  to  Comrade  C.  Fetter,  Ottawa,  Kansas,  and  notify  this 
office,  so  the  Corps  may  be  stricken  from  the  list  of  delinquents.  Re- 
member our  obligation.

The  credit  and  honor 
of  our  Order  is  as  priceless  as  personal  credit  and  I  call  upon  each 
Corps  President  to  search  their  records  and  make  amends  to  this  old 
Comrade. 

XVIII.  Colonel  Nathan  W.  MacChesney,  Judge  Advocate  of  the 
Central  Department  of  the  National  Army,  has  affirmed  the  practice 
of  placing  silver  stars  in  the  red  field  of  service  flags,  to  signify  that 
soldiers  whose  service  is  recognized  hy  a  blue  star  in  the  white  field 
has  been  wounded,  invalidated  or  disch?rged  for  physical  disabilities. 
Gold  stars  in  the  red  field,  as  is  well  known,  denotes  that  the  man 
has  fallen  on  the  field  of  honor.  Silver  stars  will  show  that  he  has 
done  all  in  his  power  for  the  service  of  the  country,  but  has  been 
returned  home  with  an  honorable  discharge. 

XIX.  There  is  being  built  in  Denver  a  great  soldiers'  recuperation 
camp.  To  this  camp  will  be  invalided  the  wounded,  sick  and  possibly- 
blind  men  that  are  the  tragic  results  of  this  war.  And  shall  we  not. 
as  patriotic  women  prepare  to  assist  in  the  care  of  those  invalids, 
many  of  whom  may  be  our  Colorado  and  Wyoming  boys,  perhaps  sons 
of  our  own  Corps  members.  Therefore,  let  each  Corps  hold  some 
sort  of  a  patriotic  meeting  and  raise  a  department  fund,  to  be  used 
in  the  discretion  of  incoming  Department  President  and  Chairman  of 
Relief  for  the  benefit  of  the  invalid  soldier  of  liilS.  We  have  several 
months  in  which  to  earn   this  money.
